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PREFACE. 


THE publication of a DIRECTORY FOR THE TERRITORY OF 
NEVADA may, by some, be deemed premature at this time. 
Those acquainted, however, with the natural resources of that 
region, its vast and varied stores of Mineral Wealth, and the 
rapid progress it has made in population, business and improve- 
ments, will readily perceive the utility of a work of this kind. 
Washoe, like California, burst suddenly like a meteor on the 
world. For a time, all eyes were turned thitherward, and its 
name was on the tongue of every one. Thousands, hearing of 
its rich gold and silver bearing lodes, hastened away to explore 
the country for new mines, or secure interests in those already 
discovered. It was late in the fall before the undoubted rich- 
ness of even a portion of these mines became an established 
fact. A multitude of ledges had been located, but only a few 
sufficiently prospected to determine their character, when win- 
ter coming on with unwonted severity, put a stop to further 
operations. Knowing nothing positive of these numerous leads 
buried beneath the snow, the owners were pleased to claim, 
and the public to believe, that they were equally good with 
those already tested and found to be rich: hence, a deal of sell- 
ing and speculation took place in this species of property before 
spring—no one knowing what he was buying, and no one know- 
ing what he was selling. After a long and tedious winter the 
snows disappeared, and the eager miners and proprietors were 
ready to open their claims, or prospect for new ones. At this 
juncture, the whites became involved in difficulties with the 
Indians, which, continuing for several months, the best part of 
the season went by without much being done. 

Meantime, the adventurers in this new field began to find 
that they had come to a country, not only very unlike Califor- 
nia in its climate and physical aspects, but that the character 
of the mines was wholly different, requiring, however rich, a 
heavy »utlay of labor and money before anything could be 
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realized from them; moreover, it was by this time pretty well 
ascertained that a large proportion of the ledges on which they 
had based their hopes, and in some instances spent their money, 
were, not only of dubious value, but utterly worthless. The 
Jaboring man found it difficult to get work to do, and still more 
difficult to get his pay when any work was done; the miner, 
instead of being able to go upon his claim and wash out the 
gold, as in placer diggings, found the precious metal locked up 
in the flinty quartz, and buried far beneath the ground, from 
which he had no means for extracting it, while the capitalist 
discovered that it required a large investment of money, and 
much practical skill, to carry on this species of mining with 
success, Besides, this business of working silver mines, and 
reducing the ores, was one altogether new to our people, over- 
whelming them with perplexity and plunging them into every 
manner of mistake. Hence came tribulation, and loss, and final 
disgust, until Washoe, which a little while before had been 
regarded with such favor, came to be partially abandoned, and 
looked upon with general suspicion and distrust. 

But during all this period of despondency and doubt, there 
were those still undismayed, who, confiding in the mineral 
capacities of the country, proceeded to erect Mills, and to open 
the mines and work them on an extended scale. Roads were 
constructed, towns laid out and built up, lands inclosed and 
cultivated, and new districts explored, with results justifying 
the belief that the elements of a material and enduring wealth 
exist here in greater and more varied profusion than in any 
other country under the sun. 

With the exception of a small work written by II. DEGROOT, 
Esq., shortly after the discovery of these mines, wherein their 
importance was duly appreciated, and the whole subject ably 
treated of, nothing more than the temporary effusions of the 
newspaper press, often sparingly given, has been published 
upon a country that in less than three years will surpass Cali- 
fornia in its product of the precious metals. Had an able 
book, or even one of the unpretending and utilitarian character 
of the work in hand, been published a year ago, setting forth 
the resources of the Territory, and pointing out the induce- 
ments it presented for immigration and the investment of cap- 
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ital, a very large influx of both would have ensued, and, no 
doubt, with results alike beneficial to all concerned; and it is 
with the hope of accomplishing something in this way, that 
the present DIRECTORY has been gotten up, rather than with a 
view of immediate profit to the publisher. 

The work, as will be seen by the title page, contains, besides 
these prefatory remarks, a HISTORICAL SKETCH, wherein all 
the scanty material afforded by this newly-settled region, has 
been diligently collected and made the most of. A full INDEX 
has been compiled, enabling the reader to turn readily to any 
subject required. The Organic Act of the Territory is pre- 
sented, with a large fund of other political and legal matter, 
introduced at the proper places: a List of all the Public Offi- 
cers—Town, County, Municipal and Territorial—is given, to- 
gether with a Description of the County Boundaries, and a 
Table of Distances. This table embraces the distances by the 
routes usually traveled between all the Towns, Mining Dis- 
tricts, and other important localities, as well as along the main 
roads leading into and through the Territory; and having been 
drawn mostly from personal observation, or actual surveys, 
may be generally relied upon. The statements in regard to 
the cost, capacity, and productiveness of the several Mills, Me- 
chanical and Manufacturing Establishments, Reduction Works, 
etc., having for the most part been derived from those owning, 
or in charge thereof, may be supposed to be correct. The same 
remark will apply to Toll Roads, Ditches, and other works of 
internal improvement, as well as to professional and business 
pursuits, While it became necessary to remark upon some of 
the more prominent Mining Claims, no notice could be taken 
of more than a few even of this class, owing to their great num- 
ber, while the multitude of inferior ones had to be wholly over- 
looked. Nor is it to be supposed, that those of which mention 
has been made, received this distinction because of their decided 
and unquestioned superiority, since it is quite likely others, 
Which our narrow limits would not permit us to comment upon, 
are equally valuable. What has been said, however, in this 
connection, is to be received as strictly reliable, and in accord- 
ance with facts, so far as they could be ascertained. In no in- 
stance has any partiality been manifested, or à more favorable 
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coloring given to any claim than it would bear. The ledges 
of which particular mention has been made, consist mostly of 
such as being more thoroughly developed, possess a better as- 
certained value than those less worked. That a person can- 
vassing for information of this kind, should occasionally fall 
into error, will not seem strange, considering the strong motive 
parties applied to for information may sometimes have to mis- 
lead him. For all such mistakes the candid and discriminating 
will be able to make proper allowance. 

To the Directory department a very large number of names 
might have been added, could the initial letter have been ob- 
tained; but it is a social peculiarity of this Territory, that 
many persons, being residents, are known to their acquaint- 
ances and employers—and often even to those with whom they 
have intimate business relations—only by their Christian or 
surname, as the case may be; hence, the limited catalogue of 
names even in places known to have a large population. 

Many of the Toll Roads, Quartz Mills, and other works in 
the Territory, were seriously damaged by the great floods of 
January, '62; but, as most of these injuries will have been 
repaired before this work reaches the eye of the public, we 
have described all these various improvements and establish- 
ments as we found them at the time of our visit, and as we 
hope soon to see them again—wholly rebuilt, and once more 
in the full tide of successful operation. The entire loss sus- 
tained by the inhabitants of the Territory, and those having 
interests therein, by reason of the high water and storms, is 
estimated at more than a million of dollars, besides the loss 
accruing by reason of the interruption of work, amounting to 
fully as much more; yet such are the resources of the country, 
and the facility with which it can reproduce this lost wealth, 
that a few months will suffice to restore things to their former 
prosperous condition, and obliterate the remembrance of these 
tefnporary calamities. 

It is the purpose of the Proprietor of this work to issue the 
same annually, so long as he shall meet with the liberal patron- 
age thus far extended to him.

IIIS'TORICATL SKETCH 


OF 


NEVADA TERRITORY. 


Tue Territory of Nevada was created by Congress from the 
western portion of Utah, by an Act approved March second, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-one. It is bounded by the thirty- 
seventh and forty-second degrees of north latitude, and by the 
thirty-ninth and forty-third degrees of longitude west from 
Washington ; or, adopting the more usual mode of computing 
longitude, by the one hundred and sixteenth and one hundred 
and twentieth meridians west from Greenwich. It has, there- 
fore, Oregon on the north, Utah on the east, New Mexico on 
the south, and California on the south-west and west, and con- 
tams about sixty-five thousand square miles. 

It is provided in the Organic Act, that, with the consent of 
the State of California, the thirty-seventh degree of north lati- 
tude, forming the southern boundary of Nevada Territory, may 
be continued west to the dividing ridge separating the waters 
of Carson Valley from those that flow into the Pacific; then 
fullowing northwardly along this divide to the forty-first degree 
of north latitude; thence due north to the Oregon line: an 
arrangement which, if carried out, would add to the area of 
this Territory something like ten thousand square miles There 
is a slight inconsistency in speaking of the waters of Carson 
Valley in this connection, since the point where this line, if 
continued 1n the manner proposed, would strike the summit of 
the Sierra, is more than one hundred miles south of those 
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waters. The streams on the eastern declivity of the mountains 
in that neighborhood, all run in an opposite direction from 
Carson Valley towards that of Owen's River; but, as the intent 
of Congress is obvious, the error is unimportant. A commis- 
sion consisting of Governor Nye, Isaac N. Roop, and R. M. 
Ford—the latter two gentlemen members of the Legislature of 
Nevada—was appointed at the late session of that body, to pro- 
ceed to California, and procure, if possible, favorable action on 
the part of the Legislature of that State in the premises. The 
alteration, if assented to by the people of California, would, 
beside securing to both countries a more easily recognized and 
natural boundary, greatly promote the convenience of those 
now inhabiting the Territory in question. 

The whole of Utah, prior to its acquisition by the United 
States, was a portion of the Mexican Department of Alta Cali- 
fornia, and as such, contained scarce any white’ population at 
that day. The first settlement made within its limits, except, 
perhaps, some few Catholic Missions, was that of the Mormons 
at Salt Lake. Portions of this people passing back and forth 
between California and Salt Lake, so early as eighteen hundred 
and forty-eight, being attracted by the fine lands in Carson 
Valley and vicinity, stopped, and making homes there, became 
the pioncer settlers, also, of what-is now Nevada Territory. 
At that period, or shortly after, several families settled in Car- 
son and Washoe valleys, oue or two also locating in Eagle 
Valley, where Carson City now stands. Two hamlets—Genoa 
in Carson, and Franktown in Washoe Valley—gradually sprang 
up. The former was long known as the Mormon Station, a 
name that was not laid aside until quite recently; some of the 
older residents adhering to it still. In these remote and quiet 
valleys, undisturbed by the mandates of the church, and shut 
out from the world, these simple and deluded, but frugal and 
industrious people, continued to live for several years, when in 
eighteen hundred and fifty-five a command issued from Salt 
Lake, for the faithful everywhere to repair to that place, in 
order to escape the doom then impending over the Gentile 
world. 

Ignorant and superstitious, these poor creatures, hastening to 
obey the behests of the vile impostor, Brigham Young, sacri-

ficed their property—giving it away, or selling it for almost 
nothing—and abandoning their.peaceful and prosperous homes, 
hurried off, as they supposed, to the only place of safety. 
Nearly all left—not more than half a dozen families out of 
thirty or forty remaining. After they were gone, their deserted 
houses and gardens, and half-gathered grain fields, presented a 
melancholy sight. More melancholy still, was the cause that 
had led to this abandonment and sacrifice ! 

On their reaching Salt Lake, it is useless to say, they soon 
discovered how grossly they had been deceived and imposed 
upon. They also discovered, what filled them with disgust 
and alarm, that polygamy, thus far an institution unheard of 
by these outside saints, and wholly abhorrent to their feelings, 
had been ingrafted upon the creed of the church, and reduced 
to practice by its leading members. Already Young and his 
lecherous crew had supplied themselves with numerous concu- 
bines, with whom they were living in unrestrained and open 
debauchery. Heart-sick and mortified, to their credit be it said, 
many of these poor and abused people turned their backs upon 
this den of lust, and, cursing their deceivers, made their way 
back to Carson, where they arrived stripped of everything, and 
to find their old homes occupied for the most part by others. 
While they were away, the growing trade with the Overland 
Immigration, and still later, the discovery of the Washoe mines, 
had invited a considerable population over the mountains, and 
these returning pioneers found themselves excluded from the 
fields they had inclosed, and strangers in the land they had 
first settled. Having thus lost their possessions, and the pres- 
tige attending their early advent on the Eastern Slope, the 
Mormon element and influence gradually disappeared, until 
they are now no longer, as aforetime, eitber feared or felt. 

From the time our citizens began to cross the mountains, or 
some few immigrants to tarry on that side for the purpose of 
settlement, now some eight or ten years ago, until a political 
separation took place, they were constantly insulted and har- 
assed by the authorities at Salt Lake, who looked upon them 
as interlopers and aliens. "These dignitaries, as soon as they 
found the Gentiles—as they impudently style those not contam- 
inated with the Mormon pollution—multiplying in Western 
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Utah, grew uneasy, and sought to discourage their further 
increase, by resorting to every species of annoyance in their 
power. 

Ignorant as they were, they understood enough of human 
nature aud history to know that Republicanism and Theoc- 
racy—civil liberty and spiritual despotism—the dogmas of Ma- 
homet and the teachings of Christ—were naturally antagonistic, 
and that their followers could not dwell together in peace: 
hence, a regular system was adopted, and the most strenuous 
efforts put forth, to drive out such of our citizens as had already 
settled in the Territory, and to deter others from coming in. 
To this end, laws obseure, partial and. absurd, in contliet with 
the Organic Act, and repugnant to the moral sense of our peo- 
ple, were passed : exclusive charters were granted, securing to 
the dignitaries of the church timber lands, mill-sites, herd 
grounds, and other special privileges; unlimited jurisdiction, 
both civil and criminal, was conferred on obscure courts pre- 
sided over by persons of the grossest ignorance and the mean- 
est capacity ; inferior оћеегз were invested with powers super- 
seding the authority of those appointed by the General Govern- 
ment; the Indian tribes were stirred up to hostilities, and en- 
couraged to depredate upon the defeneeless immigrants, and to 
plunder and murder the whites wherever they were found: 
trial by jury was virtually abolished, and finally, to defeat the 
administration of justice more effectually, and shut out the 
Americans from all participation in publie affairs, the County 
of Carson, formerly organized by statute, was again dismem- 
bered, and its records removed to Salt Lake, the Capital of the 
Territory, more than five hundred miles away. 

With these usurpations and outrages, the Mormons of West- 
ern Utah, as a body, had very little to do, being themselves in 
bad odor with the authorities for their contumacy in refusing 
to adopt the cherished dogmas of the church, yet they continued 
to, be objects of suspicion aud dislike amongst the Gentiles, 
being forced to bear the odium attaching to the acts of those in 
power, and to share the prejudice naturally excited by the very 
name they bore. Thus, for several years after their return, 
there were constant bickerings and strifes between them and 
their neighbors, not only growing out of religious opinions, 
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but also personal and political matters, tending to evince, what 
subsequent events have confirmed, that their differences were 
too radical ever to be reconciled. Meantime certain local mat- 
ters had led to misunderstandings amongst the settlers them- 
selves, wherein the Mormons having taken sides with the 
weaker party, whatever of the ancient prejudice against them 
had been abated, was fully restored. 

For a long time Carson Valley had served as a refuge and 
hiding-place for certain disreputable parties engaged in run- 
ning off strayed and stolen stock from California. Owing to 
its remote, and at that day all but inaccessible situation, it 
afforded a safe retreat to these depredators, the owners of the 
property scarcely ever making pursuit. After resting and 
feeding for a few days, this stock was driven thence to Salt 
Lake, generally by obscure routes, well known to the Mor- 
mons, who frequently took a hand in this business; or being 
herded for a time in some of the valleys about Carson, it was 
afterwards disposed of to the traders coming in, or driven into 
California at remote points and sold. This same class did not 
scruple in like manner to prey upon the overland immi- 
gration, picking up such cattle as had strayed from camp, or 
through weakness faltered behind, or, where opportunity of 
fered, stealing them outright. These dishonest practices were 
not engaged in by the actual residents of the valley, who 
sought, as far as possible, to suppress and discourage them, 
being, as a general thing, an honest and honorable class of men, 
though not remarkable for industry and thrift. To this latter 
remark, however, there were exceptions, a considerable num- 
ber of these people being hard-working, enterprising, and well 
to do in the world. 

For years these outrages had been going on with impunity, 
to the great scandal of the old settlers, when at length they 
culminated in one of unusual atrocity, and which, being at- 
tended by circumstances of both pillage and murder, aroused 
the entire community and brought down upon the perpetrators 
deserved and summary punishment. 

In the year eighteen hundred and fifty-five, a Frenchman 
had brought over from California a large drove of cattle which 
he was herding on the Truckee. There was, among the early 
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residents of Carson Valley, à man named William Thorrington, 
who lived near the head of the vallev, on the firm now owned 
by Judge Smith, one of the best in the country, By sharp, 
and as many supposed not altogether legitimate practices, this 
man had accumulated a handsome property, being the owner 
of several fine tracts of land and a large number of cattle. Te 
was suspected of having been engaged in a variety of unlaw- 
ful acts, from which, having, as he boasted, always escaped 
scot-free, as well as from his general suecess in business, he 
'ame to be known by the seubriquet of " Lueky Bill.” He was 
distinguished for his social traits of eharaeter, being hospitable 
and obhging, besides an exceedingly jovial and eompanion- 
able fellow: and thus, living with his wife and children, he 
Was venerally well liked in à community not apt to be squeam- 
ish in their notions, or to worry themselves over rumors dis- 
paraging to their neighbors. In faet ^ Lueky BIN" was rather 
а favorite in the valley, and might have lived on in peace and 
prosperity, had not his‘cupidity pot the better of his judgment 
and honesty, 

Among those who were in the habit of visiting Carson for 
the purpose of trading and speculating in stock, was one Ed- 
wards, who was intimate with Thorringtoa, often dealing with 
hun and stopping at his house, This man was desirous of buy- 
ing out the Frenehman, and had visited him on the Truckee 
for that purpese, but not being able to agree about the price, 
returned and reported the same to his friend. The latter sug- 
gested a mode by which that difficulty could be gotten over, 
being none other than a plan for murdering the owner and 
seizing his stock, a scheme that Edwards at onee conenrred in 
and proceeded to carry ош. He again visited the Truckee, 
and having decoycd the Frenchman a distance from his e: mp, 

shot him and concealed the body. His сме and effeets were 
then seized and duly divided between the guilty parties, а 
forged bill of sale having previously been made out, transfer- 
ring them to Edwards, 

For a time all was quiet, and the affair adroitly managed 
seemed finally disposed of, when the friends of the murdered 
man in California, not hearing of him, began to get uneasy, 
and at length instituted inquiries as to the cause and manner 
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of his disappearance. The body was found, the cattle traced 
up, aud the whole aifair brought to light. © Lucky Bill” was 
arrested by a party of citizens, his accomplice having, already 
made his escape. The people hearing of the bloody deed be- 
same generally aroused; a Vigilance Committee was formed, 
officers chosen, and a temporary court iustituted for the trial of 
the offender. After a patient and impartial hearing of Thor- 
rington's case, he was convieted of murder and sentenced to be 
hung. Meantime there was a strong desire on the part of cer- 
tain citizens to secure Edwards, who, though no more guilty 
than his associate in this particular ease, was known to be a 
bad and dangerous man, It was believed that Thorrington, as 
well as his son, à lad some sixteen years old, knew where ho 
was concealed. They therefore worked upon the hopes and 
fears of the latter, hinting there might be a chance of his father 
being spared could Edwards be taken. The boy agreed to 
divulge his place of concealment on condition that his father 
should be saved, But knowing Edwards to be a powerful 
man, Well-armed, and that if attacked he would make a despe- 
rate resistance, it was not deemed sufficient that the lad should 
point out his hiding-place, but he was also required to decoy 
him into the valley where he could be more easily overcome. 
Under the strong instinct of parental love, even this was con- 
sented to, though. every one knew, and none better than the 
boy himself, that it was a most delicate and dangerous under- 
taking. Accordingly at night he proceeded alone to a secluded 
spot in the mountains west of Genoa, and there had an inter- 
view with Edwards, telling him that his father, whose arrest 
he concealed, desired to see him ata certain place, that they 
might concert measures for their safety. 

Edwards seems to have had an idea from the first that this 
was a deviee for ensnaring him, and refused to listen to the 
boy's story; but his suspicions being partially allayed by the 
lad's persistence and earnestness, he finally consented to go, 
telling him that if he found himself betrayed, he would shoot 
him the first thing he did. With this understanding he left 
his covert, and the two proceeded to a lonely ranch owned by 
Thorrington, near the forks of Carson River. Tlere, concealed 
in the house, a party of men lay in wait for him. A little 
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after midnight Edwards reached the place, and advanced cau- 
tiously up the lane, his double-barreled gun leveled before 
him, amd his other arms in readiness; on reaching the door, 
the place no doubt being familiar to him, he paused and list- 
ened, then carefully pushed it open and entered. The moment 
he passed the threshold, a powerful man standing behind the 
door with an uplifted club felled him to the floor, when others 
seized and secured him. Being taken before the same body 
that had tried his accomplice, he also had a hearing, and was, 
in like manner, condemned to be hung. 

The carrying out of these sentences caused a great commo- 
tion throughout the country, there being considerable diversity 
of public sentiment on the subject. A majority were of opin- 
ion the culprits should both be summarily executed ; some had 
misgivings about hanging Thorrington after the implied prom- 
ise given his son that his life should be spared’; while a few 
thought the whole matter should be handed over to the courts 
to be disposed of according to law. But the mass of the people 
knowing the courts to be but a delusion and a snare, and be- 
lieving that their own safety and good name, as wellas the 
demands of justice, required these men should expiate their 
crimes upon the gallows, preparations were made for carrying 
out their will in an effectual and becoming manner. The place 
selected for the execution was a beautiful bottom on the river, 
near the confines of Eagle and Carson valleys, known as Clear 
Creek Ranch. Iere, in presence of a majority of the inhabit- 
ants, beneath the blue skies of Utah, these unfortunates met 
their doom with a coolness and self-possession worthy better 
men and a less ignoble fate. 

From the divided sentiment on this issue two factions sprang 
up, the one known as the “Vigilance,” and the other as the 
“ Anti-Vigilance," or “Law and Order Party ;” a condition of 
things that kept the community in a constant ferment, leading 
to much controversy and personal strife. But with all their 
stern dealings with malefactors, and struggles for reform, the 
people being virtually without a government, enjoyed neither 
legal protection or political repose; hence, they began to 
agitate the subject of a separation from Utah, and the erection 
of a new Territory out of its western half. James M. Crane, 
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who had taken up his residence in Carson Valley, in eighteen 
hundred and fifty-seven, was that year elected a delegate to 
proceed to Washington, and urge upon Congress favorable 
action in the premises. Being thoroughly acquainted with 
the situation and wants of the people, as well as conversant 
with the resources «f the country, he was admirably qualified 
to present their case intelligently before that body, and to 
effectually urge a compliance with the popular desire. But 
the politicians of that day were too much absorbed with per- 
sonal schemes and partisan measures to pay any attention to 
the wants of a distant and isolated community, or to make any 
pros ision for their relief; hence, Judge Crane, after the most 
P'arnest and indefatigable efforts, returned from Washington, 
without having been able to accomplish the object of his mission. 

Upon his revurn, the people despairing of aid from the General 
Government, commenced to seriously contemplate the question 
of dissolving their political connection with Utah, and creating 
a provisional government, after the manner of Oregon, in 
eighteen hundred and forty-three, and in the hope that it 
would subsequently be approved by the Federal Congress. 
This project having been much discussed during the spring of 
eighteen hundred and fifty-nine, a mass meeting was held in 
Carson City, June sixth, whereat it was resolved to calla 
Convention of Delegates, chosen from all parts of Western 
Utah, to assemble at Genoa on the eighteenth of July, to take 
into consideration the condition of publie affairs, and adopt 
some mode of relief. This call not being very explicit as to 
the objeets of the Convention, and the extent of their powers, 
there was a wide diversity of opinion on these points when 
the members came together. A majority took the view that 
they had been called together for the purpose of drafting a 
deelaration, embodying their reasons for withdrawing from 
any longer connection with the Government of Utah, and 
framing a Constitution to be submitted to their constituents 
for their consideration. А minority, though composed of 
nearly two thirds of the members, thought this no part of 
their present business, but that they had simply been elected 
to issue a call for a Constitutional Convention, and adopt regu- 
lations for its being properly conducted, the members thereof 
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to be subsequently chosen by the people; and for the further 
purpose of canvassing in Committee of the Whole, the returns 
for Delegate to Congress, an election for filling that position 
having recently been heid. 

The majority, however, proceeded to carry out the pro- 
gramme of the Convention, according to their own views, by 
the drafting of a Declaration and Constitution to be submitted 
£o the people thereafter. The Constitution is very similar to 
that of California, being the counterpart of that instrument in 
all its important features. The Declaration, which sets forth 
in a succinct manner the grievances impelling to a separation, 
is as foliows: 

DECLARATION, 


WHERE\s, We the citizens of the proposed Territory of Nevada, considering that 
we have suffered from a series of internal and external evils of so grave a nature 
as to render forbearance a virtue no longer ; and believing that the time has now 
arrived for us to take some permanent action upon our "тишге well-being аз а 
people; and believing further, that a plain statement of the causes which have 
impelled us to pursue this course will convince a candid aud unprejudiced pub- 
lie, we would therefore state. 


That a long train of abuses and usurpat:ons on the part of the Mormons of 
Eastern Utah, towards the people of Western Utah, evinces a desire ou their part 
to reduce us under an absolute spiritual despotism. 

Such has been our patient sufferings, and such is now the necessity for dissoly- 
ing all pohtieal relations which may have connected us together, and we deem 
it not only our right, but also our duty, to disown such a Government, and such a 
people, and to form new guards for our future security. 

We would charge upon the Mormons a gross violation of the organic act creating 
the Territory of Utah. 

They have declared themselves hostile to the constitutional government and 
institutions of our country ; 

They have declared war ‘against the Government of the United States; 

They have refused to submit to its laws; while they have, whenever it suited 
them. claimed protection under these laws; 

They have denied to the Judges of the United States a right to try in their 
courts the violators of the law, when such violators were Mormons; 

They have so managed, by their legislation, as to defeat justice, protect erimi- 
nals, and render the laws and the authority of the United States in Utah Territory 
void, and of no effect; 

They have conferred powers on their Territorial Marshals so extensive as to 
render void the authority of the Marshals of the United States in all cases: 

They have conferred upon Probate Judges.the sole right to select juries in civil 
and criminal cases, in violation of all law and all precedent; they have also given 
to said Judges and Justices of the Peace absolute jurisdiction in all civil and erim- 
inal cases; 

They have made all laws existing under the people of this Territory, and in 
defiance of the laws of the United States; 

They have, by an act of the Legislature, declared all unmarried men ineligible 
as jurymen, unless they have resided in the Territory two years; 

They have imbrued their hands in the blood of our citizens while they were 
peaceably pursuing their way across the continent, and have deprived them of 
their property without due course of law; 

They have poisoned the minds of the Indians against us, and forced us frequently 
to open war with them. 
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We have petitioned them to redress and to protect us in our right. But our 
appeals have ever been treated with disdain and neglect. To continue the connec- 
tou with Utah longer we fear would involve us in treason and rebellion to our 
country 


We further consider that the dangerous difficulty of transit, and expense of com- 
munieation with the seat of the Territorial Government of Eastern Utah, of them- 
selves valid reasons to induce us to form a separate territorial organization. 

We have applied for assistance to California, but she has declined to aid and 
protect us, because we were without the jurisdiction of the State. 


We have for the last two years invoked Congress to erect for us a Territorial 
Government, and that body has been deaf to our appeals. 


Therefore, beheving in the rectitude of our intentions, and believing the time has 
arrived, we make known and declare our entire and unconditional separation from 
Eastern Utah. 


To provide for and secure our future protection, we pledge to each other our 
sacred obligations, to erect for ourselves a Territorial Government founded upon 
the republican principles of the Constitution of the United States; and that we 
will maintain and defend it to the best of our ability. And we look to the support 
and protection of the Federal Government, and our fellow-citizens in every part of 
the Union. 


The officers and delegates to the Convention, to the number 
of forty-seven, signed the Constitution, some of the members 
refusing to sign, and others doing so under protest. The pro- 
test, which was placed on record, signed by twenty-two of the 
members, set forth that the framing of a Constitution was an 
unwarrantable assumption of power, and that the spirit of the 
call under which the Convention assembled had thereby been 
violated. On the seventh day of September, this Constitution, 
having been submitted to the people at a special election, was 
adopted by a large majority of the votes cast. The vote, how- 
ever, was a light one, many being dissatisfied with the action 
of the Convention, and not going to the polls at all, while others 
looked upon the entire movement as inexpedient and unlawful. 
Desides, by the time an election came off, the newly discovered 
silver mines, looming into importance, had attracted a fresh 
population over the mountains, who, not sympathizing with 
these radical proceedings, failed to take part in them. There 
was, moreover, one feature of the new Constitution which, had 
Congress ever been disposed to regard it with favor, would 
have rendered it a practical nullity. In defining the bound- 


aries of the new Territory, which had been named Nevada, its 
founders had adopted the following limits: 


" Commeneing at a point on the Sierra Nevada Mountains, where the forty- 
second degree of north latitude touches the summit of said mountains; thence 
southerly with said summit to the thirty-fifth degree of north latitude; thence east 
on said parallel to the Colorado River; thence up said river to its junction with 
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the Rio Viman thenee up sad Rie Virgin to its junction with Muddy River 
the tee due north to the Oregon hne thence west, to the place of begmaing ` 

From this it will be seen they were pleased to take in not 
oniy a much larger portion of Utah than is included in the 
present Territory of Nevada, but also about one tenth part of 
the State of California, and a large portion of New Mexico; 
an arrangement that never could have secured the approval of 
Congress, or the consent of California. 

Prior to adjourning, the Constitutional Convention procecded 
to canvass the votes cast for Delegate to Congress, an election 
by the people having just been concluded. There were but 
two candidates in the field, James M. Crane, and Frederick 
Dolge, United States Indian Agent. It was found that four 
hundred and thirty-nine votes had been east for the former, 
and three hundred and seventy-eight for the latter; whereupon 
Crane was declared duly elected. Much dissatisfaction was 
felt by the friends of Dodge at this result, they believing that 
the large vote—one hundred and nineteen—east for his com- 
petitor by the incoming immigration, at the Sink of the Hum- 
boldt, was illegal.» The supporters of Crane met this objection 
by asserting that the same thing had been pract.ced by his 
opponents in divers precincts, and that no great injustice had 
probably been done, the frauds of one party being fairly met 
by those of the other. And so the matter rested, the certitieate 
of election being, meantime, conferred upon Crane. But little 
did these official honors, so eagerly songht and so hardly con- 
tested for, avail the recipient. On the night of the 26th of 
September, when on the point of departing for Washington, he 
was suddenly stricken down by the hand of death, while pass- 
ing the evening with a party of friends, at Gold ИШ, 

The death of Judge Crane was a serious loss to the new 
Territory. Not so much in a political, perhaps, asin a material 
point of view. Having spent several years on the “Eastern 
Slope,” traveling much, and closely observing everything he 
saw, he was better posted in regard to the resources and сарасі- 
ties of that region—its condition, wants and prospects—than 
any other man. Then, too, he had the education, the enthusi- 
asm, and the energy of purpose, to turn all these observations 
and acquirements to a practical account, wherefore he was 
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endowed with both the disposition and the ability to be of 
incalculable service to a new and opening country. 

This gentleman, having been one of the pioneers, and among 
the earliest to examine into and write about the country now 
constituting the Territory of Nevada, and the first Delegate ever 
sent to represent the inhabitants in Congress, deserves more 
than a mere passing notice in our sketch, brief as the latter 
must necessarily be. 

Judge CRANE, who was a native of Virginia, came to Califor- 
nia in eighteen hundred and fifty, and was about forty years of 
age at the time of his death. He was a printer by trade, and, as 
is common with that craft, a man of large and varied information. 
He was conversant, not only with the current politics and ques- 
tions of the day, but also with general literature, and the political 
history of the country. In short, he was a student and lover 
of books, and had found time during the pursuits of business to 
train his mind to careful thinking, and enrich it with learning. 
On his arrival in California he settled in San Francisco, and 
soon after started the first Whig paper on the Paeitie Coast— 
The Сайтта Courcer—he being an old line Whig of the con- 
servative Henry Clay sehool. This able and popular paper 
owed much of its success to his pen, but the party upon which 
it was пашу dependent for support, having at length been 
dissolved, this most exeellent journal. perished with it; after 
which Judge Crane, as did many of his political eoz/reres, kept 
aloof from the partisan organizations of the day, acting inde- 
pendently, or lending their support to such measures alone as 
met their approval. After the discontinnance of the Courier, 
he wrote much for various. papers, either as editor or contrib- 
utor, and in eighteen hundred and fifty-five commenced the 
work of compiling a series of lectures on the early discoveries 
and explorations on the Pacific coast а work of great research, 
Which led him into a thorough aud careful examination of all 
the old Spanish books and reeords connected with the subject. 
These lectures were delivered in California, and afterwards in 
the principal towns of the Kast, everywhere attracting much 
attention and favorable comment. Having collected a large 
amount of matter, and his mind being deeply engaged in this 
branch of inquiry, he determined to publish a book upon the 
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same subject, Accordingly, he traveled much over California, 
and was finally drawn over the Sierra Nevada in the prosecu- 
tion of his enterprise, his friend, Major Ormsby—having 
casually met him at Marysville, and being himself a resident 
of the “ Hastern Slope,” and a great believer in its destiny, = 
persuaded him to accompany him to bis home on the other 
side. 

Here a field opened exactly suited to the purposes and en- 
thusiastie soul of Crane, Unexplored and unknown, the vast 
deserts traversed by numerous chains of mountains, and inhab- 
ited by savage races, stretehed out on every hand, inviting 
the daring and hardy adventurer to penetrate their depths and 
reveal their hidden seerets, Well he knew this was a land of 
traditionary wealth, into which the early Spaniard had pushed 
his way centuries ago, and about whieh many a legend of mar- 
velous riches had been told, Here, far across. the burning 
sands, were the ruins of famous eities--Dalbees and. Palinyras 
in the desert-—while mountains of gold, guarded by powerful 
tribes, shone in the distance, Such were tho tales floating 
through tradition and chronieled in history, concerning the 
Great Basin; certainly sufficiently wild and exciting: to arrest 
the attention of one less dreamy and immavinative than Crane, 
and awaken within him a strong desire to explore ats strange 
solitudes, 

Upon his arrival on this side the mountains, Judge Crane at 
once set out to examine the country, visiting various localities, 
collecting information, and acquainting himself with the views 
and wants of the people, It soon beeame apparent thar the 
prevailing social and politieal disorder resulting from a want 
of Jaws, and a suitable form of government, was ruining every- 
thing, and defeating the progress of the country, As the erea- 
tion of a new Territory, anda total separation from the Mor- 
mons, had nowy become an obvious politieal necessity, 16 was 
resolved, on the part of the leading inhabitants, that a snitablo 
person should be sent to Washington, to represent the desires 
of the people, and true eondition of affaira to Congress, and 
urge upon that body the passage of an act creating the western 
portion of Utah into a separate Territory, Judge Crane was 
unanimously chosen to fill this honorable and responsible posi- 
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tion, and at once set out for the National Capital, where he 
exerted himself to the utmost to carry the measure, With 
the Kansas question, and the Mormon war on their hands, 
Congress had little time or inclination to listen to propositions 
for creating more Territories—thoso alrcady formed being a 
source of so much vexation and trouble; hence, although 
Judge Crane, by his persistence, and the favorable light in 
which he placed the whole subject before Congress, won many 
of the members over to. his views, and prepared the way for 
the subsequent success of this measure, he did not at that time 
earry his point. Returning to his constituents he was again 
chosen delegate, the country having, iu the meantime, received 
a nuehty impetus by the discovery d the silver mines, which 
fired him with a new ambition for its independent organization, 
When, аз has been related, he was snddenly ent off, in the prime 
of life, and in the midst of his азо and arduous labors, 

Late in the fall of eighteen hundred and fifty-nine, John J. 
Musser was eleeted to fill the vaeaney occasioned by the death 
of Judee Crane, and shortly after went on to Washington, 
where he remained nearly а year, without accomplishing or 
even advancing the object of his mission, On his return from 
Congress, the people, now largely composed of newcomers, 
desp: dring of any relief in that quarter, eoneluded to reorgan- 
ize the County of Carson, and electing officers, to set the ma- 
chinery of a bwal government опсо more in motion, believing 
that even Mormon laws and authority were better than none-— 
the Proyisional Government brought into existence by the 
adoption of the Coustitution framed in June, eighteen hundred 
and fifty-nine, having m the meantime been abandoned, 

This abandonment of the infant government did not take 
place, however, until an election for Governor and Members 
of the Legislature had been gone through with, and the officers 
chosen thereat had first met and essayed a performance of their 
functions, On the fifteenth day of December, eighteen hun- 
dred and fitty-nine, they convened at Genoa, the then capital, 
and having organized, with no little ceat, and. received. the 
first annual message. of Governor Roop, they proeeeded. to 
paas a variety of resolutions, appointed a committee to drait a 
memorial to Congress, urging a speedy recognition of the new 
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Territory, and then adjourned. This, their first adjournment, 
however, proved to be final; Governor Roop having, on the 
day of their meeting, senta message to the Legislature, wherein 
having first set forth the causes that justified the action they 
had taken in establishing a separate government.and adopting 
a Constitution, he recounted the events that had since trans- 
pired, sueh as the discovery of the new mines and eonsequent 
influx of a large and unexpected population—the arrival of 
Judge Cradlebaugh, and the small number of the Legislators 
that had seen fit to attend—all creating a set of circumstances 
so unlike those by which they were originally surrounded, as 
to render it inexpedient and impolitie to proceed further with 
their labors at that time, and pronouncing the Legislature 
adjourned until the first Monday in January. Amidst the ex- 
citement attendant on mineral discoveries, and the stirring inci- 
dents connected with the Indian war that soon after followed, 
but little further was ever heard of this Legislature or new 
Territory of Nevada, which have been thus noticed, more to 
advise the reader of their existence and mode of disappearance, 
than because of their intrinsic importance. 

With the tinding of the silver mines in the summer of 
eighteen hundred and fifty-nine, additional hope was imparted 
to the inhabitants, and new life infused into every branch of 
business in Western Utah, With the population and capital 
these would attract, it became evident the country must soon 
assume an importance that would insure such action on the 
part of the General Government as would result in speedy and 
permanent relief. АП classes, therefore, became patient, and 
further effort for а separate Territorial organization was, for 
the time being, relinquished—some talk was kept up of an in- 
corporation with California, a measure that had before been 
agitated, but receiving little encouragement in any quarter, had 
never much promise of success, With the opening of the 
fnines money came freely into the country, expanding trade, 
setting on foot extensive improvements, and every wbere start- 
ing up new industrial pursuits, and every interest and calling 
seemed on the flood-tide to prosperity, when all received a 
sudden check in one of those unaccountable panics that some- 
times overtake an entire community, misled by the counsels 
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of the inconsiderate, and bewildered by their own groundless 
fears. 

In the early part of May au Indian massacre was perpetrated 
at Williams! Station, sixty miles below Genoa, wherein four 
whites lost their lives. The deed, though no doubt provoked 
by the grossest outrages previously committed at that place 
upon the Indians, called for prompt and severe punishment, 
since it would not do to allow the savages to redress their 
wrongs in this way, and several of those slain were innocent 
parties. It therefore became necessary to ascertain what par- 
ticular individuals or tribe had committed the act, and call 
them to account. It was proposed by the more prudent and 
humane that à number of old settlers, well acquainted with the 
Indians, and who had volunteered for the service, should go 
and have an interview with their chiefs, and learn whether the 
killing was done with their knowledge, and if not, to demand 
the surrender of the guilty parties. This proposition, however, 
was overruled by the multitude, and an indiscriminate war set 
on foot against the Indians. For three months hostilities or such 
a state of terror prevailed, as to prevent all successful prospect- 
ing of the mines, as well as to seriously interfere with many 
other kinds of business. Thus the best season for operations 
having passed by, an entire year was lost just as Washoe, 
the beautiful and appropriate name given to the country, had 
entered upon a brilliant and prosperous career. With these 
Indian disturbances came general derangement of business and 
great depression of the mining interest, which, being followed 
by a severe winter, the spring of eighteen hundred and sixty- 
one found Washoe in a condition every way deplorable, and 
almost causing its friends to despair of its future. But with 
good weather and quiet these evils soon vanished; business 
revived, confidence was restored, and general prosperity en- 
sued, 

In the spring of eighteen hundred and sixty Judge Cradle- 
baugh, one of the United States District Judges for Utah, ar- 
rived in Washoe, having been assigned to this District. He 
soon after opened his Court, appointing such officers as fell 
within his jurisdiction, but as every thing was in confusion, 
and all matos had to be adjudicated according to the statutes. 
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of Utah, very little civil business was done. In August the 
people of Carson County, which then embraced all the inhab- 
ited portions of Western Utah, having been practically without 
any government, determined to hold an election and fill the 
various county and town offices heretofore vacant. This was 
accordingly done, but it did not result satisfactorily, as the 
officials were obliged to be governed by, and to carry out, the 
odious Mormon law, which all regarded with dislike, and when 
coming in conflict with their interest treated with contempt, 
Wherefore, the reorganization of the county, as it was termed, 
was generally considered a failure, and great was the rejoicing 
amongst all classes when it was known that Congress had 
passed an act creating the Territory of Nevada out of Western 
Utah, and providing for the inhabitants a suitable government. 
In anticipation of a less objectionable class of public function- 
aries, and a better code of laws, nearly all proceedings in the 
higher Court were suspended, and as little judicial business 
transacted elsewhere as possible. 

In July, eighteen hundred and sixty-one, Governor Nye and 
most of the Federal appointees arrived in Nevada, and entered 
upon their official duties, and the people of this neglected and 
distracted Territory began for the first time to enjoy the bless- 
ings of personal security and political repose. A census of the 
Territory having been taken in accordance with the require- 
ments of the Organic Act, an election for choosing members of 
the Legislature and a Delegate to Congress, was ordered, by 
proclamation of the Governor, to come off on the thirty-first 
day of August. At this election Judge Cradlebaugh was chosen 
Congressional Delegate, and a full complement of Legislators 
selected. Tuesday, October first, was the day fixed upon by 
the Governor for the meeting of the Lezislature, at which time, 
having convened, they proceeded during the session of sixty 
days to which their sitting was limited, to enact a full and very 
acceptable code of laws, besides passing several acts incorpo- 
rating parties engaged in prosecuting a variety of useful im- 
provements, 

All the offices in the Territory, except those filled by Fed- 
eral appointment, becoming vacant on the adjournment of the 
Legislature, the same were filled by Governor Nye, to hold until 
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those chosen at the election to come off in February should 
qualify. The Legislature having created the usual number of 
county and town offices, an election was appointed to be held 
throughout the Territory on the fourteenth day of January, 
eighteen hundred and sixty-two, for filling the same, which 
was aecordingly done—a list of the officers chosen thereat being 
given elsewhere in this work. On the 10th day of February, 
these officials having qualified, were duly installed, and thus 
was brought into action, for the first time, in this rent and 
abused country, a system of government perfect in all its parts 
and appliances. Oppressed with anarchy, and treated with con- 
tempt, long denied the protection of law, and virtually out of 
the Union, the inhahitants, now that they were to be recognized 
as Christians, and treated as American citizens, hailed the new 
order of things with unspeakable satisfaction, since in it they 
saw a period to the reign of danger and misrule which had so 
long kept them in a state of terror and unrest. 

With a stable government and a good code of laws, with an 
experienced, able, and honest Executive, delivered from anar- 
chy, and out of debt, possessed of cheap lands and rich mines, 
if they fail to advance rapidly on the road to wealth, and finally 
to become rich and prosperous, it will be because they are un- 
equal to the high destiny within their reach, and unworthy the 
opportunities with which they are surrounded; and, however 
they may meet with temporary embarrassments and transient 
reverses, it is not too much to believe that they will turn those 
manifold advantages to account, and secure for themselves and 
their children the successful, honorable, and happy future, that 
so obviously awaits them. 
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An Act to Organize the Territory of Nevada. 
[Approved March 2, 1861.] 

Be it enacted, by the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
United States of America in Congress assembled, That all that 
part of the territory of the United States, included within the 
following limits, to wit:—Beginning at the point of intersection 
of the forty-second degree of north latitude with the thirty- 
ninth degree of longitude west from Washington; thence, 
running south on the line of said thirty-ninth degree of west 
longitude, until it intersects the northern boundary line of the 
territory of New Mexico; thence due west, to the dividing 
ridge separating the waters of Carson Valley from those that 
flow into the Pacific; thence on said dividing ridge north- 
wardly to the forty-first degree of north latitude; thence due 
north to the southern boundary line of the state of Oregon; 
thence due east to the place of beginning, be, and the same is 
hereby, erected into a temporary government, by the name of 
the territory of Nevada; provided, that so much of the terri- 
tory within the present limits of the state of California, shall 
not be included within this territory until the state of California 
shall assent to the same, by an act irrevocable without the con- 
sent of the United States; provided, further, that nothing in 
this act contained shall be construed to impair the rights of 
person or property now pertaining to the Indians in said terri- 
tory, so long as such rights shall remain unextinguished by 
treaty between the United States and such Indians, or to include 
any -territory which, by treaty with any Indian tribe, is not, 
without the consent of said tribe, to be included within the 
territorial limits, or jurisdiction of any state or territory; but 
all such territory shall be excepted out of the boundaries, and 
constitute no part of the territory of Nevada, until said tribe 
Shall signify their assent to the President of the United States, 
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to be included within the said territory, or to affect the authority 
of the government of the United States to make any regula- 
‘tions respecting such Indians, their lands, property, or other 
rights, by treaty, law, or otherwise, which it would have been 
competent for the government to make if this act had never 
passed ; provided, further, that nothing in this act contained 
shall be construed to inhibit the government of the United 
States from dividing said territory into two or more territories, 
in such manner and at such times as congress shall deem con- 
venient and proper, or from attaching any portion thereof to 
any other territory or state. 

SEC. 2. And be it further enacted, that the executive power 
and authority in and over said territory of Nevada, shall be 
vested in a governor, who shall hold his office for four years, 
and until his successor shall be appointed and qualified, unless 
sooner removed by the president of the United States. The 
governor shall reside within said territory, shall be commander- 
in-chief of the militia thereof, shall perform the duties and 
receive the emoluments of superintendent of Indian affairs, 
and shall approve all laws passed by the legislative assembly 
before they shall take effect; he may grant pardons for offenses 
against the laws of said territory, and reprieves for offenses 
against the laws of the United States, until the decision of the 
president can be made known thereon; he shall commission all 
officers who shall be appointed to office under the laws of said 
territory, and shall take care that the laws be faithfully exe- 
cuted. ` 

SEC. 3. And be it further enacted, that there shall be a sec- 
retary of said territory, who shall reside therein, and hold his 
office for four years, unless sooner removed by the president 
of the United States; he shall record and preserve all the laws 
and proceedings of the legislative assembly hereinafter con- 
stituted, and all ће acts and proceedings of the governor in his 
executive department; he shall transmit one copy of the laws 
and one copy of the executive proceedings, on or before the 
first day of December in each year, to the President of the 
United States, and at the same time two copies of the laws to 
the speaker of the house of representatives and the president 
of the senate, for the use of congress; and in case of the death, 
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removal, or resignation, or other necessary absence of the gov- 
ernor from the territory, the secretary shall have, and he is 
hereby authorized and required, to execute and perform all the’ 
powers and duties of the governor, during such vacancy, or 
necessary absence, or until another governor shall be duly 
appointed to fill such vacancy. 

SEC. 4. And be it further enacted, that the legislative power 
and authority of said territory shall be vested in the governor, 
andalegislative assembly. The legislative assembly shall con- 
sist of a council and house of representatives. The council 
shall consist of nine members, which may be increased to 
thirteen, having the qualifications of voters as hereinafter pre- 
scribed, whose term of service shall continue two years. The 
house of representatives shall consist of thirteen members, 
which may be increased to twenty-six, possessing the same qual- 
ifications as prescribed for members of the council, and whose 
term of service shall continue one year. An apportionment shall 
be made, as nearly equal as practieable, among the several coun- 
ties or districts, for the election of the council and of the house 
of representatives, giving to each section of the territory rep- 
resentation in the ratio of its population (Indians excepted), as 
uearly as may be; and the members of the council and of the 
house of representatives shall reside in, and be inhabitants of the 
district for which they may be elected, respectively. Previous 
to the first election, the governor shall cause a census or 
enumeration of the inhabitants of the several counties and dis- 
tricts of the territory to be taken; and the first election shall 
be held at such time and places, and be conducted in such 
manner, as the governor shall appoint and direct; and he shall, 
at the same time, declare the number of the members of the 
council and house of representatives to which each of the 
counties or districts shall be entitled under this act. The 
number of persons authorized to be elected having the highest 
sumber of votes in each of said council districts for members 
of the council, shall be declared by the governor to be duly 
eleeted to the council; and the person or persons authorized to 
be elected having the greatest number of votes for the house 
of representatives, equal to the number to which each county 
or distriet shall be entitled, shall be declared by the governor 
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to be elected members of the house of representatives; provided, 
that in case of a tie between two or more persors voted for, the 
governor shall order a new election, to supply the vacancy 
made by such tie. And the persons thus elected to the legis- 
lative assembly, shall meet at such place and on such day as 
the governor shall appoint; but thereafter, the time, place, and 
manner of holding and conducting all elections by the people, 
and the apportioning the representations, in the several coun- 
ties or distriets, to the council and house of representatives, 
according to the population, shall be preseribed by law, as well 
as the day of the commencement of the regular sessions of the 
legislative assembly ; provided, that no one session shall exceed 
the term of forty days, except the first, which may be extended 
to sixty days, but no longer. 

SEC, 5. And be it further enacted, That every free white 
male iuhabitant of the United States above the age of twenty- 
one years, who shall have been a resident of said territory at 
the time of the passage of this act, shall be entitled to vote at 
the first election, and shall be eligible to any office within the 
said territory; but the qualifications of voters, and of holding 
office at all subsequent elections, shall be such as shall be pre- 
scribed by the legislative assembly; provided, that the right of 
suffrage and of holding office shall be exercised only by citi- 
zens of the United States, and those who shall have declared 
on oath their intention to become such, and shall have taken 
an oath to support the constitution of the United States. 

SEC. 6. And be it further enacted, That the legislative power 
of the territory shall extend to all rightful subjects of legisla- 
tion consistent with the constitution of the United States, and 
the provisions of this act; but no law shall be passed inter- 
fering with the primary disposal of the soil; no tax shall be 
imposed upon the property of the United States; nor shall the 
lands or other property of non-residents be taxed higher than 
the lands or other property of residents; nor shall any law be 
passed impairing the rights of private property ; nor shall any 
discrimination be made in taxing different kinds of property ; 
but all property subject to taxation shall be in proportion to 

_the value of the property taxed. 
SEC. 7. And be tt further enacted, That all township, district, 
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and county officers, not herein otherwise provided for, shall be 
appointed, or elected, as the case may be, in such manner as shall 
be provided by the governor and legislative assembly of the 
territory. The governor shall nominate and, by and with the 
advice and consent of the legislative council, appoint all offi- 
cers not herein otherwise provided for; and, in the first instance, 
the governor alone may appoint all said officers, who shall hold 
their offices until the end of the first session of the legislative 
assembly, and shall lay off the necessary districts for members 
of the council and house of representatives, and all other 
officers. | 

SEC. 8. And best further enacted, That no member of the 
legislative assembly shall hold or be appointed to any office 
which shall have been created, or the salary or emoluments of 
which shall have been increased while he was a member, during 
the term for which he was elected, and for one year after the 
expiration of such term; and no person holding a commission 
or appointment under the United States, except postmasters, 
shall be a member of the legislative assembly, or shall hold 
any office under the government of said territory. 

Sec. 9. And be «t further enacted, That the judicial power 
of said territory shall be vested in a supreme court, district 
courts, probate courts, and in justices of the peace. The 
supreme court shall consist of a chief justice and two associate 
justices, any two of whom shall constitute a quorum, and who 
shall hold aterm at the seat of government of said territory 
annually, and they shall hold their offices during the period of 
four years. The said territory shall be divided into three judi- 
cial districts, and a distriet court shall be held in each of said 
districts by one of the justices of the supreme court, at such 
time and place as may be prescribed by law; and the said 
judges shall, after their appointments, respectively, reside in 
the districts which shall be assigned them. The jurisdiction 
of the’ several courts herein provided for, both appellate and 
original, and that of the probate courts and of the justices of 
the peace, shall be as limited by law; provided, that justices of 
the peace shall not have jurisdiction of any matter in contro- 
versy when the title of boundaries of land may be in dispute, 
or where the debt or sum claimed shall exceed one hundred 
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dollars; and the said supreme and district courts, respectively, 
shall possess chancery as well as common law jurisdiction; and 
authority for redress of all wrongs committed against the con- 
stitution or laws of the United States, or of the territory, affect- 
ing persons or property. Each district court, or the judge 
thereof, shall appoint its clerk, who shall also be the register 
in chancery, and shall keep his office at the place where the 
court may be held. Writs of error, bills of exception, and 
appeals, shall be allowed in all cases from the final decisions of 
said district courts to the supreme court, under such regulations 
as may be prescribed by law; but in no case removed to the 
supreme court shall trial by jury be allowed in said court. 
The supreme court, or the justices thereof, shall appoint its own 
clerk, and every clerk shall hold his office at the pleasure of 
the court for which he shall have been appointed. Writs of 
error and appeals from the final decisions of said supreme 
court, shall be allowed, and may be taken to the supreme court 
of the United States, in the same manner and under the same 
regulations as from the circuit courts of the United States, 
where the value of the property, or the amount in controversy, 
to be ascertained by the oath or affirmation of either party, or 
other competent witness, shall exceed one thousand dollars; 
and each of the said district courts shall have and exercise the 
same jurisdiction in all cases arising under the constitution and 
laws of the United States, as is vested in the circuitand district 
courts of the United States; and the said supreme and district 
courts of the said territory, and the respective judges thereof, 
shall and may grant writs of habeas corpus in all cases in which 
the same are grantable by the judges of the United States in 
the District of Columbia; and the first six days of every term 
of said courts, or so much thereof as shall be necessary, shall 
be appropriated to the trial of causes arising under the said 
constitution and laws; and writs of error and appeals in all 
such cases shall be made to the supreme court of said territory, 
the same as in other cases. Thesaid clerk shall receive, in all 
such cases, the same fees which the clerks of the district courts 
of Utah Territory now receive for similar services. 

Sec. 10. And be it further enacted, That there shall be 
appointed an attorney for said territory, who shall continue in 
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office for four years, unless sooner removed by the president, 
and who shall receive the same fees and salary as the attorney of 
the United States for the present territory of Utah. There shall 
also be a marshal for the territory appointed, who shall hold 
his office for four years, unless sooner removed by the presi- 
dent, and who shall execute all processes issuing from the said 
courts when exercising their jurisdiction as circuit and district 
courts of the United States; he shall perform the duties, be 
subject to the same regulations and penalties, and be entitled 
to the same fees, as the marshal of the district court of the 
United. States for the present territory of Utah, and shall, in 
addition, be paid two hundred dollars annually as a compensa- 
tion for extra services. 

Sec. ll. And bet further enacted, That the governor, sec- 
retary, chief justice, and associate justices, attorney, „апа mar- 
shal, shall be nominated, and, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the senate, appointed by the president of the United 
States. The governor and secretary, to be appointed as afore- 
said, shall, before they act as such, respectively take an oath 
or affirmation before the district judge, or some justice of the 
peace in the limits of said territory, duly authorized to admin- 
ister oaths and affirmations by the laws now in force therein, 
or before the chief justice, or some associate justice of the 
supreme court of the United States, to support the constitution 
of the United States, and faithfully to discharge the duties of 
their respective offices; which said oatlis, when so taken, shall 
be certified by the person by whom the same shall have been 
taken, and such certificates shall be received and recorded by 
the secretary among the executive proceedings; and the chief 
justice and associate justices, and all other civil officers in said 
territory, before they act as such, shall take a like oath or 
affirmation before the said governor or secretary, or some judge 
or justice of the peace of the territory, who may be duly com- 
missioned and qualified, which said oath or affirmation shall 
be certified and transmitted by the person taking the same to 
the secretary, to be by him recorded as aforesaid; and after- 
wards, the like oath or affirmation shall be taken, certified, and 
recorded in such manner and form as may be prescribed by 
law. The governor shall receive an annual salary of fifteen 
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hundred dollars as governor, and one thousand dollars as 
superintendent of Indian affairs; the chief justice and associ- 
ate justices shall each receive an annual salary of eighteen hun- 
dred dollars; the secretary shall receive an annual salary of 
eighteen hundred dollars. The said salaries shall be paid 
quarter-yearly at the treasury of the United States, The 
members of the legislative assembly shall be entitled to receive 
three dollars each per day during their attendance at the ses- 
sion thereof, and three dollars for every twenty miles’ travel 
in going to and returning from the said session, estimated 
according to the nearest usually traveled route. There shall 
be appropriated annually the sum of one thousand dollars, to 
be expended by the governor to defray the contingent expens- 
es of the territory. There shall also be appropriated annually 
a sufficient sum, to be expended by the secretary of the terri- 
tory, and upon an estimate to be made by the secretary of the 
treasury of the United States, to defray the expenses of the 
legislative assembly, the printing of the laws, and other inci- 
dental expenses; and the secretary of the territory shall annu- 
ally account to the secretary of the treasury of the United 
States for the manner in which the aforesaid sum shall have 
been expended. 

SEC. 12. And be it further enacted, That the legislative assem- 
bly of the territory of Nevada shall hold its first session at such 
time and place in said territory as the governor thereof shall 
appoint and direct; and at said first session, or as soon there- 
after as they shall deem expedient, the governor and legislative 
assembly shall proceed to locate and establish the seat of gov- 
ernment for said territory at such place as they may deem eli- 
gible; which place, however, shall thereafter be subject to be 
changed by the said governor and legislative assembly. 

SEC. 18. And be tt further enacted, That a delegate to the 
house of representatives of the United States, to serve during 
each congress of the United States, may be elected by the voters 
qualified to elect members of the legislative assembly, who 
shall be entitled to the same rights and privileges as are exer- 
eised and enjoyed by the delegates from the several other terri- 
tories of the United States to the said house of representatives. 
The first election shall be held at such time and places, and be 
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conducted in such manner, as the governor shall appoint and 
direct; and at all subsequent elections, the times, places, and 
manner of holding elections, shall be prescribed by law. The 
person having the greatest number of votes shall be declared 
by the governor to be duly elected, and a certificate thereof 
shall be given accordingly. 

SEC. lí. And be it further enacted, That when the land in 
said territory shall be surveyed, under the direction of the gov- 
ernment of the United States, preparatory to bringing the same 
into market, sections numbered sixteen and thirty-six in each 
township in said territory shall be, and the same is hereby, 
reserved for the purpose of being applied to schools in the states 
hereafter to be erected out of the same. 

SEC. 15. nd be it further enacted, That temporarily, and 
until otherwise previded by law, the governor of said territory 
may define the judicial districts of said territory, and assign the 
judges who may be appointed for said territory to the several 
districts, and also appoint the times and places for holding 
courts in the several counties or subdivisions in each of said 
judicial districts, by proclamation to be issued by him; but the 
legislative assembly, at their first or any subsequent session, 
may organize, alter, or modify such judicial districts, and assign 
the judges, and alter the times and places of holding the courts, 
as to them shall seem proper and convenient. 

Sec. 10. And be it further enacted, That the constitution and 
all laws of the United States which are not locally inapplicable, 
shall have the same force and effect within the said territory of 
Nevada as elsewhere within the United States. 

SEC. 17. And be it further enacted, That the president of the 
United States, by and with the advice and consent of the sen- 
ate, shall be, and he is hereby, authorized to appoint a sur- 
veyor-general for Nevada, who shall locate his office at such 
place as the secretary of the interior shall from time to time 
direct, and whose duties, powers, obligations, responsibilities, 
compensation, and allowances for clerk hire, office rent, fuel, 
and incidental expenses, shall be the same as those of the sur- 
veyor-general of New Mexico, under the direction of the secre- 
tary of the interior, and such instructions as he may, from time 
to time deem it advisable to give him. 


COUNTY BOUNDARIES. 


AN ACT 
Jo Create Counties, and Establishing the ‘Boundaries 
thereof. 


[Approved November 25, 1861.] 


Be it enacted, by the Governor and Legislative Assembly of the 
Territory of Nevada, as follows: 


Section 1. There shall bea county, to be known as Esme- 
ralda County, to include all that part of the Territory within 
the boundaries described, as follows: 

Beginning at a point where the thirty-seventh degree of 
north latitude intersects the one hundred and sixteenth merid- 
ian, and running west along said thirty-seventh degree, to the 
California line; thence, along said line, in a north-westerly 
direction, to the summit of the divide between the cast and 
west forks of Walker River; thence, along said divide, in a 
northerly direction, to the head waters of Desert Creek; thence, 
following down the middle of said creek, to a point where it 
debouches from the mountain; thence, following the base of 
the mountain to the west branch of Walker River; thence, 
across said river, to the base of the mountain; thence, follow- 
ing the base of the mountain in a direct line, as near as may 
be, to Mason's Hanch; thence, due east, to the one hundred 
and sixteenth meridian; thence, south along said meridian, to 
place of beginning. 

SEC. 2. There shall be a county, to be known as Douglas 
County, to include all that part of the Territory within the 
boundaries described, as follows: 

Beginning at Mason’s Ranch, on Walker River, and running 
westerly, in a straight line, to the mouth of Clear Creek; 
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thence, along the middle of said creek, to its source; thence, 
due west to the California line; thence, south, and south-east- 
erly along said line, to the western boundary of Esmeralda 
County; thence, northerly along said boundary, to the place 
of beginning. 

SEC. 3. There shall be a county, to be known as Ormsby 
County, to include all that part of the Territory within the 
boundaries described, as follows: 

Beginning at the north-western corner of Douglas County, 
and running easterly along the north boundary thereof, to à 
point where it crosses Eldorado Cañon; thence, down the cen- 
ter of said cañon, toa point thereon due east of Brown and 
Company's dam, on Carson River; thence, in a westerly direc- 
tion, crossing Carson River at said dam; thence, to the Half 
Way House, between Carson and Silver City; thence, north- 
westerly, to the summit of the mountains east of Washoe Lake; 
thence, in a westerly course along said summit, to the tops of 
the Sierras; thenee, due west to the California line; thence, 
south, along said line to the place of beginning. 

Sec. 4. There shall be a county, to be known as Washoe 
County, to include all that part of the Territory within the 
boundaries deseribed as follows: 

Beginning at the north-west corner of Ormsby County, and 
running easterly along the northern boundary of said county, 
to the summit of the mountains east of Washoe Lake; thence, 
in a northerly course, along the summit of said mountains, to 
the lower end of the Big Meadows, on Truckee River; thence, 
down said river, to its-lower crossing; thence, east along the 
Immigrant Road, to the summit of the mountains lying east of 
said river; thence, north, on the main summit of said mount- 
ains, to a point from which, running direct west, would inter- 
sect the Truckee River at its mouth in Pyramid Lake; thence, 
due west, to the California line; thence, south, to the place of 
beginning. 

Sec. 5. There shall be a county to be known as Lyon 
County, to include all that part of the Territory within the 
boundaries described, as follows: 

Beginning at the south-east corner of Washoe County; 
thence, following the north line of Ormsby County in a south- 
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easterly direction, to the Half Way House, between Silver 
City and Carson City; thence, following the said line of 
Ormsby County to Douglas County; thence, following the 
northerly boundary of Douglas County to the one hundred 
and nineteenth meridian of west longitude; thence, north, five 
miles; thence, by direct line, north-westerly, to a point on 
Carson River, one mile below Reed's Station; thence, north, 
three miles; thence, westerly by a direct line, to the southern 
boundary of the Gold Hill Mining District, but running so as 
to include in this county the Devil's Gate Toll House; thenee, 
continuing westerly in the same course, to the eastern boundary 
of Washoe County; and thence, southerly, along the eastern 
boundary of said county, to the place of beginning. 

SEC. 6. There shall be a county, to be known as Storey 
County, to include all that part of the Territory within the 
boundaries described, as follows: 

Beginning at the north-western corner of Lyon County, and 
running thence, in an easterly direction, along the nortnern 
boundary of Lyon County, to the north-eastern corner thereof; 
thence, north, in a straight line, to the road leading from the 
lower crossing of the Truckee to the Sink of the Humboldt; 
thence, westerly, along said road to the Truckee River; thence, 
up the middle of said river, to the eastern line of Washoe 
County; thence, southerly, along said line, to the place of 
beginning. 

SEC. 7. There shall be a county, to be known as Lake 
County, to include all that part of the Territory within the 
boundaries described, as follows: 

Beginning at the north-west corner of Washoe County, and 
running easterly along the northern boundary of said county 
to the mouth of Truckee River; thence, due east, to the sum- 
mit of the first range of mountains east of said river; thence, 
in a northerly direction, along said range, and the main granite 
range of mountains, to the Oregon line; thenee, west, along 
said line, to the summit of the Sierra; thenee, south, along 
said summit, to the place of beginning. 

SEC.8. There shall be a county, to be known as Humboldt 
County, to inelude all that part of the Territory within the 
boundaries described, as follows: 
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Beginning at the north-east corner of Storey County; thence, 
running easterly along the Immigrant Road leading to the Sink 
of the Humboldt, to the fortieth degree; thence, east, along 
said line, to the eastern boundary of the Territory; thence, 
north, along the eastern boundary, to the northern boundary 
of the Territory; thence, west, along said boundary line, to 
the north-eastern corner of Lake County; thence, south, along 
the boundary lines of Lake and Washoe counties, to the point 
of beginning. 

SEC. 9. There shall be a county, to be known as Churchill 
County, to include all that part of the Territory within the 
boundaries described, as follows: 

Beginning at the north-east corner of Storey County, and 
running south, along the eastern line of said county, to the 
northern line of Douglas County; thence, easterly along the 
said northern line of Douglas County, and the northern line of 
Esmeralda County, to the one hundred and sixteenth meridian; 
thence, north, along said meridian, to the fortieth degree of 
north latitude; thence, west, on the said fortieth degree, to 
where it strikes the old Immigrant Road leading from the 
Sink of the Humboldt to the lower crossing of Truckee River; 
thence, westerly, along said road, to the point of beginning. 


COUNTIES, RESIDENTS, ETC. 


DOUGLAS COUNTY. 

BEGINNING at Mason's Ranch, on Walker River, and run- 
ning westerly, in a straight line, to the mouth of Clear Creek; 
thence, along the middle of said creek, to its source; thence, 
due west to the California line; thence, south, and south-east- 
erly along said line, to the western boundary of Esmeralda 
County; thence, northerly along said boundary, to the place 
of beginning. County-seat, GENOA. 


This county, it is hardly necessary to state, is named after 
the late eminent patriot and statesman, Stephen A. Douglas. 
The census taken in August last, showed the territory of 
which it is composed to have one thousand and fifty-seven 
inhabitants, a number that has been increased, by this time, to 
at least one thousand two hundred. This county contains more 
good farming and wood land, in proportion to its size, than any 
other in the Territory. It also contains a great number of 
quartz leads, and other indications of mineral wealth, the work- 
ing of which, when they shall come to be developed, will, no 
doubt, prove highly remunerative. The timber lands are con- 
fined to the eastern slope of the mountains, and cover between 
thirty and forty thousand acres. The agricultural and grazing 
lands are mostly embraced within the limits of Carson Valley 
proper, and may be set down at sixty or seventy thousand 
acres, being about one third the entire area of the valley, the 
balance being tule, marsh, or barren sage plains. As an evi- 
dence of the productive character of the arable and grass lands, 
it may be stated that, besides sustaining a large amount of 
stock, and raising a considerable quantity of grain the past sea- 
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son, about four thousand tons of hay were cut upon them, 
though the grass was lighter than usual. In fact, they produce 
luxuriant crops of grain, grass, and vegetables when irrigated, 
some portions not requiring this aid. The facilities for water- 
ing it are great, by means of the river, and the numerous 
streams coming down from the mountains, the latter flowing 
pure and cold the year round. The finest of vegetables can, 
with proper culture, be raised in Carson Valley, and although 
but little attention has been given to the growing of fruit, the 
hardier kinds would, no doubt, do well with judicious man- 
agement. 

Coursing through the whole length of the valley is Carson 
River, which, one mile above Genoa, separates into two branches, 
known as the East and the West Fork. These streams have 
their sources in the Sierra Nevada, the latter rising in a small 
lake south of Hope Valley, passing through which, it after- 
ward rushes down Carson Cañon, a foaming torrent, making a 
descent of one thousand two hundred feet in five miles. The 
valley is bounded by mountains on all sides except the north. 
On the south and west is the Sierra Nevada, heavily timbered, 
lofty, and precipitous; on the east, the Pine Nut Range, having 
an altitude varying from one to three thousand feet, and desti- 
tute of timber, except patches of the pifion, a scrubby and 
resinous species of pine. Genoa is four thousand three hun- 
dred and thirty-seven feet above the sea level, about the mean 
elevation of the whole valley, above which the Sierra lifts 
itself to a hight varying from three to five thousand feet—Job's 
Peak, a bald mass of bleached granite, being nearly six thou- 
sand feet high. 

The streams falling from the Sierra afford numerous excel- 
lent mill-sites, some of which have already been improved, as 
the balance will be when the country fills up and the mines 
come to be opened. There are in this county five saw mills, 
two flour mills, and one quartz mill, now in operation, with a 
number more either building or projected. They are all driven 
by water, and of about medium capacity, the saw mills making 
from six to ten thousand feet of lumber per day. Several toll 
roads have been laid out and constructed in this county. The 
principal of these is the Kingsbury Road, leading from Carson 
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to Lake Valley, through the Daggett Pass—a work completed 
at heavy cost, and alike creditable to the skill and enterprise 
of the projector, and a convenience to the public. This im- 
provement, commenced in the winter of eighteen hundred and 
fifty-nine, and prosecuted under great difficulties, was open to 
iravel the following August. It shortens the old route, by way 
of Carson Cafion, ten miles, besides affording a much easier 
ascent of the mountain, which is twenty-five hundred feet above 
Carson Valley, at the point where the road crosses it, From 
the valley to the summit it is three miles in a straight line, and 
five and three eighths as the road now runs. By thus increas- 
ing the distance, the angle of ascent is reduced to five degrees 
eight and three fourths feet rise to the one hundred feet. The 
laving out of this road is pronounced by those skilled in the 
art one of the finest pieces of engineering in the country, every 
natural advantage being turned to the best account, and a uni- 
form grade being maintained throughout. It is also ample in 
its dimensions and substantially built, being sixteen feet wide, 
and supported by heavy retaining walls of granite. It will 
cost, with improvements constantly being made, seventy thou- 
sand dollars. A toll road has also been built through Carson 
Cañon, and another through the pass east of Carson Valley 
leading to the West Walker on the way to Mono County ; sub- 
stantial bridges have been built over the forks of the Carson, 
where these roads cross respectively. A company, composed 
of J. C. Russell, C. IT. Hobbs, David Smith, and J. L. Pennell, 

was chartered by the Territorial ГЕИ at its late session 
for improving the East Fork of the Carson, for the purpose of 
floating down logs to Empire City, where a large steam mill has 
been built for sawing them into lumber. This company design 
to clear the river of obstructions, and dredge or dam it, and 
cut side channels where it is too shallow to answer their pur- 
pose. If successful, it will enable them to get timber to their 
mill from the forests on the East Fork, about forty miles 
above Genoa, at small expense. There are other improve- 
ments in this county of a minor character, yet worthy of men- 
tion, and which we would be glad to notice, if space would 
admit. There are two schools, one in Genoa, and the other 
further up the valley, both in a flourishing condition. A neat 
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Catholic church was erected in Genoa in the summer of eighteen 
hundred and sixty, through the exertions of Father Gallagher, 
and the inhabitants, about the same time, put up a commodious 
building to serve as a court-house. 


Mines and Mining Operations. 


A number of mining districts have, at various periods, been 
created within the limits of what is now Douglas County, 
good-looking, and, in some instances, very rich quartz having 
been found in the range of mountains on both sides of Carson 
Valley, and immense ledges on the East Fork, some thirty-five 
miles above Genoa. Even so early as the fall of eighteen hun- 
dred aud fifty-nine, there was quite an exeitement about cer- 
tain ledges situate at the foot of the Pine Nut Range, eighteen 
miles south-east of that town. These, however, having been 
examined more closely when the snow left in the spring, were 
found worthless, and nothing more was heard of them. in 
June, eighteen hundred and sixty, encouraging signs being 
found higher up in these mountains, at a point about one mile 
north of the Mono Road, a district called the Eagle was laid 
out, and operations commenced which have been continued 
vigorously up to this time. The following additional Districts 
were formed in that section of the country about the sume 
period, viz.: the Blue Ridge, Sulphur Spring, and Camp 
Faulls, but, as little or no work has ever been done in them, 
they require no particular deseription, and may, perhaps, be 
considered as disbanded. In the Eagle District, the principal 
ledge, or at least that most extensively opened, is the Mammoth, 
located at the point mentioned. Here, a tunnel has been run 
five hundred feet in length, a force of thirty hands being at 
present employed, and the company are in daily expectation of 
striking the ledge, in which, from assays previously made, they 
have great confidence. The Peck Tunnel, near by, running 
for the same ledge, has at le:.gth reached it, and pay-rock is 
being taken out by the proprietors. In the summer of eighteen 
hundred and sixty-one, a new district, called Silver Mountain, 
was laid out on the East Fork of the Carson, thirty-five miles 
above Genoa. A great amount of quartz exists in this neigh- 
borhood, and a number of persons visited it and took up claims 
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during the summer. A number of shafts have been sunk, and 
six or eight tunnels commenced, but sufficient has not vet been 
done here to determine the actual value of these ledges. 

The mines most entitled to notice in this county, however, 
are those in the Genoa District, adjacent to the town. Running 
along the foot of the Sierra, in this neighborhood, and main- 
taining a uniform altitude of about one hundred feet above its 
base, is a singular ridge, or lip, as it has been termed, which 
can hardly fail to attract the attention of one passing on the 
Immigrant Road. Curious to know something of its formation, 
some miners while inspecting it in August, eighteen hundred 
and sixty-one, came upon the debris of quartz ledges, which, 
containing gold, led them to believe there must be mines in 
the vicinity. Further examination confirming this opinion, 
the entire base of the mountain was located so far as this rocky 
projection could be traced, being from Van Sickles’ to Jack’s 
Valley, a distance of seven miles. Large claims for tunneling 
operations were taken up; a code of laws, the most full and 
perfect of any hitherto framed, was adopted, and extensive 
works at once commenced. Commencing on the south, the 
following is a list of the companies that have opened their 
claims, with a statement of the prospects obtained, and the 
work done up to this time: — St. Ann’s—tunnel in about 
seventy-five feet; St. Mary’s—tunnel in nearly three hundred 
feet; Le Roy—tunnel in five hundred feet—not expected to 
strike the ledge under nine hundred feet, work being done for 
interests in the ground; Lytton—tunnei in one hundred feet; 
and Rio Vista—tunnel one hundred and seventy-five feet, also 
shaft one hundred feet deep. A considerable amount of work 
has been done on the May Flower, What Cheer, Union, Blue 
Lead and Rebecca, but not so much as on the others. Rich 
samples of quartz have been found on most of these, though 
no regular vein has yet been struck. The Sierra Silver 
Mining Saw and Quartz Mill Company, with a capital of 
six hundred thousand dollars, own six thousand six hundred 
feet of this ground, upon which more work has been done 
than on any other claim in the district. Their operations, 
when fully carried out, are to embrace a wide scope, as 
they own a large tract of excellent timber land adjacent to 
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their claim, connected with whieh is a saw mill having a 
capacity to cut seven thousand feet of lumber per day. The 
quartz mill is designed for crushing their own rock, which, by 
assay, yields from three hundred to nine thousand dollars to 
the ton. The. labor upon their tunnel, one of the largest in 
the country, and on which a heavy foree is kept emploved day 
and night, has eost over twelve thousand dollsra This, 
together with the entire business of the eompany, is under the 
charge of their energetic and very competent agent, Mr. M. 
Scott. There were originally but thirty shares in this com- 
pany, which have since been divided into so 1nany fractional 
parts that the number of stockholders is now over a hundred. 
Next to and adjoining the Sierra Company on the north, is 
the ground of the Sierra Morena Gold and Silver Mining Com- 
pany, into which a large tunnel is also being carried, and from 
which samples of exceedingly rich ores have been obtained. 
Owing toadip in the mountains they expect to reach their 
ledge in going about half the distance of the other companies, 
a circumstance that renders it correspondingly valuable. Next 
to them is the II. J. Company, who are also opening their 
claim with energy and excellent prospects of suecess. Thus 
we find there is a broad extent of valuable mining ground 
within a short distance of Genoa, which, owing to its prox- 
imity to timber aud water-power, can be worked to great 
advantage. The opening of these mines has given a new im- 
pulse to the business of the entire valley, over fifty thousand 
dollars having already been expended upon them, while from 
their future working must spring up anew and prosperous 
branch of industry, advantageous alike to the proprietors and 
the country at large. 


GENOA. 


Tuis, the earliest settled, and for a long time the only town 
in Western Utah, is pleasantly situated on the west side of 
Carson River, and about half way down the valley. On the 
south, a high, bald mountain, projecting like a huge bastion 
from the main range, shelters it from the strong winds and 
severe storms that mostly come from that quarter, while on the 
west, and immediately over it, the mighty Sierra, dark with 
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woods and cut with deep ravines, lifts itself to the hight of 
several thousand feet. Spread out before it to the east are the 
rich meadows and pastures of Carson Valley, with the willow- 
fringed river winding through it. The landscape in front is as 
beautiful as can be conceived—the scenery behind, bold and 
majestically grand. 

The first settlement was made here by the Mormons as early 
as eighteen hundred and fifty. The place then, and for a long 
time after, was known as the Mormon Station, a name it 
retained until about four years ago, when it received the one 
it now bears. Owing to its situation on the main Immigrant 
Road, its proximity to timber, and the abundance of water for 
mills and irrigation, and the fine lands about it, and to the fact 
that ıt was for a long time the shire-town of Carson County, it 
has always been a point of note and importance, Here a trad- 
ing-post was established, and a saw and grist mill erected at 
an early day; and here the weary immigrant first made a halt 
after crossing the plains, to recruit his stock and replenish his 
exhausted store of provisions, before starting over the mount- 
ains—then a formidable barrier to his further progress. The 
California trader going out to meet the immigration, generally 
made this his point of destination, only the more eager pushing 
on into the deserts beyond. 

Genoa, at the period of the silver discovery, contained about 
two hundred inhabitants ; a number that has since been nearly 
doubled, though this town has not kept pace in its growth with 
those that have lately sprung up elsewhere in the Territory. 
The founding of its rival, Carson City, to which the county-seat 
was afterwards removed, operated to its detriment; but, sur- 
rounded, as it is believed to be, with valuable mines, in the 
midst of the best agrieultural and grazing region in the coun- 
try, with extensive forests of pine timber and numerous mill- 
sites close at hand, once more a county-seat, and still on the 
great highway leading to California and the East, it may well 
be expected to increase rapidly in business and population, and 
once more regaining its ancient importance, to become one of 
the most thrifty, if not, as heretofore, the leading town on the 
Eastern Slope.

ORMSBY COUNTY. 


BEGINNING at the north-western corner of Douglas County, 
and running easterly along the north boundary thereof, to a 
point where it crosses Eldorado Cafion; thence, down the cen- 
ter of said cafion, to a point thereon due east of Brown ard 
Company's dam, on Carson River; thence, in a westerly direc- 
tion, crossing Carson River at said dam; thence, to the Half 
Way House, between Carson and Silver City; thence, north- 
westerly, to the summit of the mountains east of Washoe Lake; 
thence, in а westerly course along said summit, to the tops of 
the Sierras; thence, due west to the California line; thence, 
south, along said line to the place of beginning. County-seat, 
Carson CITY. 


This, though one of the smallest counties in the Territory, 
is, nevertheless, capable of sustaining a large population, being 
centrally and eligibly situated, and abounding in the elements 
of natural wealth. The census report of eighteen hundred and 
sixty-one showed a population within its limits of two thousand 
and seventy-six, à number that has been increased by this time 
to at least two thousand and five hundred. The first settlement 
made within its borders was at the old King Ranch, which, then 
known as the Eagle Ranch, gave its name to the adjacent val- 
ley. A couple of houses were built about the same time on 
the site now oecupied by Carson City. Other families located 
soon after at Clear Creek, Einpire City, aud at one or two other 
points in Eagle Valley, most of whom were Mormons, 

Three fourths of the area of this country is covered with 
mountains, the Sierra Nevada occupying the western, and the 
Pine Nut Range the eastern portion thereof. The former is 
well timbered, being covered quite to the base with forests of 
stately pine and fir; the latter bears no other timber than the 
pifion, which, though excellent for fuel, is worth little as an 
article of lumber, Centrally across the county, from north to 
south, runs Carson River, affording an unfailing supply of good 
water, and an extensive propelling power, all of which has 
been appropriated as private property, and much of it brought 
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into use. A still more extensive water-power is found in the 
streams coming down from the Sierra, upon which numerous 
mills have already been erected, and more will shortly be put 
up. The amount of arable land in this county is not large, 
being confined to Eagle Valley and a few small mountain 
ravines and meadows, with some narrow bottoms on Carson 
River. The heavy growth and superior quality of the timber, 
and the facility with which it can be converted into lumber, 
compensate in a measure for the want of farming lands—the 
lumber trade having already grown into a very lucrative and 
extensive branch of business. 


Saw Mills, 


Lake Bigler Lumber Company—C. R. Barrett, A. W. Pray, 
N. D. Winter, proprietors. This mill, now running, is furnished 
with a set of double circular saws, besides a muller, edging and 
shingle saws. It employs twelve men, and is capable of turn- 
ing out twenty thousand feet of lumber in twenty-four hours, 
besides a large number of shingles. The company own several 
quarter sections of timber land adjacent to their mill, secured 
either by location or purchase, The trees here are large, and 
afford a great proportion of clear lumber, which, by its addi- 
tional value, more than compensates for the remoteness of the 
mil] from market. On Clear Creek, at a distance of from six 
to eight miles south-west of Carson City, are three saw mills, 
two of which—the Coyote, owned by Chedic & Milne, and 
Haskell & Co's Mill—are propelled by water; the Clear Creek 
Mill, owned by Jones & Denton, being driven by steam. Thege 
mills, built at an ageregate cost of thirty-three thousand dol- 
lars, employ in various ways about one hundred hands, and 
are capable of cutting fifty thousand feet of lumber per day. 
To one of these mills a shingle machine is attached. Great 
numbers of shingles are also made by hand in this neighbor- 
hood, there being much timber suitable for that purpose. А+ 
the point where Clear Creek debouches upon the plains, a sub- 
stantial structure has been put up, originally intended for a 
sash and door factory, but which has since been converted into 
a quartz mill. Itis driven by an overshot wheel of large size, 
generating a power equal to thirty horse, On Mill Creek, three 
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miles west of Carson, аге two saw mills—Ashe’s, driven by 
water, and Gregory’s, by steam. The latter, built in the fall 
of eighteen hundred and fifty-nine, is the first steam mill of 
any kind ever erected in Western Utah, and was put up ata 
heavy cost, everything being enormously dear at that time. 
It is capable of cutting fifteen thousand feet of lumber per day, 
the other having a less capacity. Thompson & Treadwell’s 
Steam Mill, one mile north of Gregory’s, has about the same 
sawing capacity, besides driving a shingle and a planing ma- 
chine, both of which prepare a large amount of these articles 
for market. These three mills employ over a hundred men, 
and have cost the proprietors, in the aggregate, not less than 
sixty thousand dollars. A large steam saw mill is about being 
built, the lumber and machinery being mostly upon the ground, 
at Empire City. The proprietors are Hobbs and Russell, who 
undertake the work in conjunction with the company im- 
proving the Kast Fork of the Carson, an enterprise already 
mentioned. This is to be a first-class mill, and will cost, when 
completed, between fifteen and twenty thousand dollars. 


Quartz Mills. 


Besides the one on Clear Creek, there are in this county the 
following Quartz Mills now completed, and in operation. 
Childs & Hunts, water power, on Mill Creek, two miles west of 
Carson City. This mill cost about six thousand dollars, runs 
ten stamps, and will crush from eight to ten tons of rock per day. 
Passing over to Carson River, on the east side of Eagle Valley, 
we have, first, the Silver State Mill, owned by Harrington, Atch- 
ison & Kinkead. This mill, which was built in the summer of 
eighteen hundred and sixty-one, is situated three miles east of 
Carson City, and half a mile west of Empire City. It is 
driven by water brought from Carson River through a ditch 
and flume five miles long. The ditch is ten feet wide on top, 
four feet ou the bottom, and four and one half feet deep. This 
large volume of water falls upon an overshot wheel twenty- 
two fect in diameter, and eight feet wide, generating a power 
equivalent to that of a hundred horses. This ditch supplies 
„water, also, for Mead's Mill, located a short distance below. 
The Silver State Mill employs nine men, contains three straight 
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batteries of four stamps each, and crushes twelve tons, running 
day and night. Twenty-four Hungarian bowls are used for 
amalgamating, working for gold solely. It does custom-work, 
also buys rock, crushing on owners’ account. Superintendent, 
J. M. Davis. Cost, including ditch, twenty-five thousand dollars. 
Mead’s Mill is situated at Empire City, on the west bank of 
Carson River, and was built about the same time with the 
Silver State. It employs twelve men, has sixteen stamps, and 
crushes twenty tons of rock per day. The building covering 
machinery is forty-six by fittv-six feet. In the amalgamating 
department ten stone pans are used, as being more durable 
than iron. The cost of this mill was about twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars, including expense of bringing in water. 

Two miles below Empire City, on the west bank of Carson 
River, is the Merrimac Mill, owned by Bryant, Ellsworth & 
Co. This mill is propelled by water brought from the Carson 
through a ditch six hundred yards long, fourteen fect wide, 
and four fect deep. The water has a head of twenty feet, and 
operating on a center discharge wheel creates an eighty horse 
power. The buildings are fifty-six feet by one hundred. This 
mill contains sixteen stamps of seven hundred and fifty pounds 
each, operating in four of Woodcock’s straight batteries, each 
of which weigh two thousand five hundred апа fifty-five 
pounds. It runs day and night, Sundays excepted, employs 
seventeen hands, and crushes thirty tons of rock per day. The 
proprietors purchase their rock, and employ the “Hatch Pro- 
cess,” which is regarded with great favor. The machinery, 
which is of the most massive and perfect kind, comes from the 
works of H. J. Booth & Co., Marysville. The cost of this mill, 
including the dam, one of the most substantial on the river, is 
thirty thousand dollars. It was constructed by and under the 
supervision of Mr. Hartwell Woodcock, and is now being run 
under the superintendence of Mr. Ellswortlf One mile further 
down, on the same side of the river, is the Copper Cafion 
Mill—Van Vleet, Tucker, Moore, Kendrick and Clark, proprie- 
tors. It runs ten stamps, employs a like number of men, and 
crushes fifteen tons of rock per day. The Hatch Process is in 
use here, also, the Company having unbounded confidence in 
its efficacy for saving both gold and silver. It is believed that 
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a saving of twenty per cent., at the lowest calculation, is effected 
by its employ ment, and that itis superior to any other mode 
yet devised, or at least brought into practical operation. This 
mill employs eight hands, cost about fifteen thousand dollars, is 
driven by water conducted from the river through a ditch six 
hundred feet lung, and operating on center discharge wheel six 
and a half feet in diameter; building, sixty feet by forty feet. 
Both the building and machinery are of the best models and 
most substantial make, the whole being under the very efficient 
management of Mr. Henry Shadel. The Company are crush- 
ing their own rock, taken from the Yellow Jacket Claim, on the 
Gold Hill Ledge. The Vivian Mill, a short distance below the 
Copper Cafion, owned by Sperry & Co., has sixteen stamps, 
and crushes twenty-five tons per day, running night and day, 
Sundays excepted. It employs twelve men, and uses Wake- 
Jec’s pan for amalgamating, working for both gold and silver. 
The company purchase rock, and also crush for customers; 
power—water, taken from river through a ditch and flume four 
hundred aud fifty feet long; wheel, central discharge, seven and 
a half feet across. Their dam is of stone, and very substantial. 
They have water enough to carry double the number of stamps 
now ranning, and which they will ultimately employ. 

One quarter of a mile below the Vivian, on the west bank 
of the Carson, is the mill of Stewart, Henning & Co.; proprie- 
tors, Wm. M. Stewart, John Henning, James Morgan; and C. 
F. Wood. It has four straight batteries, of four stamps each, 
crushing thirty tons per twenty-four hours. This mill employs 
ten hands, uses the Wakelee pans, and the ‘Sage Brush” Pro- 
cess. It is run by water conducted from a solid stone dam, 
through a race fifteen feet wide, for a distance of half a mile. 
The wheel is of the Turbine pattern, seven feet in diameter, and 
weighs seven thousand pounds, being the largest in the Terri- 
tory—having a head of twenty-one feet. The power is ample, 
with the surplus water, to drive one hundred and fifty stamps. 
The mill edifice, a fine, solid structure, is one hundred and sixty 
feet long, and sixty feet wide. A substantial stone building, 
thirty by forty feet, has also been erected for offices and use of 
hands. Taken altogether, this is one of the most complete and 
well constructed establishments in the country, and will have 
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cost, when finished, about fifty thousand dollars, This com- 
pany crush their own rock, being owners of thirty-three and 
one third feet in the best portion of the Gold Hill ground, 
besides portions of other valuable ledges. 


Mines, Minerals, and Mining Operations. 


Although no mines of extreme richness have yet been found 
in Ormsby County, both quartz ledges and placer diggings ог а 
valuable character are met with. In the foot-hills of the Sierra, 
near Clear Creek, à number of ledges assaying largely in both 
gold and silver have been lucated, and expensive prospecting 
operations set on ftot; not less than a dozen tunnels have here 
been commenced, some of which have already been carried in 
varying from fifty to five hundred feet, it being the purpose of 
the proprietors to extend them until the ledge is struck, which, 
in some instances, will require a length of tunnel from twelve 
hundred to sixteen hundred feet. Many shafts have also been 
sunk, houses for the accommodation of the workmen erected, 
and other expenses incurred, indieating a high degree of con- 
fidence in these ledges on the part of those engaged in opening 
them. Should they prove rieh, as there is good reason to 
believe they will, their value will be enhanced by the extreme 
facility with which they can be worked, and the ores reduced, 
owing to their proximity to wood and water power. Extending 
from this point along the base of the mountains across the en- 
tire county, a distance of eight or ten miles, a series of quartz 
ledges may be traced, all more or less impregnated with the 
precious metals Many of these were taken up during the fall 
and winter of eighteen hundred and fifty-nine, and some work 
done upon them, but they have never been sufficiently opened 
to determine their real charaeter. 

In the Sullivan District, east of Carson River, a great number 
of ledges were located, and considerable work done in the 
summer and fall of eighteen hundred and sixty, but not turning 
out as well as was expected, the whole, with the exception of 
some half dozen claims, was subsequently abandoned. Work 
is still being done on the Bullion, ITatfield, Phoenix, and one 
or two others, from which some good gold-bearing rock has 
been obtained. At the period mentioned over a hundred men 
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were at work in this district, at present there are not more 
than eight or ten. Placer mines also exist in that section, 
which would pay fair wages with water for working them, but 
this being almost wholly wanting, little can be done. For a 
few weeks, while the water lasted, some twenty meu made half 
an ounce a day each working surface diggings at Onion Valley, 
in this district. There are other points where equally good 
prospeets can be had, but there is no water. 

A variety of useful minerals and metals also exist in this 
county, some of them in great abundance. Iron and copper 
ores of good quality are found on Carson River, also to the 
east of it in the Sullivan District. "There are extensive deposits 
of lime-stone at many, points, one but half a mile south of Carson 
City. One and a half miles east of the town are Curry’s sand- 
Stone quarries, unequaled for the excellence of the article and 
the facility with which it can be obtained. Granite and suita- 
ble earths for making brick abound everywhere, and a marble 
bed, yielding a very superior stone, whether for useful or 
ornamental purposes, is now being opened five miles north- 
east of the city. Chalk, gypsum, and coal indications abound, 
and warm springs, impregnated with various mineral sub- 
stances, are met with in different parts of the county. Of these 
Curry's Warm Spring, near Carson City, is the most remarka- 
. ble and worthy of notice, both because of the volume of water 
flowing from it, and its convenience to the public. At these 
springs, where also are his stone quarries, the enterprising 
proprietor has put up a fine stone hotel, one hundred feet long, 
thirty-two wide, and two stories high. The upper story of this 
spacious building was used as a hall by the Legislature during 
its late session. It is a substantial and costly edifice, and the 
first stone building of any magnitude erected in the Territory. 
The stone was taken from the quarry, which lies immediately 
adjacent to the hotel, and covers some sixty acres. It is of a 
soft, porous nature, working readily under the chisel when first 
taken out, and hardening on exposure to the air. dt is, there- 
fore, easily wrought and durable, and resists heat almost equal 
to fire-briek. From this point to the suburbs of Carson City, 
a railroad track has been laid down, over which cars run for 


the transportation of stone and the carriage of persons visiting 
5 
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the springs and the hotel. The spring, in its native state a 
deep pool, has been walled up and covered with a stone-house 
one hundred and sixty feet long and thirty-eight wide. The 
depth of water now varies from three to five feet, and being at 
about the temperature of the body, and very soft and hmpid, 
affords one of the most healthful and luxurious baths in the 
world. 


CARSON CITY. 


This town, the county-seat of Ormsby County, and the Capi- 
tal of the Territory, is beautifully situated on the west side of 
Eagle Valley, in the midst of a fertile and well-watered plain, 
and immediately under the wooded heights of the Sierra Ne- 
vada—oecupying a site with a sufficient slope to prevent over- 
flow, and having a dry and porous soil, it is never troubled 
with any great excess of mud or dust, Surrounded by grand 
and picturesque scenery, easily approached from every quarter, 
by means of good natural roads and passes in the mountains: 
located near the geographical center of the territory, with wood, 
stone, and other building material convenient, it has very prop- 
erly been fixed upon as t the Capital, and can hardly fail to grow 
into a large and handsome city. 

The town was founded in eighteen hundred and fifty-eight 
by Major Ormsby and otners, who perceiving the advantages 
of the locality, bought the land and proceeded to lay out a city 
on a liberal and regular scale, the streets being sixty-six and 
eighty feet wide, crossing each other at right angles, and in 
their course conforming to the cardinal points of the compass. 
A plaza of four acres has been reserved in the center of the 
town, for a public square, and another of less magnitude set 
apart elsewhere for educational purposes. A school-house, the- 
atre, and a church, have been erected; and the Capital buildings, 
soon to be constructed, will, no doubt, be of a character gredit- 
able to the city, and in Есер ах with ihe dignity of a rich and 
growing Territory. Other public edifices will be required, 
and with them additional churches, academies, and other insti- 


tutions of learning, and it may fairly be assumed that Carson 
will soon exhibit something of the air and metropolitan features 


of older cities,

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WASHOE COUNTY. 


BEGINNING at the north-west corner of Ormsby County, and 
running easterly along the northern boundary of said county, 
to the summit of the mountains east of Washoe Lake; thence, 
in a northerly course, along the summit of said mountains, to 
the lower end of the Big Meadows, on Truckee River; thence, 
down said river, to its lower crossing; thence, east along the 
Immigrant Road, to the summit of the mountains lying east of 
said river; thence, north, on the main summit of said mount- 
ains, to a point from which, running direct west, would inter- 
sect the Truckee River at its mouth in Pyramid Lake; thence, 
due west, to the California line; thence, south, to the place of 
beginning. County-seat, WASHOE CITY. 


This county takes its name from the aboriginal tribe who 
inhabited a strip of country extending along the base of the 
Sierra from the head of Carson River to the Truckee. This 
section embraced a series of valleys, of which Carson, Eagle, 
Pleasant, Steamboat, and the Truckee, are the principal, and, 
including the adjacent mountains, is still the home of this peo- 
ple. The beautiful name, thus belonging to the native race, 
came, when a new population was drawn into the country by 
the mineral discoveries, to be applied to the region in which 
the mines were situated, and should have been preserved to 
the new Territory since erected, as was the general expectation 
and desire of the people. Franktown, in Washoe Valley, was 
one of the earliest settled places in Western Utah, several Mor- 
mon families having located there as early as '48. It is a pleas- 
ant little hamlet, situate on the west side of the valley, and 
still bears the peculiar impress of its founders—each lot con- 
sisting of four or five acres, irrigated with water carried by 
numerous little channels through the public streets. Thé 
houses, too, built of hewn logs, wear a rude and primitive as- 
pect, and on every hand are to be seen the evidences of frontier 
life. 

This county, which, as will appear from its boundaries, is of 
pretty good size, contains a large amount of well-timbered, and 
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also of superior agricultural and grass lands. Of the former, 
there is not less than a hundred thousand acres, and of the lat- 
ter, between thirty and forty thousand. The wood lands are 
confined to the eastern slope of the Sierra Nevada, the only 
timber found elsewhere being the scrubby pine, and very little 
of that. The forests next the valleys, and extending three or 
four miles back, have been mostly taken up under the laws of 
Utah, which make the County Surveyor's certificate title of 
possession for one year, after which inclosure is required to 
further hold the lands thus surveyed. A large number of saw 
mills have been erected in the edge of this timber on the numer- 
ous streams coming down from the mountains, which afford 
ample and never-failing water power. Immense quantities of 
lumber is now being cut by these mills, whieh will be able to 
keep the markets supplied for many years to come at moderate 
prices. To these forests, too, the mills and reduction works 
must soon look for fuel, unless the lately discovered coal mines 
shall, as there is good reason to believe they will, furnish all 
needed supplies. 

The chain of valleys mentioned contain a large proportion 
of good land. Of these Washoe, lying furthest south, is the 
most extensive, being twelve miles long and seven wide. It 
is not only a fertile but also a very regularly formed and ex- 
ceedingly picturesque valley. On the west, rising by a succes- 
sion of wooded ridges, is the Sierra, cut by deep gorges and 
broken by land-slides. On the east, is a range of bleak and 
naked hills, contrasting strongly with the grain fields and green 
meadows opposite, and the glassy lake at their foot. On the 
west side of the valley, running out from the forests, are long 
torgues of timber, or detached groves, forming natural parks 
of great beauty. The lake, which lies on the east side, com- 
mences near the head of the valley, and, extending north six 
miles, loses itself in a tule marsh, which in high water is also 
turned into a lake. During the wet season this lake discharges 
itself through a slough running off through Pleasant and Steam- 
boat valleys toward the Truckee. 

Pleasant Valley, two miles north of Washoe, is a fertile basin 
about one mile in diameter, irrigated by a large stream of pure 
water, and hemmed in by rugged hills. Ап extensive garden 
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has been cultivated at this spot for several years, with excellent 
results—vegetables of most kinds growing here as well as in 
Washoe with the greatest luxuriance, even melons ripening 
notwithstanding the altitude of the country, and the consequent 
early frosts. 

Following down a handsome dell, a distance of three miles, 
the wagon road enters Steamboat Valley, a little above the 
Boiling Springs, which give name and notoriety to the locality. 
As these Springs form one of the greatest natural curiosities in 
the country, we may be expected to give a somewhat detailed 
description of their appearance and properties, more especially 
as they are fast becoming the resort of tourists and invalids. 
They are situated near the head of an irregular valley, extend- 
ing north to the Truckee Meadows, a distance of eight miles. 
Before reaching them, the traveler is notified of their locality 
by little wreaths of steam, seen while yet a half mile off, and 
some times to a much greater distance. After approaching 
quite near, a gurgling and hissing sound is heard, somewhat 
resembling the boiler of a steamboat. This noise is said to 
have been much louder at a former day, being accompanied 
with an additional sound like the pounding of an engine; hence 
the name these Springs now bear. 

At that period, it is also claimed, the chemical action of this 
strange laboratory of nature was much more violent than at 
present. However this may be, the phenomena even now are 
sufficiently curious to interest the most stolid, and puzzle the 
scientific beholder. These noises issue from a rocky mound 
formed of incrustations, about quarter of a mile long and six 
hundred feet wide, having an elevation of fifty or sixty feet 
above the valley. 

Running lengthwise of this mound are a number of fissures 
about a foot wide, but having edges so uneven that one can 
see, or run a stick down into them only a few feet. Gurgling 
up through these openings with a rumbling sound, and at short 
intervals, come gushes of hot water, which, remaining even 
with the top for a moment, sometimes overflowing a little, 
again subside, leaving the fissure again dark and empty. At 
other points, the water keeps even with the surface, boiling 
fiercely, while at a few it leaps up two or three feet above the 
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surface, the whole while in action sending off columns of steam. 
The air about smells of sulphur, though this mineral does not 
appear to be present in the water. An analysis of the latter, 
made by Dr. Lanszweert, showed it to contain the following 
constituent salts in various proportions: soda, lime, silicia, 
chlorids of sodium and magnesium, and a small residuum of 
vegetable matter. Great medicinal virtues are claimed for this 
water; and that it possesses marked curative properties in cases 
of rheumatism and cutaneous diseases, the large number of 
invalids of this class cured or greatly benefited under the care 
of Dr. Ellis, who has a hospital at this place, fully proves. A 
little town is growing up in the vicinity, where Mr. Cameron, 
one of the earliest settlers in the valley, has erected a commo- 
dious hotel, ample for the aecommodation of a large number of 
visitors. 

Passing north down Steamboat Creek and Valley, a distance 
of seven miles, we enter the Big Meadows on Truckee River, 
an extent of bottom land about ten miles long and six wide. 
The land, all of which is now claimed, produces a great amount 
of grass, from which a large quantity of hay is made, and on 
which numerous herds of cattle feed the year round. The 
hills about also abound in bunch grass, making the valley of 
the Truckee an excellent stock range, as it has always been 
the favorite winter abode of the Indians. It also possesses 
some historic interest, as being the route followed by the early 
pioneers coming to California. The immigration of ’46 fol. 
lowed up this stream, and on its head waters occurred the ever 
memorable Donner tragedy, conspicuous in the annals of 
human horrors. 

Ten miles below the Big Meadows are the Little Meadows 
of the Truckee, consisting of a few hundred acres of good land, 
and further down the rich bottom lands of Pyramid Lake. 
Here an Indian Reservation has been set apart for the use of 
the Pah-Utes, this being their ancient head-quarters and pres- 
ent home of that nation. 


Mines and Minerals. 


The work of mineral exploration in this county has not, as 
yet, been very thorough; still quartz rock is known to abound 
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in parts of it, and several ledges of well ascertained value have 
been taken up and extensively opened: while immense de- 
posits of the useful metals—more especially lead, copper, arse- 
nic and iron—are found about Galena, and several other local- 
ities. As early as the fall of '59, and but a few months after 
the discovery of the Comstock Lead, a great number of claims 
were taken up on the mountains east of Washoe Valley, where 
a district was afterwards laid out, known as the Argentine. 
Great expectations were entertained at first as to the results of 
these ledges, but with the exception of two or three, they have 
never as yet amounted to much. Some deep placer diggings 
were found in the summer of ’60 at the south end of the val- 
ley, where a small number of claims paid at first large, and 
afterwards small wages, and have since continued to be worked. 
At Galena, and about Steamboat and Pleasant valleys, many 
quartz leads exist, some of which have been pretty thoroughly 
prospected, and a number of those near the former place are 
being worked with good results. Some prospecting was also car- 
ried on in the country adjacent to, and west of Pyramid Lake, 
prior to the Indian troubles; but being interrupted by these 
occurrences, has never since been resumed. The indications in 
that neighborhood are said to be satisfactory. Galena, as the 
name implies, is distinguished for the sulphurets of lead 
abounding in the vicinity. These ores are very rich, yielding 
from fifty to eighty per cent. of the pure metal. As this lead 
is largely employed in the reduction of silver ores, it has come 
to possess a value it otherwise would not at this remote locality. 
Deposits of iron ore and litharge also exist at this point. 
There are strong indications of cinnabar about Pyramid Lake, 
but no genuine ore has yet been found in the county. 


Saw Mills, Quartz Mills, etc. 


One of the first saw mills put up on the “ Eastern Slope,” 
was at Franktown, in Washoe Valley; this was owned by J. 
Rose, and is still running. At the present time there are about 
twenty mills in the county, all kept in constant operation, and 
turning out over two millions feet of sawed lumber per week. 
This sells readily at prices ranging from thirty-five to fifty 
dollars per thousand, delivered at the mills. These establish- 
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ments, several of which have shingle and planing machines 
attached, have cost in the aggregate not far from three hun- 
dred thousand dollars, and may be estimated to be worth, with 
their aecompanying water privileges and timber claims, more 
than double that sum. It would, perhaps, not be out of the 
way to say a million dollars is invested i in this branch of indus- 
try throughout the county. In getting out logs, hauling lum- 
ber and in various other ways, these mills give employment to 
over five hundred hands. 

The largest quartz mill in this county, and, with the reduc- 
tion works attached, the most extensive establishment in the 
Territory, is that of the Ophir Company, 1n Washoe Valley. 
These immense works, wherein every operation is conducted 
on a large scale, give constant employment to about one hun- 
dred hands, The buildings cover over an acre of ground, and 
the machinery and everything about them are of the most ap- 
proved style and workmanship. One hundred tons of rock can 
be crushed per day, by thirty-six stamps, driven by an engine 
of one hundred horse power. "The old Freyburg barrel process 
of amalgamation is employed. A large building has lately 
been erected, in which the “ Patio process” is also used upon a 
poorer class of ores; a sufficient heat to keep the mass at a 
proper temperature being imparted from eighty amalgamating 
pans placed in the same building: itis too cold here to conduct 
this process successfully in the open air. The ore taken from 
the mine of this company, situate at Virginia City, averages 
one hundred and fifty dollars to the ton. By selecting the best 
out of one hundred tons, perhaps a single ton might be obtained 
that would yield one thousand dollars, or more; yet, the great 
mass of rock put through the mill does not exceed the above 
amount. The raising of this ore cost about five dollars a ton, 
and the hauling eight dollars, making the total eost, delivered 
at the mill, eleven dollars. When the projected railroad con- 
necting the mine with the mill is completed, it is calculated 
that the transportation of the ores will not be over two dollars 
per ton, and perhaps much less. The length of this road, now 
in course of construction, is sixteen miles—estimated cost, six 
hundred thousand dollars. It will be completed and in run- 
ning order in less than two years. "The western terminus will 
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be at the Ophir Works, with branches to other mills in the 
vicinity, and into the timber—the design being to bring ore 
from Virginia and Gold Hill to the various mills in the valley, 
and take back goods, fuel and lumber. Besides these works, and 
their valuable mine, the Ophir Company own fourteen sections 
of wood land and seven hundred acres of valley land adjacent 
to their mill. Through this runs a fine stream of water, sup- 
plying the establishment, and driving a saw mill that cuts all 
the lumber they require. Their preliminary outlay has, no 
doubt, been heavy; yet, with an establishment of such im- 
mense capacity, and so perfect in all its parts, their income 
must soon be enormous, making the investment one of great 
profit. Mr. Hall, who has had much experience in the Real 
del Monte Mines in Mexico, has charge of the Patio process; 
Mr. Wheeler is engineer, and Captain William L. Dall is the 
General Superintendent of the entire works. 

At Franktown, the large quartz mill of John Dall and Com- 
pany, recently completed, ranks next to the Ophir Mill in 
capacity. It is driven by water, and has power sufficient to 
drive thirty stamps, and is a very extensive and substantial 
edifice. <A little further up Franktown Creek, Lytle, Gallaher 
and Company have a mill, also propelled by water, but not so 
large as the one last mentioned. Two or three other mills 
have been commenced in this neighborhood, and will soon be 
finished and in operation, At Washoe City, near the lower 
end of the valley, some six or eight large quartz mills have 
been commenced, and are in different stages of progress, some 
of them being at this time nearly complete. They will run 
over two hundred stamps, and will cost, with outbuildings and 
other necessary appendages, about three hundred thousand dol- 
lars. They will crush from one hundred and fifty to two hun- 
dred tons of rock daily, and give employment to several hun- 
dred hands. These mills are to be driven by water taken 
through a ditch cut from Washoe Lake. There is also a pro- 
ject for bringing the waters of Steamboat Creek into this point 
through a ditch, which, ¿f done, will about double its present 
propelling power, and render it one of the greatest milling local- 
ities in the Territory. At Galena, a furnace and mill have 
been erected by the Galena Quartz Reduction Company. The 
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latter is driven by water, with an overshot wheel twenty- 
seven feet in diameter. There are two other quartz mills near 
that place, of about the same capacity, all of which are now in 
operation. The first smelting establishment on this side of the 
mountains, was put up at this place by Mr. R. S. Hatch, in the 
summer of '60, at which he tested all the ores found in the 
neighborhood, reducing a considerable quantity from several 
leads. Here, by a succession of experiments, conducted with 
great assiduity and skill, he elaborated the process bearing his 
name, and which, effecting a great economy in the reduction 
of the precious metals, has since been brought into extensive 
use. 

It will thus be seen that Washoe County is not without valu- 
able mines, nor deficient in the means for working them. With 
its various minerals, fine lands, timber, and water power, this 
county possesses the elements of prosperity to as great a degree 
as any other in the Territory. The area embraced within its 
limits contained, when the census was taken last summer, a 
little over one thousand inhabitants, a number that has been 
more than doubled since,

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STOREY COUNTY. 


BEGINNING at the north-western corner of Lyon County, and 
running thence, in an easterly direction, along the northern 
boundary of Lyon County, to the north-eastern corner thereof; 
thence, north, in a straight line, to the road leading from the 
lower crossing of the Truckee to the Sink of the Humboldt; 
thence, westerly, along said road to the Truckee River; thence, 
up the middle of said river, to the eastern line of Washoe 
County; thence, southerly, along said line, to the place of 
beginning. County-seat, VIRGINIA CITY. 


This county is named after Captain Storey, who lost his life 
during the Indian difficulty in the month of June, 1860. The 
late census showed the territory embraced. within its borders 
to contain four thousand five hundred and eighty-one inhabit- 
ants, Though of narrow limits, this county, by reason of the 
viluable aud productive mines it contains, is the most import- 
ant in the Territory. Within its boundaries are situated the 
celebrated Comstock Lead, the rich quartz mound of Gold ШШ, 
and the no less valuable Daney Ledge—a group of mines sur- 
passing anything extant in their yield of the precious metals, 
These mines were first discovered by James Finney, in June, 
1859. This man, whose real name 1s said to have been Fenni- 
more, and abbreviated to Finney by his companions, was a 
native of Virginia. lle came to California at an early day, 
and thence to Western Utah in 1857, where he mined about 
Chinatown and Gold Cafion, then affording very fair diggings. 
The following summer he went over to Six Mile Cafion, and 
working gradually up, finally wintered in that ravine. As he 
and those with him only worked out a few of the best spots, 
they reached the head of the cañon by the latter part of May, 
and June found Finney washing with a rocker along what has 
' since come to be known as the Comstock Ledge, and directly 
over the claims of the present Mexican and Ophir companies, 
To this point he brought in water by a small ditch from Span- 
ish Ravine, and there being much fine gold on the surface he 
made very fair wages for a time, Believing this, however, to 
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be but a slide from the more prominent ledge above, he located 
а claim on the latter, and, having replenished his purse, gave 
up work, allowing his friend Comstock and other companions 
to take his place for the time being. Another reason of his 
ceasing work was the trouble he experienced in keeping his 
rocker clear of the “blue stuff,” as he termed it, being nothing 
less than the rich sulphurets of silver, so heavily charged with 
the precious metals that it would not work off with the tailings, 
but, settling behind the riffles, vexed the honest old pioneer 
exceedingly when he came to pan out the contents of his rocker. 

After working a few days, Comstock, without being at all 
aware of the valuable nature of the substance that had caused 
the other so much trouble, or of the immense silver vein lying 
but a few feet beneath the surface, nevertheless had a better 
appreciation of its worth than the ignorant but generous Fin- 
ney, and very magnanimously offered the latter an old horse 
and a bottle of whisky for his interest in the claim. The ten- 
der was accepted, Finney exchanging for this wretched con- 
sideration a claim worth millions, and Comstock becoming the 
possessor thereof, to part with, himself, soon after, for a consid- 
eration almost equally wretched. Men of greater intelligence 
and discernment were not long in finding out the nature and 
true worth of this mine and in securing its ownership. Judge 
Walsh, of Grass Valley, having heard of the singular discovery, 
came over the same month, and being satisfied as to its value, 
returned in July and made a purchase of several hundred feet 
of the ledge. Others about the same time came in and also 
secured interests, and before four months had passed the fame 
of these mines had spread through California, bringing multi- 
tudes of speculators over the mountains, and thus initiating the 
"Washoe Excitement,” with the history and results of which 
every one is familiar. 

Storey County is almost entirely destitute of timber, the only 
trees found growing in any part of it being the stunted pine, 
and a still more scrubby species of cedar. Even these are 
sparse and confined to different localities, many of which have 
already been stripped by the ax of the woodman. It is equally 
destitute of agricultural lands, as well as grass and water, 
almost the еше county being composed of barren and broken 
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hills or dry and sandy deserts, A few springs are met with, 
and an occasional patch of interval land, which, when water 
can be got upon it, produces fine grain and vegetables. But it 
is almost exclusively upon her mineral resources, that this 
county must rely for a business and population. Happily, 
these are of a character to secure her both, as her past career 
and present condition amply show. We have space to barely 
enumerate a few of what seem the more important mining 
claims, and briefly describe the mode and extent of their 
developments: which, with some hasty notices of the many 
costly mills and other works erected, and the leading improve- 
ments made or projected, will be all that can be looked for in 
a work of this kind. 

The Comstock Ledge, taking into account both the mass and 
richness cf the ore, is without doubt one of the most valuable 
gold and silver bearing veins ever discovered. The ledge itself 
is not of extraordinary size, many others in the neighborhood 
being more prominent and likely to arrest attention, but the 
metalic vein running through it and yielding the rich ores, is 
of unusual magnitude. This ledge, first discovered, as has 
been related, on the claim now owned by the Ophir Company, 
has since been traced quite clearly a mile or more north of that 
point, and a much greater distance to the south, since there can 
be no question but the grounds of the Daney Company form a 
portion of it. Intermediate these points a great number of 
claims have been located in the belief that they were on the 
Comstock Ledge, or in the hope that it would be struck in the 
course of opening them; other claims on distinct leads, how- 
ever, promise almost equally well. Beginning at the north we 
find a number of claims on and adjacent to Cedar Hill, that, 
both by their rich out-crop, and the prospects obtained beneath 
the surface, favor the supposition that they form a continuation 
of the Comstock Ledge. Of such are the grounds of the Cedar 
Hill Tunnel Company, the Sacramento, Irving, Osceola, 
Independent, Allen, Utah and Orleans, all of which have been 
opened, more or less extensively, both by means of tunnels and 
shafts, and from most of which very encouraging prospects 
have been obtained. 

Among the claims first taken up and recognized as a part of 
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the Comstock Ledge are the Spanish, or as it is sometimes 
called the Mexican, the Ophir, the Central, California, Kinney, 
White and Murphy, Sides, Gould and Curry, and the Chollar 
grounds, some of which by extensive working, and others by 
tests almost equally conclusive, are demonstrated to form a 
part of this wonderfully rich lead. There are many other 
claims in the Virginia District that require special mention, 
either because of the rich rock taken from or the amount of 
work performed upon them; of these we may name the follow- 
ing: Miller, Burning Moscow, Bradbury, Mount Davidson, 
Sierra Nevada, Buckeye, Virginia, Santa Fé, Hale & Norcross, 
Potosi, Ironsides, Belvidere, Corsair, Grass Valley, Golden Era, 
Granada, United States, Bloomingdale, Durgan, Latrobe, Morn- 
ing Star, Zouave, and the Central Gold and Silver Mining 
Company. 


VIRGINIA CITY. 

Of this, the largest and most important town in the Terri- 
tory, we may remark, that while its situation at the mouth of 
the most prolific mines in the world, gives it great local 
advantages, its progress and prosperity have been greatly pro- 
moted by the energy and business tact of the inhabitants 
themselves. Located against the side of an arid and barren 
mountain, its position; saving proximity to the silver mines, 
was the most unpropitious possible. Yet, on this site'so un- 
favorable, within a little more than two years from the time it 
was founded, has sprung up a city abounding with large and 
substantial fire-proof buildings, a multitude of comfortable 
houses, and a great number of costly mills and reduction 
works, while through its streets water flows in abundance, and 
luxurious gardens are cultivated in its suburbs. That a spot 
so desolate and forbidding, and withal so remote from the 
great central depot of the Pacific, should have been trans- 
formed in so short a time into a thrifty and populous city, 
speaks well for those who have had the work of building it up 
in hand. The Census Report shows the city to have contained 
two thousand seven hundred and four inhabitants in August 
last; from which we may infer that its present population is 
something over three thousand. It has three churches, a 
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theatre, court-house, several flourishing schools, and a number 
of other institutions for the advancement of educational and 
religious interests, or the promotion of social pleasures. The 
Virginia City Water Company have laid their pipes through 
the greater part of the town, supplying from springs in the 
vicinity a sufficiency pure and wholesome water for all domestic 
purposes, while the tunnels furnish an inferior quality for the 
use of the mills, irrigation, еіс. With this supply the health 
of the inhabitants will not suffer, as has heretofure been the 
case, from the use of bad water. A company has also been 
incorporated for furnishing the city with gas, to be manu- 
factured from the Whitman coal, which has been found well 
adapted to that use. From Virginia City good wagon roads 
radiate in every direction, rendering it of easy aceess from all 
parts of the Territory as well as California. It is made the 
terminus of several railroads now projected, and some of which 
will soon be built, adding much to its prospective consequence, 
not only as a mining town, but also as a commercial depot and 
point of distribution. With the railroad completed to Washoe 
Valley, freight destined for Virginia will find its way to that 
point over the Henness and Truckce turnpikes, now being 
constructed, and to be opened at an early day, thus making 
the passage of the mountains with greater expedition and 
economy than at present. Virginia City was incorporated 
under the statutes of Utah Territory in February, eighteen 
hundred and sixty-one. The election for trustees came off 
March eleventh, resulting as follows: N. W. Winton, Presi- 
dent; J. C. Bateman, Secretary; George H. Shaw, Joseph 
Seates, Louis Feusier, Trustees; C. P. Robinson, City Treas- 
urer; D. Bailey, Marshal and Street Commissioner; Joseph 
F. Atwill, Justice of the Peace—all elected for the term of one 
year, As the prosperity of the city is wholly dependent on 
the mines, and as the great agent for making these available is 
' the quartz mills, we append a list of the latter, now complete 
and running in the District. 


Quartz Mills. 


The mills and reduction works of the Ophir, one of the lead- 
ing companies here, are, as has already been stated, situated 
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in Washoe Valley, sixteen miles west of Virginia City, with 
which they are shortly to be connected by means of a railroad.

The mine, consisting of one hundred and fifty feet of the rich- M 
est portion of the Comstock Ledge, is under the charge of Mr. , д 
Holland Day; Elliott J. Moore, President; G. W. McHenry, а 


Secretary; W. Н. Godfrey, Superintendent. This mill was 
constructed by I. S. Parke, in the latter part of eighteen hun- 
dred and sixty, and commenced operations the following Janu- 
ary. The edifice, including wings, is one hundred and forty 
by thirty feet. Ten stamps are in use—Howland's Battery, 
driven by a ten horse power engine. Separate apartments 
are used for the erushing, smelting and assorting operations. 
Twenty men are employed in the mill, and an equal number

about the mine; seven tons of rock are worked daily, and the 
product of the mine since being opened is about one hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars. “ Тһе Veatch Process,” an improve- 
ment on the Freyburg, being both cheaper and more effectual, 
is used in this establishment, under direction of Mr. Andrew 
Veatch. 


GOULD AND CURRY MILL. The mill of this company is 
located about two miles northeast of Virginia City, on an 
inclosed flat of sixty acres, and with its numerous out-build- 
ings and houses for workmen, presents the appearance of a 
small town. The main edifice, in the shape of a cross, is two 
hundred and fifty feet long, with wings seventy-five feet each, 
being the largest building in the Territory. It is divided into 
compartments,—that for the work of amalgamating under the 
charge of Capt. S. Tyler, being eighty-seven'and one half feet 
deep and fifty feet wide, two stories high. The center of the 
building, occupied by the batteries, is one hundred and twenty- 
five by fifty feet, and contains eight batteries of five stamps 
each, capable of crushing forty tons of ore per day. The 
engine of one hundred and fifty-horse power, and very perfect 
workmanship, is from the Pacific Foundry, San Francisco. 
There are six furnaces and three boilers, the latter twenty-six 
feet long and forty-two inches diameter, with fourteen-inch 
flues. The engine room is of the same size as the amalgain- 
ating department. The mill, under superintendence of R. G. 
Carlyle, employs sixty men, working by relay night and day. 
The ore house and drying department is one hundred by 
eighty feet. A feature of this establishment is the perfectness 
that marks it in every department and operation, and the great 
economy of labor secured thereby. It not only exceeds in 
capacity any other quartz mill in the Territory, and perhaps 
in the world, but also surpasses all others 1n the completeness 
_ of its parts. The Veatch Process is employed. The mining 
operations are under the efficient and very successful manage- 
ment of Mr. C. L. Strong. 


OcpEN & Witson Co/s MirL.—This mill, situated about 
one quarter of a mile below the town, was put up by George 
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L. Fuller for the Company in November, 1860, big the first 
mill completed in the District, The main buildiziz 3 forty 
by eighty feet, with an extensive shed having a chuje £^» con- 
veylag the rock to the batteries; An engine of " orse 
power drives eighteen stamps, crushing twelve tonse rock 
per day.

The establishment cost about twenty thousand 
dollars, employs six hands, and is under the superintendence 
of J. T. Brown. 


Тнк Cepar Hitt MILL, owned by Patterson & Land, is 
situated on Cedar Ravine, one mile west of Virginia. It em- 
ploys eight men; has four straight batteries, four stamps each, 
and crushes twenty tons, running night and day. The engine, 
forty horse power, comes from the Pacific Foundry, San Fran- 
cisco. In the amalgamating department there are eight Knox's 
Improved Pans. The Jeffrey process is used. This mill does 
custom work, and cost about thirty-five thousand dollars. 


THE Mariposa Quartz MILL— Goodman & Hubbell, pro- 
prietors—is located at the foot of Cedar Hill. It is propelled 
by a fifteen horse power steam-engine, driving twelve stamps 
of six hundred pounds each, and crushing fifteen tons of rock 
per day. Knox’s pans and the Hungarian Bowls are used in 
the amalgamating department, the pulp being also subjected to 
a steaming process, as heretofore practiced by the proprietors. 
Cost of mill about twenty thousand dollars, 


THE EMPIRE MILL, a short distance east of the town—O. 
F. Griffin, Mark Sheldon and W. H. Graves, proprietors—runs 
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sixteen stamps, driven by a powerful steam-engine, crushing 
twenty tons of rock per twenty-four hours. This company 
purchase.their ore, employ twenty hands, and use the Veatch 
Process, Wakelee’s pans. Cost of mill, forty thousand dollars. 
W. H. Graves, Superintendent; W. T. Stephens, engineer; 
W. H. Bevins, foreman. The company are building a new 
road to their mill; and intend soon to double its crushing 
capacity, as they have sufficient propelling power to do so. 


Three quartz mills are in course of construction in Seven 
Mile Cafion, within the limits of Virginia District. Of one of 
гезе, Booth & Co., formerly of Eureka, Nevada County, are. 
proprietors. Of another, Patterson & Co. are proprietors. 
This is a large sized mill and nearly completed. The entire 
cost of these mills will be between seventy-five and one hun- 
dred thousand dollars. Their aggregate capacity will be about 
fifty horse power.

FLOWERY DISTRICT, 

This District, lying east and adjoining the Virginia Mining 
District, was laid out in the fall of '69, a great many good- 
looking ledges having been found there, several of which have 
since been opened and proved to be rich in gold and silver. 
Many of the claims at first taken up were afterwards aban- 
doned as worthless; of those retained and prospected to a 
greater or less extent we may name the Lady Bryan, Rogers, 
Monte Cristo, Utah, Norman, Cherokee, Harrison, Flowery, 
Adriatic, Union, Aurora Borealis, Uncle Sam, Desert, Anglo 
Saxon, Humboldt, St. Johns, and Mammoth. The recent cen- 
sus showed this district to contain three hundred and thirty- 
nine inhabitants, a number that has since been largely increased. 
Running entirely across it is Six Mile Cafion, a deep ravine, 
through which, since the opening of the tunnels at Virginia, 
several hundred inches of water flow constantly. This water 
has led to the building of a number of steam quartz mills, and 
two or three others driven by water, which, besides enhancing 
the value of the mines, by giving employment to a great many 
hands, have caused a small town, called Flowery City, to spring 
up at a point about half way down the cañon. It is а smart 
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little place, as indeed the whole ravine is an active and bust- 
ling locality, both by means of the numerous mills along it, 
and the fine road leading from Virginia to Carson River, and 
the Butte or Whitman Coal Fields, extending its entire length. 


Quartz Mills. 
The following are the quartz mills now in operation in this 
District : | 
Suncook MILL—À. Bassett & Co., owners—located a short 
distance below the Gould & Curry Mill; building fifty feet by 
forty; four straight batteries, sixteen stamps, driven by a 
thirty horse power engine, from Pacific Works, San Francisco ; 
crush twenty-four tons every twenty-four hours; employ ten 
men and use sixteen Varney pans for amalgamating. A. Bas- 
sett, superintendent; S. Kellogg, engineer. 


WINFIELD MiLL—L. A. Booth, proprietor. This is a steam 
mill, being driven by a forty horse power engine, intended to 
run twenty stamps, though but eight are now in use, and to 
crush twenty tons of rock per day. In amalgamating, forty 
Bertola pans are used. Seven men areemployed. John Leav- 
itt, superintendent; M. L. Remington, engineer.» 


EMPIRE STATE MiLL—-R. M. Billett & Co., proprietors—sit- 
uated at foot of Sugar Loaf Peak. Both water and steam are 
used for propelling this mill, either being available for that 
purpose. The water-wheel is forty feet in diameter, and the 
engine of twenty horse power. The mill employs eight hands, 
runs ten stamps, and crushes twelve tons per day. The com- 
pany purchase ore or crush rock for customers, They use 
Knox's amalgamators and Howland’s patent flues. 


SUGAR Loar MriLL—Rafael Cardenas, José Ma Ruiz, and 
Francisco Llaguna, proprietors—near Sugar Loaf Peak; driven 
by water falling on an overshot wheel and generating about a 
twenty horse power. The mill has four stamps, employs three 
men, and uses what is known as the Mexican process in amal- 
gamating the ores, It has thus far been successful in its ope- 
ration, and is soon to be enlarged, as the power is sufficient to 
carry eight or ten stamps, 
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THE FLOWERY MILL, three miles east of Virginia, is driven 
by a forty horse power steam engine, made at the Vulcan 
Works, San Francisco. It runs but eight stamps, crushing 
twelve tons at, present, though its crushing apparatus will be 
extended to its full capacity as occasion may require. This 
mill is erected for custom work, runs night and day, and 
employs twenty men, and uses Dr. Veatch’s Process. A. C. 
Austin, superintendent. 


Tur BERTOLA MILL, No. 2, is situated at the junction of 
the Flowery Toll-road and Desert Cañon; water power, with 
wheel forty-two feet in diameter. Has ten stamps and thirty 
amalgamating pans of the Bertola patent—to be increased to 
sixty; employs ten hands, runs day and night, and crushes 
ten tons of rock per twenty-four hours. L. B. Brooks, super- 
intendent. 


THe OrrvE BRANCH MILL, driven by a thirty horse power 
steam engine, crushes about twenty-four tons of rock per day. 
It runs sixteen stamps and thirty-two of Knox’s amalgama- 
tors. The building covering this mill is seventy-two feet long 
and sixty wide. Connected with the establishment is a labor- 
atory for testing ores. It does custom work, employs twelve 
men, and runs night and day. Israel W. Knox, superin- 
tendent. 


IN THE CASTLE DISTRICT, north of Virginia, a number of 
ledges have been located, and samples of rock have been found 
that assay from fifty to two hundred dollars a ton in gold and 
silver, A considerable amount of work has been done on the 
Monticello, Alliance, St. Valentine, Northern Light, Pine Tree, 
and several other ledges.

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GOLD HILL DISTRICT. 

This District, lying south of and adjoining the Virginia Dis- 
trict, contains the most productive mines, as well as extensive 
quartz mills in the territory. Gold Hill proper, a mound-like 
mass of quartz rock, if both quality and quantity be consid- 
ered, equals, perhaps, anything ever before discovered. Yet 
it ıs remarkable not so much for the richness of the rock as’ 
the great amount it yields, and the facility with which it can 
be raised. The quartz taken from this locality does not, it is 
said, yield over sixty or seventy dollars to the ton, yet the 
ledge being from ten to sixty feet thick, becomes immensely 
valuable on account of its magnitude, the ground selling from 
five hundred to three thousand dollars per foot.

Gold Hill District, embracing Gold Cañon and a portion of 
American Flat, contains a multitude of claims in every stage of 
development, many of which are indisputably rich and well 
entitled to the attention of those desirous of investing money 
in this species of property. We have no means of obtaining 
full and accurate information in regard to most of these claims, 
but may mention the following as enjoying a good local repu- 
tation, viz: The Luzerne, Rich, Waller’s Defeat, Lucy Ella, St. 
Louis, Succor, Catahoula, Sharon, Foundry Lead, Hope, Ni- 
agara, Justice, Baltimore, American, Eureka, Pairman, What 
Cheer, Hawkeye, Lafayette, Mary Ann, Overman, Royal. 

The town of Gold Hill, situated at the rich mines, has had 
a rapid growth, having been built up and attained its present 
magnitude within the space of two years. It contains a num- 
ber of large fire-proof buildings. and is an active, lively place, 
being constantly thronged with heavy wagons hauling in lum- 
ber, fuel, goods, machinery, ete., or carrying away quartz to 
the milis, nearly all of which have heretofore obtained their 
rock from this place. ‘The roar of the numerous steam mills 
never ceases, nor are operations 3n the mines suspended for a 
moment, except on the Sabbath. There is a sufficiency of 
water flowing from the various tunnels opened near the town 
—some also being brought in from Virginia—for the mills thus 
far erected ; a better article for culinary purposes is to be fur- 
nished by the Virginia Water Company. 


Quartz Mills near Gold Hill. 

CooveER & Harris’ Міил-— tbe pioneer in this district, 
and claiming to be the first that ever got up steam in the Ter- 
ritory, like all the mills in this vicinity, is propelled by steam, 
The engine is a fifteen horse power, drives eight stamps, How- 
land battery, crushing six tons of rock per day; employ five 
men, and use Paul’s Concentrator and Knox’s pans.

WASHOE GOLD AND SILVER MiNING Company’s MILL— 
This building, erected in eighteen hundred and sixty, under 
the supervision of Almarin В. Paul, is one hundred and ten 
feet long and seventy-five wide, containing one hundred thoü- 
sand feet of lumber. The engine is of sixty horse power, 
drives eight Howland batteries—eight stamps each—in all six- 
ty-four, being the largest number in any mill in the Territory. 
` The machinery comes from the Miners’ Foundry, San Fran- 
cisco, and is very massive. Use Knox's pans and Paul's Mul- 
ler and Concentrating Tables; runs day and night, Sundays 
excepted, as do the mills generally throughout the country. 
All the operations of this mammoth establishment are con- 
ducted with system and skill, each having a separate apart- 
ment, perfect in all its parts and appliances. Being erected at 
a time when freights and matertal were high, the entire cost of 
this worl will not fall short of two hundred thousand dollars, 
nearly thirty thousand dollars having been expended for freight 
alone; one hundred and twenty tons of iron were used; and 
while being built, one hundred men were engaged, and it now 
gives constant employment to over fifty hands. The entire 
establishment is under the control of Mr. Almarin B, Paul, 
who ‘has the double credit of being the pioneer and most exten- 
sive and successful worker of quartz in the Territory. 


THe MARYSVILLE MinL—under superintendence of John 
Rule—is driven by a thirty-five horse power engine; runs 
eighteen stamps, of eight hundred and fifty pounds each, and 
four Chile mills, crushing thirty-six tons per day. Building 
seventy by fifty-five feet. Company employ twelve hands, 
use the Hungarian pans for amalgamating, and work by a pro- 
cess of their own. 


Gorp HILL QUARTZ MILL AND MINING Company.— Works 
erected in spring of '61. Building seventy-four by thirty-five 
feet; steam-engine of thirty-five horse power, from the Pacific 
Foundry, San Francisco; ran thirteen stamps, crushing fifteen 
tons per day. Rock from Rice Claim, Gold Hill. Employ 
nine hands, and use in amalgamating department twelve Knox 
and three Varney pans. S. H. Robinson, superintendent. 
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V CENTERVILLE MiLr.—Douglass, Wheeler & Co. proprietors. 
Ten stamps, of seven hundred and twenty-two pounds each, 
and two arrastras, propelled by a twenty horse power engine, 
capable of reducing fifteen tons of rock per day. Use sixteen 
pans for amalgamating, so arranged that steam can be intro- 
duced for facilitating the process. The pans are from the Min- 
ers’ Foundry, and other machinery from the Fulton Foundry, 
San Franciseo. Company employ twelve hands, have a pro- 
cess of their own, and purchase rock, or crush for customers. 
Building fifty-two by sixty feet. 


GRANITE MiLL.—Dast & Harris, proprietors. Stone, fire- 
proof building, eighty-six by forty-three feet; thirty-five fect 
high. Engine, forty hoise power; five straight batteries, four 
stanips each, crushing twenty-five tons per day. Proprietors 
employ eight men, and crush rock from their own claim at 
Gold Hill. Patio process used in amalgamating. Steam to 
be introduced. 


STEWART, KIRKPATRICK & Co's Mirr.—Building one hun- 
dred and twenty feet by fifty. Forty horse power steam-en- 
gine; sixteen stamps, crushing twenty-four tons of rock per 
day; employ twenty-five hands. Company crush their own 
rock; and for amalgamating use forty-eight Knox and sixteen 
Varney pans. Machinery from Miners’ Foundry, San Fran- 
cisco, Zenas Wheeler, superintendent. 


Union MiLL.—Owned by the Crown Point Mining Com- 
pany.—A. Staples, superintendent. It is furnished with a fif- 
teen horse power steam-engine, and has eight stamps, crushing 
ten tons of rock per day. Work Gold Hill rock, also rock 
from Crown Point Claim. Amalgamate with sixteen Hunga- 
rian bowls, working for gold only. Employ nine men. Com- 
pany incorporated with a capital of $120,000. Building forty 
by twenty feet. 


Crown Pornt MILL, at the mouth of Crown Point Ravine, 
is seventy feet long and forty wide. Has two straight batteries, 
of four stamps each, propelled by a twenty horse power engine. 
Employ eight men; crushes ten tons of rock per day, and uses

sixteen Hungarian bowls for amalgamating. Company crush 
their own rock from Crown Point. H. B. Summers, super- 
intendent. 


J. B. Gagnon & Cos Mitu.—Building sixty-one by fifty- 
eight feet. Steam engine thirty-four horse power. Employ 
nine hands; run four straight batteries, of four stamps each; 
crush tweuty-four tons per day. Purchase rock; also crush 
from own claim. Twenty-four Knox pans and eight steam 
flues are used in amalgamating. J. B. Gagnon, superintendent. 


DERRICK's MiLL.—lIs driven by a sixteen horse power steam 
engine, Has two straight batteries, four stamps each, and 
crushes sixteen tons of rock per day. Does custom work, and 
employs six hands. Proprietor uses a process of his own, and 
intends soon to introduce arrastras, working for both gold and 
silver. This mill was brought over the mountains in eighteen 
hundred and sixty, from Oregon Gulch, Butte County, Cali- 
fornia, where it was known as the White & Nutter Mill. Pres- 
ent superintendent, and one of the owners, F. Derrick. 


TrIstLE MiLL.—L. S. Bowers, proprietor—is covered by a 
building one hundred and eighty-three by forty-four feet. 
Runs two straight batteries of ten stamps each, and crushes 
twenty tonsof rock per day. Emplovs twelve men; uses forty 
Hungarian bowls. Proprietor has a process of his own, and 
erushes rock from his own claim, one of the best at Gold Hill. 


EcLiPSE MILL.—Grissim, De Land & Co. proprietors. Build- 
ing forty by seventy feet; engine twenty-four horse power; 
fifteen stamps, crushing twenty tons of rock daily, taken from 
owners’ claims. Smith & Dewey process in use. 


St. 0015 Co.'s Мит. Із situated in Gold Cañon, one-fourth 
mile above Devil's Gate. Building fifty by sixty feet. Has 
four arrastras and one of Broadhurst’s Crushers, capable of 
pulverizing twenty tons of rock daily; driven by a steam 
engine of forty horse power, from Miners’ Foundry, San Fran- 
cisco. The amalgamating is done by what is known as the 
" Sage Brush” process; the arrastras are of large size Mexican, 
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with modern improvements. The company crush rock taken 
from their own claim, situated near the celebrated “ Waller's 
Defeat" Claim, the first ever located below Gold Hill, having 
been taken up in August, eighteen hundred and fifty-nine. 
The St. Louis is also a very valuable piece of mining ground, 
and has been thoroughly opened by means of tunnels amount- 
ing in the aggregate to over à thousand feet. This mill em- 
ploys thirty hands, and is superintended by Samuel F. Curtis. 


On AMERICAN FLAT, within the limits of Gold Hill District, 
and about two miles south of the town, there are three quartz 
mills—two completed, and one in course of building—all driven 
by steam. "That of Smith, Nettleton & Co. runs ten stamps, 
and uses the Hatch process, with the Wakelee pans. They buy 
their rock, and crush about fifteen tons per day. The mill of 
McClelland & Davis is of large capacity, crushing thirty tons 
of rock per day. 

Toll-Roads, 

Leading from Gold Hill are two toll-roads—one owned by 
H. C. Howard, S. D. Bosworth, and G. D. Roberts; the other, 
by Waters, Blanchet & Carson. The former runs down Gold 
Cañon to Dayton, a distance of seven miles; and being the 
route over which most of the quartz passes to the various mills 
below, has an immense travel, with a corresponding income. 
It was commenced in September, ’59, and has cost about twenty 
thousand dollars. "The other extends from the town to the 
Half Way House, on the Carson Road—it was built in 1861, 
and cost twelve thousand dollars. There is also a short toll- 
road extending from Gold Hil to the limits of Virginia City, 
а distance of one mile—cost two thousand dollars. 


Pioneer Foundry and Machine Shop. 


Hyde, Booth & Company, proprietors. Situated on Gold 
Cafion, one half mile below Gold Hill. The building, a very 
extensive one, is of brick, two stories high, and built in a sub- 
stantial manner, resting on two fine arches, spanning the cafion. 
Both foundry and machine shop have proved of great service 
to the mines and mills in the vicinity, and also it is hoped suffi- 
ciently remunerative to its enterprising proprietors.

three miles; thence, westerly by a direct line, to the southern 
boundary of the Gold Hill Mining District, but running so as 
to include in this county the Devil’s Gate Toll House; thence, 
continuing westerly in the same course, to the eastern boundary 
of Washoe County; and thence, southerly, along the eastern 
boundary of said county, to the place of beginning. County- 
seat, DAYTON. 


Churehill County—Boundary. 

Beginning at the north-east corner of Storey County, and 
running south, along the eastern line of said county, to the 
northern line of Douglas County; thence, easterly along the 
said northern line of Douglas County, and the northern line of 
Esmeralda County, to the one hundred and sixteenth meridian; 
thence, north, along said meridian, to the fortieth degree of 
north latitude; thence, west, on the said fortieth degree, to 
where it strikes the old Immigrant Road leading from the 
Sink of the Humboldt to the lower crossing of Truckee River; 
thence, westerly, along said road, to the point of beginning, 
County-seat, BUCKLAND’S. 


As these two counties are, by the law erecting them, con- 
nected for judicial purposes, we shall consider them together. 
At the present time it is a question to be settled by the courts, 
whether they are also one for political purposes, or not—a set 
of officials for each claiming to have been chosen at the recent 
election. 5 
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Lyon County is named after the late General Lyon, who fell 
at the battle of Wilson’s Creek, near Springfield, while engaged 
suppressing the rebellion in Missouri last summer. Churchill 
is also named after an older and much esteemed officer in the 
army, the name having, in the first instance, been given to the 
fort erected within its limits in 1860. The general features of 
the country throughout both counties, as well as their geclogical 
characteristics and natural products, are very similar; they 
being, like Storey, less remarkable for their agricultural than 
for their mineral wealth. Several mining districts have been 
laid out within their boundaries,—some of thein at an early 
period. The Devil's Gate District, adjacent to Silver City, was 
the second regular mining district ever created in the Terri- 
tory— Virginia being the first. In nearly every direction about 
that town, for a distance of several miles, quartz veins rich in 
gold and silver are met with ; though the grounds of the Daney 
Company, in the southern part of the district, near Carson 
River, are by far the most valuable, rivaling, and in the esti- 
mation of many surpassing, those of Gold Hill. The rock taken 
from this claim is, no doubt, equal in riehness to any ever dis- 
covered in the Territory, yet the ledge is not so wide as in a 
number of claims at Gold Hill; the latter running from ten to 
forty, and even fifty feet in width, while that of the Daney 
reaches only from twelve to twenty-five feet. This mine, how- 
ever, has been opened with great care, and in the most scien- 
titic manner, besides being near extensive water power, which, 
by cheapening the cost of working the ore, will more than com- 
pensate for what it lacks ia being of equal magnitude with the 
best claims at Gold Hill. This valuable mine is distant in a 
straight line about five miles from those at Gold Hill, yet, as 
the rock obtained at the two localities is precisely similar, and 
it is in range with the supposed direction of the Comstock Lead, 
there is no longer any question as to its forming a part of the 
same. 

Placer mining was begun in Lyon County as early as 1840; 
very good diggings having been found at Chinatown, now Day- 
ton, by the immigration of that year. Here, and as far up Gold 
Cafion as the present site of Silver City, the bars paid at the 
rate of an ounce a day to the hand, for several years, aud very 
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fair wages for a much longer time. Even so late as the sum- 
mer of '59, these localities, as well as Six Mile Cafion, contin- 
ued to be worked, though they had by this time declined to 
about five dollar diggings, At Chinatown, also, the first house 
ever built east of what is now Carson City, was put up by 
James MeMarlin in the fall of 49. Having crossed the Plains 
that summer, he and his brother John finding a few persons at 
work there, stopped, and put up the old log building still stand- 
ing in the town, and afterwards used by Major Ormsby, and 
still later by Keller, as a store. John McMarlin, with a com- 
panion named John Williams, was killed by the Indians while 
paeking in from California in 1858. "This happened on the 
mountain about one mile above Slippery Ford hill, and was 
the work of some renegade Pah-Utes and Washoes, both these 
tribes having disclaimed the act, and exerted themselves to 
secure and punish the offenders. "The grave of Williams may 
still be seen in a grove of evergreens on a little flat near the 
road; the body of MeMarlin having been brought home, was 
buried on the farm where his brother now resides. 

At no other points than those mentioned do placer diggings 
of sufficient richness to pay for working appear to have been 
found, though there seems to have been an idea entertained by 
certain pioneer miners that silver existed on the Eastern Slope 
several years before the Comstock Lead was discovered. It 
cannot be said, however, that this was a prevalent opinion ; 
the notion having been confined, so far as we can learn, to a 
couple of brothers named Allen and Hosea Grosh. These 
men seem to have been possessed of а good deal of knowledge 
in regard to minerals, and had in some manner got the impres- 
sion that there were silver veins east of the Sierras. Hence, as 
early as '55 they emigrated to this side of the mountains, and 
working sufficiently at placer diggings to defray expenses, 
engaged in prospecting for that metal. Being of a quiet and 
reserved turn of mind, they never communicated much of 
their thoughts on this matter to their associates, nor were the 
latter of a class vexed with that thirst for knowledge that led 
them to be inquisitive on the subject. In fact, the brothers, 
though generally well-liked, were looked upon by their more 
thoughtless and hilarious companions as visionary fellows, 
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and as such were suffered to think their thoughts and pursue 
their business unquestioned and unheeded. Hence, although 
they were constantly engaged obtaining samples of rock, and 
testing it for silver, but little attention was paid to them or 
their labors, and both would have been forgotten but for the 
subsequent finding of that metal so near the scene of their 
explorations, and of which they might themselves have become 
the discoverers but for an accident that brought their work to 
asad and summary termination. In the year’57, Hosea Grosh, 
while at work in a shaft, struck the point of a pick into his 
foot, inflicting a severe wound, and one which, owing to the 
want of surgical skill, after a few days brought on lockjaw and 
proved fatal. At this time Comstock, who afterward gave his 
name to the celebrated silver lead, had a cabin a little below 
the spot where Silver City now stands, to which the young 
man was carried, and where Comstock attended him with his 
characteristic kindness. In '59 a mound was still to be seen 
opposite the cabin, a few rods up the hill, on the south side of 
Gold Cañon, marking the spot where poor Grosh had been 
buried. Like most of the early graves in this then quiet and 
lonely ravine—since changed into a thronged and busy thor- 
oughfare—it is now obliterated, and soon this pioneer of the 
silver land will rest, like most of the early adventurers on the 
“ Eastern Slope,” in an unknown and unmarked sepulchre. 
The surviving brother, pining for the loss of one to whom 
he seems to have been much attached, became disheartened, 
and returning to California himself soon after, sickened and 
died. With the death of these anfortunate men all purpose of 
seeking silver in these regions perished, leaving its existence 
to be revealed to the world, as has been the case in most nota- 
ble diseoveries of the kind, by the agency of accident alone. 
How these men came to think there was silver in this vicinity 
is not apparent, since they never communicated to any one 
their reasons for this opinion. They might have formed it 
from talking with those who had passed through the country 
concerning its geological features, or gathered it from the tra- 
ditions which assigned to the belt of which this formed a por- 
tion a marvelous wealth. Certain it is, they had just and 
well-defined notions in regard to the matter, and came very 
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near attaining the great object of their hopes and toils—how 
near will appear from the following circumstance: 

In the summer of '59, and but a few weeks after the discov- 
ery of the Comstock Ledge, H. Degroot, who has since visited 
nearly every important locality lying within the rim of the 
Great Basin, while examining the mountain ranges that skirt 
Gold Cañon, came upon a shaft sunk in a high bench on Griz- 
zly Hill, at the mouth of American Ravine. Аз the work had 
evidently been done a long time before, and there were remains 
of charcoal and evidences of a sort of smelting work having 
been erected on the spot, his curiosity was excited to learn 
something of its history. Examining the shaft more carefully, 
he found that it had been filled up near the top by means of 
logs placed across it, upon which dirt had been thrown, as if 
with the design of concealing its real depth—subsequently 
found to be forty feet. On inquiry he ascertained that this 
was the work of the Grosh brothers, who had here, two years 
before, actually taken out argentiferous rock, and reduced it in 
this rude furnace, within three miles of the Ophir Claim, where 
the great mother lead was first laid open, and on a direct line 
between that elaim and the Daney ground, now known to be 
à portion of that lead; so nearly did these ill-faring but well 
deserving men—dreamers in that day, seers in thi-—attain to 
fame and fortune in beeoming the finders of the great Com- 
stoek Ledge. 

None of the old residents were aware of the existence of 
this exeavation, though they knew these men had been at work 
in this neighborhood. It is a curious circumstance that this 
shaft having been re-opened in 1860, the remains of a female 
were fouud at the bottom of it, but whether they were those 
of a white or Indian, or how they came there, no one could 
tell. The opening now goes by the name of the “ Lost Shaft.” 

There are various other interesting reminiscences connected 
with the early history of the region embraced within the limits 
of these two counties, and which, if space allowed, we should 
be glad to enlarge upon. Here, at a point on Carson River 
thirty miles below Dayton, was the scene of the Williams 
Massacre, which led to the Indian war in the Spring of '60, 
that resulted so disastrously to the whites, and prostrated for 
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the time being, every interest in the country: here belongs, in 
good part, a narration of the sufferings and losses of the early 
immigrants, and here was the theatre of many a bold exploit 
on the part of the trappers who first pushed over the Rocky 
Mountains—while many an Indian legend and tale of heroism 
might be told of the tribes who at a former day inhabited this 
section. But all this must be left to the future chronicler of 
these primitive times, while we pursue our task of pointing 
out what, though perhaps less entertaining, is of more imme- 
diate use. 

As has been stated, there are several mining districts, con- 
taining numerous quartz ledges, within the borders of these 
two counties, Of these ledges the following, and perhaps many 
others, are entitled to mention, because of their manifest value; 
the large amount of work which has been performed upon them 
or some other circumstance, tending to give them notoriety : 
First is the Daney Ledge, worthy of extended comment for 
all the reasons stated. Near the Daney are anumberof claims 
possessing more or less value because of their supposed loca- 
tion on the same ledge; of these the Caney, named atter Col. 
Caney, the original locator, stands first—the Independence, 
Emigrant, White & Co., Maid of Erin, Ellsworth, Union, 
Fashion, Gov. N ye, United States, Wapella, Silver City, North 
America, Buckeye, Pride of the West, Mount Hope, Gold 
Bluff, Dorence, Wayne, American, Señorita, "Lost Shaft," Ver- 
milion, Del Rey, Chenango, Downs, Sarah Bladen, Twin 
Lode, Henry Gratton, Florence, Josephine, and the Wash- 
ingtor. 

The Montgomery Ledge, in the Palmyra District, nine miles 
east of Dayton, and the Whitman, three miles north-east of it, 
are considered valuable mines, and have both been extensively 
opened, the former by means of an eighty foot shaft with drifts, 
and the latter by a tunnel of large dimensions carried in over 
thirteen hundred feet. In the Montgomery Ledge gold pre- 
dominates; in the Whitman, silver. Several large ledges were 
located half a mile north of Fort Churchill, in the summer of 
'60, and a good deal of work done upon them, but of late no 
mining operations have been going on there. A portion of the 
Flowery District is in Lyon County, and the Silver Hill Dis- 
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trict, lying east of Carson Sink, is believed to contain many 
veins rich in argentiferous galena. 

In the Butte Mining District, seven miles east of Dayton, an 
extensive deposit of bituminous coal was found last August 
by Col. Whitman. The size of the field has not yet been 
fully determined, though a vein of genuine coal, and of supe- 
rior quality, has been struck on the Whitman Claim, and 
prospects equally good obtained on six or eight claims to the 
north and west, though these have not yet been so thoroughly 
opened. By very competent geologists, who have carefully 
examined these deposits and tested the coal, its discovery is 
looked upon as hardly of secondary importance to the finding 
of the precious metals themselves, since the product of the 
latter must in a few years be greatly circumscribed without 
the aid of this fuel. With adequate supplies of this the pro- 
prietors of the mines and mills may dismiss all anxiety as to 
their productiveness in future. Signs of coal are also said to 
exist at a point north-east of Dayton, on the strength of which 
a number of claims have been taken up and shafts commenced 
for prospecting them. It will thus be seen that this portion of 
the Territory is not destitute of the precious metals, nor yet of 
that still more useful mineral so necessary to their successful 
extraction. 


SILVER CITY.—Quartz Mills. 


PIONEER MILL OF THE WASHOE GOLD AND SILVER MIN- 
ING COMPANY, No. 1, is situated at Silver City, immediately 
below the Devil's Gate. It 15 Ше first quartz mill ever put up, 
as well as started, within the limts of Nevada Territory, hav- 
ing commenced running August 18, 1860. It was erected 
under the superintendence of Mr. Almarin B. Paul, who has 
since continued to conduct its operations with credit to himself 
and profit to the owners, of whom he is one. The machinery 
is driven by a powerful steam-engine, working thirty-two 
stamps, and having a capacity to crush thirty tons of rock per 
day. It gives employment to fifteen men, and uses twenty- 
four amalgamating pans with Paul’s Concentrating Tables. 


Berke & Co’s MiLL—Formerly McNulty’s Mill—is situated 
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at the junction of Gold Cañon and American Ravine, in the 
lower end of Silver City. It was the second quartz mill started 
in the Territory, and has always been run with success. It is 
at present owned by Burke, Hillyer & Brevoort, the latter being 
superintendent. It is driven by steam; has five stamps, with a 
grate battery; two of Brevoort's Grinders, working on the 
principle of the grist mill, and crushing the coarser rock not 
passing through the grates. It is also furnished with ten of 
Brevoort's Grinders and a ten-foot arrastra, and erushes about 
ten tons per day. Like Paul's Mill, this cost a large sum, hav- 
ing been put up when everything was expensive. 


TreNcH’s Мил, Ви in the summer of '60, at a cost of 
about forty thousand dollars, is situated on American Ravine, 
near its mouth. It 1з propelled by a thirty horse power steam 
engine, has twelve stamps, and erushes twelve tons of rock 
per day, from the proprietors—Trench & Sparrow's—claim at 
Gold Hill The mill uses two of Brevoort's Grinders. In the 
amalgamating department are used eighteen of Trench's pans, 
and the Hatch process, being the first to make use of it in the 
Territory. Work for both gold and silver; employ sixteen 
hands in the mill, whieh is under the supervision of Mr. Joseph 
Trench. The main building is eighty by fifty feet, with 
dwellings, out-stables and other out-buildings. 


SILVER Ciry Quartz MinL—J. Lambert, G. T. Weaver, 
and J. W. Sullivan, proprietors —is located a little above 
Trench’s Mill, and has a thirty-five horse power steam-engine ; 
five stamps; two Brevoort's Grinders; crushes ten tons per 
day. Amalgamates with nineteen Brevoort's pans, saving both 
gold and silver, and by a process of their own. This mill com- 
menced running in February, 1861, and cost about thirty-tive 
thousand dollars. 


Union Minr—Johu C. Curry, foreman—on American Ra- 
vine, about fifty yards above Silver City Mill; driven by steam, 
with a forty horse power engine; runs ten stamps, crushing ten 
tons of rock per day. Company employ six hands, and amal- 
gamate with the Hungarian bowl; crush custom rock. 
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PIONEER QUARTZ Co's MILL, in Gold Cañon, near Devil's 
Gate, has a forty horse power steam-engine, running three 
five-stamp batteries, crushing twenty tons of rock per day. 
Work ten men in two changes. Company use Knox's Amal- 
gamator, together with an improvement of their own in the 
muller and in the steam die, answering as a false bottom and 
heater in working for silver. Will shortly crush rock from 
their own claim at Gold Hill. George L. Smith, superintend- 
ent of Mill; John П, Todman, superintendent of Mine. 


SWANSEA MILL AND MINING Company.—Messrs. Tregloan, 
Long, Johns, Nevins, Dunn, Hutehison, Goodrich and Carrick, 
proprietors, Situated in Gold Cafion, one mile below Silver 
City. Has а forty horse power steam-engine; twelve stamps, 
weighing eight hundred pounds each. Machinery from Pacific 
Foundry, San Franeiseo. Crush twenty tons per day ; doing 
custom work, and purchase rock. Work for both gold and 
silver, Employ twelve hands. Amalgamate with Hungarian 
bowls. John Tregloan, superintendent. 


EXCELSIOR MILL.—Situated a little above the Swansea. Is 
driven by a forty-tive horse power steam-engine, built at the 
Vulean Tron Works, S San Francisco. Has eight double-stem- 
med stamps, weighing nine hundred pounds each, crushing 
sixteen tons per day—soon to have its present capacity doubled. 
Use process similar to one now employed at Derriek's Mill, at 
Gold Hill, and also two ten-foot arrastras.

The history of this town, one of the earliest settled, and now 
one of the most thrifty and promising east of the mountains, 
is worthy of notice, as illustrating the rapid growth of well- 
situated localities, and the almost inextricable confusion in 
which the title to much of the most valuable real estate in the 
Territory has been involved, through the neglect of our legis- 
lators, the absence of lawful authority, and the violence and 
injustice of certain classes of our people. At this point, as we 
have seen, а trading post was erected in 1849, for the accom- 
modlation of those engaged in minihg near by, as well as for 
the immigrant trade for which it was favorably situated, being 
at one end of what was termed the "Little" or “Ten Mile 
Desert “—the stretch of barren country between there and 
Dutch Nick's. During the subsequent ten years quite a little 
hamlet grew up, being mostly composed of miners’ cabins, and 
the hovels of the Chinese, who, to the number of thirty or 
forty, first came in during the year 1856, and increasing after- 
Wards to one hundred and eighty, again fell off to about the 
original number in 1859, when the silver was discovered. The 
presence of this people in so large number imparted to the 
place the name of Chinatown, an appellation it continued to 
bear until the summer of 1861, when, after an abortive attempt 
of fastening upon it the absurd title of “ Nevada City." it was 
christened Dayton, a name the good people haying at a meet- 
ing held November è, 1861, duly indorsed, that will no doubt 
be generally adopted. 

The discovery of the rich mines in 1859, instead of benefit- 
ing, was, in the first instance, an injury to Chinatown, by 
drawing away not only the mining population but also many 
of its permanent residents, and causing such houses as were 
built of lumber to be taken down and removed to Virginia 
and Gold Hill. Thus the town was reduced to five or six 
houses, and its business nearly dried up. Its principal resi- 
dents in July of that year, were Joseph Keller and Isaac 
Cohen, selling goods in the Old Pioneer Log Store; W. H. 
Howe, trading in the building he still occupies; Mr. A. Nall, 
living with his family opposite Keller’s, keeping a public 
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house; М. Smith and family, near Nall’s; Mr. J. Wood, 
keeping a buteher shop; Charles Pandorff, miner, having a 
small frame house still standing a little east of Keller's; De- 
groot & Tagliabue, having a store near where the Tyler House 
now stands. Morris Epstein also opened a store during this 
summer in the west part of the town near Rose's Ditch; Wm. 
R. Johnson took the buteher shop of Mr. Wood in September, 
and became & permanent resident. There was also а black- 
smith shop in the place, and several transient families, besides 
the Chinese, who to the number of thirty-five were living in a 
group of huts made of stones, mud and tule, and forming a 
sort of ^ Chinese quarter" west of the Old Log Store, and on 
the same side of the street. In the fall Messrs. Logan & Holmes 
started а four-stamp quartz mill driven by horse power on the 
flat one quarter of a mile south of the town—Messrs. Hastings 
& Woodworth having a little before erected a water mill one 
mile further up the river. During the month of September 
Messrs. Degroot, Tagliabue & Johnson, took up a tract of land 
on Carson River below and adjoining the town, which, as they 
also secured the stream, was the first attempt ever made at 
securing а water privilege on that river, so early did these 
gentlemen perceive the wealth of the country and appreciate 
the advantages of this point for milling purposes. 

The winter of 1859 and 1800, as is well known, was a very 
severe one, and Chinatown, instead of going ahead, scarcely 
held its own in the matter of population and improvement. In 
February, however, a company composed mostly of residents 
of Carson City, proceeded to lay out а town immediately below 
the ancient village to which they gave the name of “ Mineral 
Rapids" А single cabin put up about the same time constituted 
the sum total of improvements made in the new city that year. 
Early in the spring Henry Degroot inclosed and planted a gar 
den on his claim, being the first effort at cultivation ever made 
in this seetion of country. During the Indian difficulties that 
followed soon after, his place was despoiled, but whether by 
the whites or savages was never ascertained. Throughout the 
summer of 1860, business as well as improvements languished 
in this entire neighborhood, and nothing was done. During 
the ensuing fall greater attention began to be paid to taking 
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up water privileges on Carson River, and before winter this 
stream had been claimed for these purposes from the mouth of 
Clear Creek to Reed's Station, a distance of twenty-five miles. 
The building of mills, begun the year before, was now entered 
upon more largely and pushed with energy, giving a new im- 
pulse to the town, which has since continued growing, until it 
is now the third—as it will shortly be the first place in the 
Territory. That this latter opinion may not seem unfounded, 
we may state that there are now within a distance that makes 
Dayton their natural and. most convenient center, twenty-one 
quartz mills in operation, with half as many more in course of 
construction, or soon to be undertaken. Nor is her dependence 
solely, or even chiefiy upon the water power in the neighbor- 
hood. When this shall be employed to its utmost capacity, а 
still more important motor agent will be found in the coal near 
by, and which, with a railroad completed to Gold Hill, and a 
wagon road track to the Daney grounds, will make this town 
the grand center of a milling and mining interest, the combined 
products of which can only be computed by millions. 

The right to construct the railroad, above referred to, was 
granted by the Legislative Assembly at its recent. session, and 
is to be completed from Gold Hill to Dayton, and thence to 
Carson City, by the first of June, 1864—0therwise the grant is 
to be null and. void. 

Dayton is now situated on the great Overland Route, and at 
a point from which the travel cannot well be diverted. А new 
road has lately been completed across the Pine Nut Range, 
intersecting the main route to the Mono country, shortening 
the distance now traveled in going there from Virginia fully 
twenty miles, and thus placing Dayton on what will soon be 
another great thoroughfare, and making it, as it is now the 
most central, also the most accessible point from all parts of 
the Territory, 


Quarts Mills. 

With two or three exceptions, the mills in the Dayton Dis- 
trict aro driven by water, and run day and night, Sundays 
excepted. Commencing with the highest on the Carson River, 
being within the limits of Lyon County, we have the 
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EUREKA MILL, situate one mile below Stewart & Henning’s, 
described in sketch of Ormsby County, driven by two center- 
discharge wheels, the опе six and the other six and one half feet 
in diameter; water brought through ditch and flume fifteen 
hundred feet, from a dam one hundred and twenty feet wide; 
building eighty by seventy-five feet, erected in 1861; employ 
twenty-five hands; has twenty stamps, four arrastras, and 
crushes thirty tons of rock per day. Company purchase rock, 
also crush their own from Gold Hill. In the amalgamating 
department is used Hurd’s process, forty-two [Hungarian bowls, 
twelve copper concentrators, six flues, and two Varney pans; 
mill six miles from company’s mine at Gold Hill. 


Next, one and a half miles below the Eureka, is 


THe San Francisco MiLL—Charles Itgen, A. Н. Doscher, 
Charles Me Williams, and William C. Davol, proprietors. This 
mill runs twenty stamps, crushing twenty tons rock per day. 
The company employ ten men; do custom work at present, 
but will shortly crush rock from their own claim at Gold Hill. 
The main building is sixty feet by fifty; the machinery is 
driven by a center-discharge wheel, six and one half feet in 
diameter. The water is conducted to the wheel from a sub- 
stantial dam four hundred feet above, through a tlume two feet 
by four, which carries but about one half the water the com- 
pany have control of. As the demand becomes urgent, the 
whole will be brought into use. This establishment is fur- 
nished with a steam-boiler for heating the water employed in 
the batteries. The ‘iron work is from the Miners’ Foundry, 
San Francisco. The company amalgamate by means of the 
Hatch process, which, after a long and thorough trial, they pro- 
nounce the acme of gold and silver saving inventions, claim- 
ing that the ores treated by this method yield twenty, and in 
some cases, forty per cent. more than by any other yet discov- 
ered, William C. Davol, superintendent. 


Tug FRANKLIN MILL, a little further down the river, and 
nearly opposite the renowned Daney Ledge, is a large and sub- 
stantial structure, the main edifice being thirty by sixty feet, 
built with the greatest care and of the best material. The mill 
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is driven by a center-discharge wheel six and a half feet in 
diameter with twenty-four inch buckets. The water is con- 
ducted one half mile through a flume seven feet wide, and 
capable of carrying twice the quantity required for the capacity 
of the present mill, The latter, however, is to be enlarged so 
as to use the entire body of water in a short time. The dam 
is built of stone, and very massive, being twenty feet wide at 
the bottom and ten at-the top. The iron work and machinery, 
all unusually heavy, and of the highest finish, are from the 
foundry of Booth & Co., Marysville. For the present but ten 
stamps and two arrastras, crushing twenty tons of rock per 
day, will be brought into use. Fifteen men are now employed, 
a force that will be augmented with the contemplated enlarge- 
ment of the mill. The process here used consists of the shak- 
ing tables, with Hungarian bowls and riffles. This mill was 
built for the express purpose of crushing the ore from the lead 
of the Daney Company, it being distant from their grounds 
опе mile and a half. А fine wagon road has been built between 
the two points, which, having a moderate descent from the 
mine to the mill, greatly facilitates the transportation of the 
rock, Cost of road, dam, mill, and outbuildings, about sixty 
thousand dollars. Owners of a mine immensely prolific, with 
a water power of such capacity in close proximity, out of debt, 
and able to supply other mills than their own with their rich 
ores, this company would seem to be in the best possible con- 
dition for effecting advantageous sales of their property, if 
such be their purpose, or carrying on their operations with 
eminent success, Superintendent of the mill, J. McDonald ;. 
of the mine, Mr. Leon Level. 


Barton & Co/s Mirr—is situated on the east bank of the 
river, between Sproul's Mill and the Franklin; J. N. Barton, 
J. В. Brett, Levi Hite and John Barton, proprietors, The 
water is carried through a race one and a half miles from а 
substantial dam to the mill, which crushes by means of four 
arrastras, reducing eight tons of rock per day. Crushes rock 
from the proprietors’ claim adjoining the Sabine ground at 
Gold Hill, which is found to yield almost equal to any taken 
from the well-known claims at that place. Company employ

seven hands, and make use of the Patio process. J. N. Barton, 
superintendent. 


SPROUL & Co's Excetsior MiILL—on the same side of the 
river, and a, little below Barton’s, runs ten stamps, with water- 
power sufficient to carry over a hundred. The water is con- 
veyed to the mill through a ditch twenty-five feet wide and 
fifty-five rods long, being taken from a dam one hundred and 
seventy-five feet in width, the construction of both costing 
over five thousand dollars. The machinery is propelled by an 
iron turbine wheel five feet in diameter. The amalgamating 
process is conducted by means of twenty Hungarian pans, the 
company using а silver process of their own, which they be- 
lieve will prove effectual. Fifteen hands are now employed, a 
number that will be increased with the contemplated enlarge- 
ment of the mill; crushing rock from the owners’ claim at 
Gold Hill. Proprietors, J. R. Sproul, C. C. Goodwin, Levi 
Hite, and J. R. Brett, the former being also superintendent. 


Carson RIVER QUARTZ MinL—Joseph Woodworth, Wm. 
Stewart, and John B. Winters, proprietors—is situated at a 
locality on Carson River known as Camp Woodworth, one 
and one half miles above Dayton. The mill, which contains 
ten stamps and four large arrastras, ig driven by two turbine 
wheels, securing a large amount of power. The water is 
brought through a ditch twenty-three feet wide, and two thou- 
sand fect long. It employsten hands, and crushes twenty tons 
of rock per day. The Hungarian Bowls and the Hayden pro- 
cess are used. Company crush rock from their own claim— 
the Henderson—at Gold Hill With its numerous outbuildings 
the establishmént forms quite a hamlet, Mr. Mosheimer having 
a ten stamp mill immediately adjoining. The first quartz mill 
erected in the Territory was at this spot, having been put up 
by Hastings & Woodworth, in the fall of 1859. The first 
steam mill, as we have said, was put up by Mr. Paul, at Silver 
City, the following summer. The Carson River Mill is under 
the superintendence of J. D. Winters. 


THe AURORA MrLLs—owned by J. Mosheimer, John D. 
Winters, Joseph D. Winters, and G. Kustel—the latter superin- 
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tendent, is located on Carson River, one-fourth of a mile south 
of Dayton. The establishment first started at this point was 
the four-stamp horse power mill of Logan & Holmes, started 
as has been mentioned in the fall of '59. It wasa mere exper- 
imental work for testing the Gold Hill rock, and having 
answered its purpose, was superseded by a water mill the 
following summer. The present mill has three crushing de- 
partments, one supplied with ten, the other with twelve, and 
a third with sixteen stamps, which, in connection with three 
arrastras, crush forty tons of rock per day. The company 
employ forty hands, and crush their own rock from Gold Hill. 
In the amalgamating department they use the Hungarian 
bowls, the percussion and concentrating tables, barrels and 
pans, working for both gold and silver. The mill is driven by 
two turbine wheels of thirty horse power each. The water is 
brought through a race six hundred yards long. 


KELLER & Co's MiLL—situated on the west side of the river, 
a few hundred yards below the Aurora, is sixty by seventy-five 
feet in extent; runs fifteen stamps, and four arrastras, crushing 
about twenty tons of rock per day. It is driven by a center- 
discharge wheel, employs eight hands, and works the ore for 
both gold and silver. Proprietors, Joseph Keller and Isaac 


Cohen. 


SonLowoN & Ja4cons  Mirrn—a little below Keller’s, on the 
same side of the river, is a steam mill of small capacity, work- 
ing ten arrastras, and employing about the same number of 
hands. 


SuTRO's MILL.—À few rods further down is a mill working 
ten hands It has ten stamps, and crushes about twelve tons 
of rock per day. 


THE Dayron MiLnLL—Ford, Berry & Co., proprietors—is 
situated atthe lower end of the town of Dayton. The ma- 
chinery of this mill is propelled by water. It now runs fif 
teen stamps, but the company have sufficient power to drive 
double the number, and the mill is soon to undergo a corre- 
sponding enlargement. They now employ six hands and crush

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about fifteen tons of rock per day. Use in the amalgamating 
department the improved Hungarian pans. Their dam and 
flume are substantial structures, and were built ata heavy 
expense. Тһе mill is under the superintendence of L. J. 
Carr. 


Tur MrxERAL Rapips MiLL—located on the west bank of 
Carson River, a few rods from the Dayton Mill, and owned by 
Colton & Smith, is driven by a forty horse power steam-engine, 
from the Vulcan Foundry, San Francisco. It runs ten stamps 
and four twelve foot arrastras, crushing twenty tons of rock 
per day. The Hungarian pans are used in working for gold, 
and Johnson's method, for saving the silver. The proprietors 
do custom work and purchase ores. 


Tur Rock Pornt MinL—situated on the west bank of the 
river, one fourth of a mile below Dayton—is owned by Hugh 
Logan, J. R. Logan, James P. Holmes, and John Black. It is 
driven by water, and is one of the most extensive establish- 
ments in the country, the main building being ninety feet by 
one hundred feet, and the power equal to one hundred horses. 
It has forty stamps for fine, and two large ones for coarse 
crushing, and is capable of reducing fifty tons of rock per day, 
working it for both gold and silver. Thirty hands are em- 
ployed, and in the amalgamating department sixteen of Var- 
ney's and thirty-two of Howland's pansare used. The tailings 
from these are subjected to the Patio process. The machinery 
is from the Miners’ Foundry, San Francisco. The water is 
brought a distance of two thousand feet, nine hundred of which 
is through a flume ten feet wide and three feet deep. The 
dam is built of stone and timber, and with the race cost over 
ten thousand dollars. The entire cost of the establishment 
will be about seventy-five thousand dollars. The wheel isa 
ponderous structure, being sixteen fect in diameter, twelve 
feet breast, and furnished with forty buckets, which when full 
carry 2 weight of six thousand pounds. The mill crushes 
rock from the Logan & Holmes Claim, at Gold ПШ, one of the 
best in that locality. The proprietors have constructed a new 
road for hauling down rock, which, besides shortening the dis- 
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tance over a mile, secures a better grade than the old route. 
Superintendents, Logan and Black. Builder, John Greentree. 


FREEBORN & SHELDON's MILL, formerly Shaw's, is situated 
on the east side of Carson River, three quarters of a mile 
below Dayton. The entire establishment is on a large scale, 
the building being seventy-five feet square, and the machinery 
driven by a Turbine wheel five feet in diameter, and weigh- 
ing five thousand pounds, the heaviest of the kind in the 
country. The machinery is from the Vulcan Foundry, San 
Francisco. The mill, when run to its full capacity, will oper- 
ate forty-cight stamps, twenty-four now being in use. The 
Norton pan and process are employed for amalgamating. The 
owners purchase their rock, employ fifteen hands, and crush 
about thirty tons per day. The ditch and tail-race are three 
quarters of a mile long, and cost six thousand dollars, The 
entire cost of the work will be about forty thousand dollars. 
William Freeborn and Mark Sheldon, owners; J. S. Akin, 
superintendent. 


GAUTIER’s MILL, situated below Shaw’s, on the same side 
of the river, is driven by water conducted through an expens- 
ive ditch nearly a mile long. It employs eight hands, and 
runs ten stamps, crushing fifteen tons of rock per day. Pro- 
cess is 2 new invention by Dr. Gautier, who superintends the 


mill. Owners, H. V. McCullough and L. P. Gautier. 


THe SuccoR MILL, one and a half miles below Dayton, on 
the west bank of Carson River, is driven by a six foot central 
discharge water-wheel, which carries fiftcen stamps, capable of 
crushing twenty tons of rock per day. The building is sixty 
feet square, and very substantial The water is brought the 
distance of half a mile through a ditch thirty feet wide. The 
company crush rock from their own lead—the Suecor—on 
Gold Cañon, half a mile above Devil's Gate; employ twelve 
hands, and use Varney's pans for amalgamating. Mill super- 
intended by J. B. Moore; owned by George Stead, Benjamin 
Ober, J. R. H. "Waller, J. H. Moore, Henry Durant, Mr. 
Hobart, and Elliot J. Moore. 
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FROTHINGHAM & CoxPANY'S MILL, on Carson River, four 
miles below Dayton, is driven by water; runs three stamps 
and four arrastras, capable of crushing eight tons of rock per 
day. Owned by Peter Frothingham, D. W. Rice, L. A. Rice, 
and John Black. P. Frothingham, superintendent. 


Besides these mills now completed, there are several others 
within a few miles of Dayton, on which work has been com- 
menced, with a number of mill-sites yet unimproved, but 
which will, no doubt, be brought into requisition within a year 
or two at farthest.

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LAKE COUNTY. 


BEGINNING at the north-west corner of Washoe County, and 
running easterly along the northern boundary of said county 
to the mouth of Truckee River; thence, due east, to the sum- 
mit of the first range of mountains east of said river; thence, 
in a northerly direction, along said range, and the main granite 
range of mountains, to the Oregon line; thence, west, along 
said line, to the summit of the Sierra; thence, south, along 
said summit, to the place of beginning. 


Of the greater portion of this county, embracing the north- 
western corner of the Territory, but little is known; the inform- 
ation extant in regard to it having been derived chiefly from 
the trappers who visited it at an early day, or from the pros- 
pectiug parties that have more recently roamed over it. The 
reports of the various surveying expeditions that have crossed 
its southern part in the service of the Government, have also 
thrown some light upon the geography of this section. A num- 
ber of Passes through the Sierra Nevada exist in this region, 
being well adapted for wagon-roads, and, as the governmental 
surveys show, also entirely feasible for railways. The altitude 
of the mountains here is much diminished, and in what will 
constitute the northern portion of Lake County, should the new 
boundary be obtained, the Sierra subsides into broken hills or 
detached groups of mountains, admitting of easy passage to 
wagons through any portion of them. Leading across this 
rugged country, from the Great Basin into Oregon and North- 
ern California, are several trails and routes struck out by Fré- 
mont, Lassen, and other early explorers, after whom they are 
still called; and the name of some one of whom should have 
been given to the county since erected, instead of the insipid 
and senseless one it now bears. Every dictate of gratitude and 
propriety suggested the name of Peter Lassen,—the noble old 
pioneer who, the first to enter, finally lost his life in exploring 
these wild regions,—as that which should have been bestowed 
upon the county. 


In Long Valley, about Honey Lake, and in many districts 
15 
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further north, there is a considerable amount of good land alike 
adapted to culture and tillage. For stock raising, many por- 
tions of this region are especially well-fitted, water being plen- 
tiful, and the grass abundant and nutritious, while the climate 
is so mild that. cattle suffer but little from either the cold or 
storms of winter. In Honey Lake, where many of the settlers 
own à thousand head of stock, neither feeding or stabling is 
ever necessary; the cattle keeping in good condition by what 
they ean pick the entire year round. Great quantities of excel- 
lent butter and cheese are made, which hitherto found a good 
market in the mines of the northern part of Plumas County, 
but will henceforth be disposed of at even better prices in the 
Humboldt Mines, lying one hundred miles to the east, and 
with which this district is conneeted bv means of a good wagon- 
road. The whole of the arable land in this valley is not only 
taken up but fenced and improved—the original settlers claim- 
ing six hundred and forty acres each. Over ten thousand acres 
of land were sown last year, tbe produet of which was fully 
equal to the average yield of California, By the late census, 
the territory embraced within this eounty contained one thou- 
sand and seventy-three white inhabitants, most of whom reside 
in Long Valley and the vieinity of Honey Lake. 

At the south end of Pyramid Lake a Reservation has been 
set apart for the Indiaus, to which some five or six hundred 
having been collected, are now living in contentment and 
peace, subject to Winnemucea, the famed Chief of the Pah- 
Ute nation. Under the just and judicious management of 
Governor Nye this people have been reconciled with the whites, 
and assured that this, their favorite place of abode, shall be 
secured to them as a permanent home; they are desirous of 
cultivating the soil and of receiving instructions in the arts of 
civilized life. To Mr. Warren Wassen, acting as sub-Indian 
Agent, much credit is due for his wise policy, and humane 
treatment of the tribes committed to his charge during a long 
period of difficulty and danger. 

It is the opinion of those who have seen most of this region 
of country, that it contains valuable deposits of both the useful 
and precious metals. Both placer diggings and auriferous 
quartz were discovered, and extensively worked some two 
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years ago, at a point three miles from Susanville, the principal 
settlement in Honey Lake Valley. Near Black Rock Springs, 
one hundred miles to the north-east, argentiferous rock was 
found several years ago, sufficiently rich to attract remark at 

“the time, and it was, while in search of silver veins believed 
to exist in this region, that Lassen was afterwards killed, hav- 
ing, as is supposed, been mistaken by the savages, with whom 
he was always on the most friendly terms, Prior to the Indian 
troubles much prospecting had been done in the mountains 
west of Pyramid Lake, where good-looking quartz ledges are 
said to abound. Operations suspended by that event have not 
since been resumed, wherefore there is, as yet, but little where- 
on to basean intelligent opinion touching the mines in that 
quarter. 


HUMBOLDT COUNTY. 


BEGINNING at the north-east corner of Storey County, and 
running easterly along the Immigrant Road leading to the Sink 
of the Humboldt, to the fortieth degree; thence, east, along 
said line, to the eastern boundary of the Territory; thence, 
north, along the eastern boundary, to the northern boundary 
of the Territory; thence, west, along said boundary line, to 
the north-eastern corner of Lake County; thence, south, along 
the boundary lines of Lake and Washoe counties, to the point 
of beginning. County-seat, UNIONVILLE, 


This county, named after the principal river flowing through 
it, covers an area of about twenty thousand square miles, being 
the largest in the Territory. So far as known, it is pretty 
much an entire desert, scarce capable of giving support to the 
savage, or sustenance to the wild beast. North of the river, 
and between it and the Oregon line, there is said to be a better 
country; both grass and water, as well as timber, being more 
abundant, But, as this region has been but little explored, it 
might be premature to claim for it any great superiority over 
the balance, which is known to be a hideous waste of barren 
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mountains and burning sands, Only for the mineral wealth it 
is supposed to contain, there would be but little to attract even 
the most adventurous into this dreary wilderness, or to render 
it tolerable as the abode of civilized man. That certain por- 
tions of it, at least, do contain mines rich in the precious met- 
als, is no longer a question to be settled—it is а well ascer- 
tained fact. 

As early as the fall of '69, parties who had passed down the 
Ifumboldt came to the conelusion, after having their attention 
awakened by the diseoveries at Virginia City, that there was 
silver near the great bend of that river. Louis Babo, who had 
driven the stage on the Salt Lake route, notieed the ledges of 
quartz rock cropping from the side of the mountains near that 
point, and mentioned the cireumstance to а German named 
Frank Johnson, who, being of an adventurous turn, made up 
his mind to visit the spot. Accordingly, in the month of May 
following, having associated with him a fellow-countryman, 
they set out for the Humboldt, guided by such information as 
had been obtained from Babo. This was about the time of the 
Indian fracas; and when they reached George Dittenrider's, at 
the Sink of the Humboldt, hearing of the massacre at Williams’ 
two nights before, Johnson's companion beeame alarmed and 
went baute Falling in with Dabo, however, these two went 
on seventy miles to Lindsey's Cafion, the present site of Hum- 
boldt City, and there filled a sack with samples of rock from 
. different ledges, Before leaving, Babo sickened, and they were 
„detained three weeks in the cation. On getting back to Ditten- 

rider’s, they found the buildings burnt—only the stone walls 
standing, as they are still to be seen, and the place deserted. 
Every other station along the road was abandoned, and the 
whole country so completely forsaken that they did not see a 
living creature except an aged squaw and a dog until they 
reached Virginia—the Indians and whites, equally terrified, 
having fled in opposite directions. Before leaving the cation 
these men took up claims, and established a district; and thus 
were the Humboldt mines tirst discovered and brought into 
notice. 

The rock they had obtained was tested and found to be rich 

in both gold and silvet, yet so profound was the terror inspired 
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by the Indians, that no one ventured back to the Humboldt 
until late in the fall, when John M. Winn and A. J. Sloan, 
gathering up a small party, went in, and finding the prospects 
highly encouraging located claims and continued working them 
vigorously through the winter. In the spring a large immigra- 
tion set in, coming mostly from Honey Lake and Plumas Coun- 
ty; and to such an extent had the population increased, that 
by the middle of August, 61, when the census was taken, they 
numbered four hundred and sixty-nine, as appeared by the 
Marshal's report. Since that time further additions have been 
made to the population, which now count up fully eight hun- 
dred in the several mining districts, of which there are some 
ten or twelve already laid out. Several small towns have 
sprung up—Humboldt City, with a population of over two 
hundred, being the largest. 

As yet no mills have been erected in these mines, though а 
multitude of water privileges have been taken up, and mill- 
sites located upon the numerous streams flowing down the 
mountains. Various parties have made arrangements for build- 
ing mills as soon as the spring opens, and there is little doubt 
but the next season will witness a number of these in active 
and profitable operation. That there are many paying—not 
to say exceedingly rieh—Qquartz ledges in this section, is well 
established ; and although its remoteness from the great points 
of mining supplies may somewhat retard their development, 
this country is as surely destined to fill up with people, and to 
become a great producer of the precious metals, as any other 
under the sun. 

The following ledges are held in good estimation in the dis- 
triets where they are severally located, viz: the Huntington, 
Cuba, California, Johnson, Humboldt, Edward Payne, Bennett, 
Louisiana, Canada, Wyoming, Wabash, Tehama, Sally Wilson, 
Magna Charta, Bonny Louisa, Prinee Royal, Accident, Seward, 
King, Orleans, Sheba, Franklin, Adams, Mammoth, Cosmopol- 
itan, Blue, St. Bernard, Washington, National, Alba Nueva, 
Pera, Golden Eagle, Congress, Independence, Inskip, Buena 
Vista, Governor Downey, Winfield Scott, Morning Star, Kos- 
suth, and Langford. 

Nearly all these ledges, and many others of perhaps equal 
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value, have been opened by means of tunnels or shafts, some 
of which are extensive and costly works. From several claims 
quantities of rich rock have been extracted, part of which has 
been shipped to San Francisco, and the balance retained till 
such time as mills can be had for reducing it. Both assays 
and crushings have uniformly proved this ore to be equal to 
that obtained anywhere in the Territory outside of the Com- 
stock Lead. 


ESMERALDA COUNTY. 


BEGINNING at a point where the thirty-seventh degree of 
north latitude intersects the one hundred and sixteenth merid- 
jan, and running west along said thirty-seventh degree, to the 
California line; thence, along said line, in a north-westerly 
direction, to the summit of the divide between the east and 
west forks of Walker River; thence, along said divide, in a 
northerly direction, to the head waters of Desert Creek; thence, 
following down the middle of said creek, to a point where it 
debouches from the mountain; thence, following the base of 
the mountain to the west branch of Walker River; thence, 
across said river, to the base of the mountain; thence, follow- 
ing the base of the mountain in a direct line, as near as may 
be, to Mason’s Ranch; thence, due east, to the one hundred 
and sixteenth meridian; thence, south along said meridian, to 
place of beginning. County-seat, AURORA. 


This county, as will be seen from its boundaries, covers an 
area of vast extent, being next to Humboldt the largest in the 
Territory. Like Humboldt, too, it is pretty much an entire 
desert, containing even less good land, perhaps, than that 
burnt-up and barren region. Of three fourths of it, embracing 
all but the extreme western part, only sufficient is known to 
warrant the belief that it is a field of almost utter desolation, — 
consisting of alkali flats and dry lagoons, alternating with vol- 
canic ranges and wastes of sands. Such is the aridity of the 
country, that the want of good water alone will forbid its ever 
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being more than sparsely settled, while the absence of feed— 
the yielding nature of the soil, being mostly soda marsh or 
sand,—and the extreme heat of the summer, render even a 
journey across it a matter of suffering and toil. Fremont, 
Steptoe, and others, who have at various times hastened over 
it with small parties, represent the country as being a perfect 
“Terra Caliente,” and withal so broken by rugged hills, 
basaltic bluffs and lofty table lands, as to render a passage over 
it tedious and difficult; a statement, the experience of the late 
boundary surveying party fully confirms. Toward a region so 
devoid of both geographic and historic interest, there would be 
little to invite attention, were it not for the rich mines discov- 
ered on its western border, and the hope of still others being 
found in the depths of its lone and silent wastes, 

The idea that silver existed in the country east of the Sierra 
was, аз we have seen, antecedent to the discovery of the Com- 
stock Lead. Peter Lassen and others, having observed traces of 
it in the region to the north, had previously made search for 
veins in that quarter; while the existence of extensive mines 
of this metal in Northern Mexico, established a belief in the 
popular mind that an argentiferous belt extended throughout 
the whole intervening region. Under this impression, pros- 
peeting parties setting out from Virginia City, began pushing 
their explorations toward the south-east; some ledges having 
been located for silver fifty miles distant in that direction, as 
early as the fall of.’59. During the following summer these 
efforts were renewed, and not without important results, hav- 

‘ing led to the discovery of the rich and now well known 
Esmeralda mines. 

The credit of this discovery is due to J. M. Cory, James M. 
Braly, and E. R. Hicks, and was brought about in the follow- 
ing manner: Messrs. Cory and Braly, residents of San José, 
having gone over to Washoe in the spring of '60 on a pros- 
pecting tour, which contemplated the exploration of a pretty 
wide range of country, found themselves prevented by the 
Indian troubles from extending their labors beyond the imme- 
diate vicinity of Virginia, until late in July. They then struck 
north, and having examined the district about Pyramid Lake 
to their satisfaction, returned and passed over into the Sullivan 
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District, east of Carson River. Here they fell in with Hicks, 
who having prospected the country from Oregon down, was 
still following up his searches for silver, heading south. Hav- 
ing à similar object in view, the three formed themselves into 
a company, and continuing their journey in that direction 
along the Pine Nut Range of Mountains, to the West Fork of 
Walker River, bent their course east, and pursuing a zig-zag 
route through the mountains between the forks of the Walker 
worked their way down as far as Mono Lake. Неге they bent 
their steps to the north-east, and, passing through the Bodey, 
El Dorado and Masonic Districts, all being worked to some 
extent at that time, they proceeded in that direction until they 
reached the rugged chain of hills west of Walker Lake. 
Having inspected these, and a similar range further east, with- 
out meeting with any very encouraging prospects, they determ- 
ined to go south to the Coso region, then already somewhat 
talked of, and, if necessary, push their journey the length of 
Arizona, or even Mexico. 

For the purpose of getting an extended view of the sur- 
rounding country, and shaping their course, they ascended a 
high peak in the Wassuck range of mountains—which, seen a 
long way off by the traveler approaching Esmeralda, has since 
very properly been named Cory’s Peak. Having from this 
elevated position determined a route, they entered boldly upon 
what promised to be a long and toilsome journey through one 
of the most fearfully barren sections of the Great Basin. They 
had not got far until a want of water compelled them to make 
a deflection toward the west. Coming upon a spring in a val- 
ley-like depression encompassed by steep and rocky hills, they 
camped for the night. In the morning, Hicks, who seems to 
have been the hunter of the party, started out with his rifle 
to look for game. Passing over a craggy height lying west 
of their camp—since known as Esmeralda Hill—this man, who 
had a quick and observing eye, noticed the peculiar appear- 
ance of the quartz ledges, here quite numerous, and breaking 
off some pieces brought them into camp. His companions, 
better versed in mineralogy, at once detected in the blue 
streaks that had attracted his attention, the sulphurets of sil- 
ver, and proceeding to test it, found the metal present in abun- 
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dance. With such a prospect, all idea of going on without a 
further inspection of the locality was of course abandoned. 
The three went out, and examining the neighborhood found 
the hills ribbed with quartz veins from top to bottom. Hav- 
ing tested these veins, and found them all more or less impreg- 
nated with the precious metals, they took up seven of the num- 
ber. The spot from which the first piece of rock was taken 
by Hicks, is in the Discovery Claim of what is now known as 
the “Old Winnemucca” Ledge, located near the brow and on 
the west declivity of Esmeralda Hill. This occurred on the 
25th of August, 1860, a day that will be memorable as having 
brought to light one of the richest and most extensive mineral 
districts ever yet discovered. 

Having taken up this small number of claims, acting, under 
the circumstances, with a moderation highly commendable, 
these young men hastened to Monoville, twenty-five miles 
distant, and acquainted the inhabitants with the discovery. 
On the 30th of August, a company of some twenty returned 
with them, when a mining district having been duly laid: out, 
and aset of rules and regulations adopted, numerous claims 
were taken up. This district, ten miles square, was, at the 
suggestion of Mr. J. M. Cory, named Esmeralda,—an appella- 
tion that has since gradually extended itself to the adjacent 
country, and finally been given to the county erected from a 
portion of it by the Legislature of Nevada. 

The fame of these mines spreading rapidly, a large influx of 
people soon followed, and every out-cropping quartz ledge in 
the vicinity was before winter taken up; yet scarce any work 
was performed upon them, as tools and provisions were scarce, 
and most of the claim holders were without means, being men 
who were afloat, and who in the course of their adventures had 
drifted into this neighborhood at the time of the discovery. 
This, with the remoteness and the then bad condition of the 
roads leading to these mines, retarded their development for 
the first year—deterring capital from giving them aid, and de- 
preciating them in the popular estimation. As is well known, 
nothing can be accomplished in quartz mining without machin- 
ery for crushing’ the rock; and being destitute of this, Esme- 
ralda, however rich, could, of course, produce nothing—hence 
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but few sales of claims have been effected, and but little heard 
of it compared with its great merits. 

It may, perhaps, be well to state, before proceeding further, 
thatit is a question whether the territory embracing these 
mines lies із Nevada or California. Presuming that it was in 
the latter, the Legislature of that State, during the spring of 
'61, proceeded to erect it into a county, which was afterwards 
duly organized by the election of the usual officers, who still 
continue to exercise their functions. About the same time the 
new Territory of Nevada was created by an Act of Congress, 
and the Territorial Legislature meeting in the fall, acting upon 
this uncertainty, in like manner presuming that this district 
was on their side the line, erected from it the provisional county 
of Esmeralda—without, however, disturbing the local govern- 
ment already in existence, or directing any election to be held 
for superseding it. It will therefore be seen that, while Nevada, 
claims a nominal jurisdiction over this territory, it is for all 
civil and political purposes a part of California. Under whose 
authority it will ultimately fall can only be determined by the 
settlement of the boundary, a matter not likely soon to be 
effected, owing to the inexcusable delays of those having the 
work in hand, and the criminal expenditure of the funds ap- 
propriated for its accomplishment. By actof both Legislatures 
Aurora, the principal town in this quarter, was designated as 
the county-seat, it being the center of the mines and the popu- 
lation. The census report showed Mono County to contain 
three thousand two hundred and twenty-six inhabitants in 
August last; of which number nineteen hundred and eighty- 
five were in and about Aurora, nine hundred and eighty-seven 
in Monoville, and the balance scattered throughout the county. 
Aurora, considering the difficulty of obtaining lumber, and 
the other disadvantages under which it has been built up, has 
grown rapidly, containing at this time several quartz mills in 
- operation, with many large stone and brick buildings, and a 
fair exhibit of other useful and permanent improvements. 

The first quartz mill erected in this district was taken in by 
Messrs Green, Culver, and Jackson, in the spring of 1861, and 
started in June of that year, having been put up and run 
under the superintendence of Mr. S. S. Richardson, engineer 
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and machinist, of San Francisco. It wasa steam mill of fifteen 
horse power, running one of Howland's eight stamp batteries, 
and four large arrastras, crushing about eight tons of rock per 
day. Though not extensive, it was a first-class mill in all its 
appliances; and owing to the cost of freight, and the absence 
of almost every kind of material and conveniences at the time 
it was brought in, was an expensive concern, having cost over 
twelve thousand dollars. Including this, the ‘‘ Pioneer,” there 
are ten quartz mills now running at or near Aurora, with eight 
more under way, and all of which will be ready for operation 
early in the summer—many of them much sooner. The fol- 
lowing is а list of the mills completed: 


Quartz Mills. 
THE PIONEER MILL, above described, situated on Willow 
Spring Gulch, in the upper part of the town. 


Tur Union, owned by Johnson, Millsap & Co., is driven by 
a twenty-four horse power steam-engine; runs eight stamps— 
Bryant's improved battery—six arrastras, and one Varney pan; 
crushes ten tons per day. It is located on Esmeralda Ravine, 
in the lower edge of the town, and was put up in the fall of 
'61, at a cost of twenty thousand dollars, 


TAYLOR & Company’s MILL—is propelled by a forty horse 
power steam-engine; eight stamps—Bryant’s improved bat- 
tery; seven Varney pans—and cost sixteen thousand dollars. 


P. P. Moses’ MILL, situated a little below the Union, is 
driven by a fifteen horse power engine, and crushes by a pro- 
cess entirely new, and as yet untried on a large scale, It is 
called Stevens’ Patent, and, so far as experimented with, has 
proved successful. It is claimed that with this force it will 
crush or grind one ton per hour. Mode of amalgamating not 
yet determined on. Cost, sixteen thousand dollars. 


Napa MILL, on the same gulch, is furnished with a thirty 
horse power steam-engine; eight stamps—Bryant's battery ; 
four arrastras and eight Hungarian bowls for amalgamating. 


This mill has a silver-saving process attached, and cost about 
the same as the Union. 
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THe AURORA MriLL—Dow, Childs & Batturs, proprietors— 
driven by a forty horse power steam-engine; has ten stamps 
—ten more soon to be added ; Bryant’s improved battery ; use 
Varney’s pans temporarily—the Veatch process shortly to be 
introduced ; will crush twenty tons of rock per day. Cost of 
mill, with silver-saving process and apparatus, twenty-five 
thousand dollars. 


Tur PINE CREEK MILL, known also as Brodie's, situated 
a Short distance below Aurora, crushes twenty tons of rock 
per day, working by à new method. Dr. Lanszweert's process 
for amalgamating is used, working for both gold and silver. 
Engine thirty horse power; cost of mill twenty thousand 
dollars. 


GIBBONS & Company’s MILL, driven by a twelve horse 
power engine; carries four stamps—Bryant’s improved bat- 
tery; amalgamate with four Varney pans. Cost about twelve 
thousand dollars. | 


CLAYTON & Company’s MILL, situated one mile east of the 
town, is driven by a forty horse power engine; has twelve 
stamps, straight battery; employs the Clayton & Veatch pro- 
cess for saving both silver and gold; crushes thirty tons of 
rock per day. Cost, eighteen thousand dollars. 


Laxs's Mint—a small pulverizer for dry-crushing, com- 
pletes the catalogue of mills now finished and running in the 
vicinity of Aurora. On the east fork of Walker River, thirty 
miles north, there are two additional mills driven by water, 
the one owned by Harry Durant & Co., running stamps, and 
the other the property of Welburn & Co., operating with 
arrastras only. The Durant mill cost about six thousand dol- 
, lars, and crushes from eight to ten tons rock daily. The other 
is much less expensive, and has a capacity of about four tons 


per day. 


Within a convenient distance of Aurora there is a sufficiency 
of fuel to last a large number of quartz mills several years; yet 
as fuel is constantly becoming more difficult to be obtained, 
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and must ultimately be exhausted, various projects have been 
set on foot for facilitating the transit of the ores to points where 
they can be reduced by water power. To this end a railroad 
is to be constructed from the mines to a point on the East 
Walker, twenty-five miles north of Aurora, and also another 
to the Big Meadows, thirty miles further up that stream, and 
in the vicinity of the forests whence these mines must derive 
their supply of lumber. The company formed for building 
the road first named have obtained a charter from the Legis- 
lature of Nevada Territory—the other from that of the State 
of California, within whose domain the entire route is supposed 
to be located. These are both valuable franchises, and cover 
improvements that cannot fail, when completed, to greatly pro- 
mote the public convenience, and add immensely to the value 
of these mines. Two toll roads have been constructed leading 
out of Aurora: the one, owned by Garrison & Co., extending 
to the Big Meadows on the East Walker, a distance of twenty- 
five miles, cost six thousand dollars ; and the other reaching to 
Desert Creek, on the route to Carson Valley, forty miles, built 
by Clayton, Pugk and Dickson, in the winter of '60, at a cost 
of five thousand dollars.

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MINING LAWS OF VIRGINIA DISTRICT. 


—— 


THE following is a copy of the original laws of the Virginia 
Mining District, adopted shortly after the discovery of the. 
Comstock Lead, and under the provisions of which most of 
the claims afterwards located in that vicinity were taken up 
and are now held. As these rules and regulations are similar 
in their general features to the laws of the other Districts since 
erected, they will serve to illustrate the manner in which pos- 
sessory title to this species of property is created, and the acts 
usually required for maintaining the same, In the more remote 
Distriets, less work is generally required to enable parties to 
hold their claims than in those more centrally situated, In 
some of the distriets no Chinaman is permitted to hold any 
mining claim either by purchase or location. 


ART'CLE 1. All quartz claims, hereafter located, shall be 
two hundred feet on the lead, including all its dips and angles. 

Авт. 2. All discoverers of new quartz veins shall be enti- 
tled to an additional claim for discovery. 

ART. 8. All claims shall be designated by stakes and 
notices at each corner. 

Авт. i. All quartz claims shall be worked to the amount 
of ten dollars, or three days’ work per month to each claim, 
and the owner can work to the amount of forty dollars as soon 
after the location of the claim as he may elect, which amount 
being worked shall exempt him from working on said claim 
for six months thereafter. 

Авт, 5. All quartz claims shall be designated and known 
by a name, and in sections. 

ART. 6. All claims shall be properly recorded within ten 
days from the time of location. 

ART. 7. All claims recorded in the Gold Hill record, and 
lying in Virginia District, shall be recorded free of charge in 
the record of Virginia District, upon the presentation of a cer- 
tificate from the Recorder of Gold Hill Distriet, certifying that 
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said claims have been duly recorded in said District; and said 
claims shall be recorded within thirty days after the passage of 
this article. 

ART. 8. Surface and hill claims shall be one hundred feet 
square, and be designated by stakes and notices at each corner. 

ART. 9. All ravine and gulch claims shall be one hun- 
dred feet in length, and in width extend from bank to bank, 
and be designated by a stake and notice at each end. 

ART. 10. All claims shall be worked within ten days after 
water can be had sufficient to work said claims. 

ART. ll. All ravine, gulch and surface claims shall be re- 
corded within ten days after location. 

Art, 12. All claims not worked according to the laws of 
this district, shall be forfeited and subject to re-location. 

Авт. 18. There shall be a Recorder elected, to hold his 
office for the term of twelve months, who shall be entitled to 
the sum of fifty cents for each claim located and recorded. 

Art. 14. The Recorder shall keepa book with all the laws 
of this district written therein, which shall at all times be sub- 
ject to the inspection of the miners of said district; and he is 
furthermore required to post in two conspicuous places a copy 
of the laws of said District. 

Resolved, That W. C. Campbell be declared the Recorder of 
this District.

PROSPECTING TUNNELS. 


A number of companies have been formed both in Washoe 
and Mono for the purpose of carrying on what are termed 
Prospecting Tunnels—being designed for prospecting a series of 
ledges lying parallel to each other by means of a single work 
of this kind. 

The first of these projects started, and one of the most exten- 
sive, is that of the “ Mount Davidson Gold and Silver Mining 
Company,” at Virginia City; and as it fairly exemplifies the 
objects and modes of operating of this class of enterprises, we 
append a description of the same, as set forth by the company. 
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Mount Davidson is a high point in the range of mountains west 
of Virginia City and Gold Hill, along the side of which the 
celebrated Comstock Lead is situated. 

The entire range is at this point supposed to be made up of 
immense ledges of gold and silver bearing rock, lying in tiers 
against its side, varying in thickness from twelve to sixty feet, 
with about equal intervening spaces of debris. Among the 
most prominent of these lodes thus far prospected and being 
developed, is the “ боша & Curry" Ledge, lying about one 
eighth of the ascent up the side of the mountain, the “ Vir- 
ша” Ledge above, and the “Seneca,” “ Potosi," and others, 
below, all of which are claimed by their owners to be the 
“Original Comstock” Lode, Rich gold and silver ore has also 
been taken from ledges upon the very summit of the mount- 
ain, at an elevation of about eighteen hundred feet above Vir- 
ginia City, and also from the claims opened on the opposite or 
westerly side of the mountain, affording unquestionable evi- 
dence that the silver deposits in this range are not confined to 
partieular veins, although some one may exceed another in 
richness, А ` 

But it is to the intervening ledges, owned now by the 
Mount Davidson Gold and Silver Mining Company, that we 
wish to call particular attention. It being found impracti- 
cable by former owners, for want of means and proper organ- 
izations, to develop these claims, they have hitherto necessarily 
remained a sealed book, with little knowledge of their internal 
wealth, save what could be inferred from their out-croppings, 
and the known wealth of all veins thus far opened in that 
locality, lying, as they all do, in this great silver range. То 
develop and bring to light the vast hidden resources of these 
mines required not only capital, but well directed labor and 
concert of action. The present owners, therefore, of fifteen of 
these ledges of eighteen hundred feet each, embracing twenty- 
seven thousand feet of mining ground, have formed them- 
selves into a joint stock company, incorporated under the laws 
of California, with a capital of two million dollars, for the pur- 
pose of fully developing and working these mines, by running 
tunnels, erecting mills, machinery, ete. Two hundred thou- 
sand dollars of this (as company’s stock) will remain in the 
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hands of the treasurer and directors of the company, to aid 
in defraying the expenses of the work. 

The contract for running the first large tunnel has already 
been taken, and practical miners are vigorously prosecuting the 
work night and day. This tunnel, commencing at the base of 
the mountain, will be about twenty-five hundred feet in length, 
six feet six inches high, and four feet six inches wide; passing 
through and penetrating all the Mount Davidson Mining 
Company’s claims, from five hundred to one thousand feet 
below the surface, and enabling them not only to be worked 
to advantage, but yielding a sufficiency of ore from this one 
tunnel to supply several mills for the next half century. 

The company are also contracting for another tunnel, about 
three hundred feet deeper, in a ravine where they will have a 
large supply of water for mills, and other mining purposes, 
having secured the necessary lands for building the same, eto. 
This tunnel, which it is contemplated to run from three thou- 
sand to six thousand feet, they do, not intend to prosecute to 
completion until paying rock is obtained in the upper one— 
which is anticipated in about from six hundred to eight hun- 
dred feet. The expenses incurred in working these tunnels 
will, it is supposed, be amply covered by the mmerals obtained 
in the first named tunnel. Should the first ledge, however, 
not be sufficiently valuable, it must be borne in mind that they 
would have'still fourteen remaining ledges, all of which the 
tunnel must pass through in the remaining portions of the 
work as above stated. 

Several of the companies owning mining claims in the imme- 
diate vicinity of the company’s tunnel, have already made pro- 
positions, and negotiations are now completed, to have their 
respective claims developed by this company, and such as may 
prove valuable will avail themselves of the facilities offered by 
removing their ore through the company’s tunnel—all of which 
will undoubtedly prove a source of revenue to the latter. 

The tunnel of this company is now in over seven hundred 
feet, penetrating several ledges, in which they are largely inter- 
ested.

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NEW PROCESSES. 


Notwithstanding most of the new theories for the more eco- 
nomical working of ores containing the precious metals have 
been exploded, when submitted to the severe test of actual ex- 
periment, and nearly all the boasted processes laid aside after a 
very brief trial, there seems good reason to believe that sub- 
stantial improvements have been effected in this department of 
metallurgy. Of all the recent methods, those known as the 
Hatch and the Veatch processes, would appear to be the most 
available, or at least to have been most extensively introduced 
in the mills of this Territory. Weare not sufficiently acquainted 
with the mechanical appliances, manipulations, or chemical 
properties, of either of these modes, to be able to describe them 
with accuracy, as indeed the chemical agents employed, and 
manner of applying them, are not made public. Of the Hatch 
Process, now used in some eight or ten mills, the proprietors 
speak in the most approving terms, ascribing to its use a sav- 
ing of twenty and even thirty per cent., with some classes of 
ores, Mr, Hatch guaranties to save the gold and silver in any 
ores within ten per cent. of what they will yield under fire 
assay, though practically he is said to do even better working 
on а large scale. The peculiarities of his plan consist, we 
believe, not so much in the material or machinery used as in 
the manipülatory part of the process, which requires skill and 
care. It is equally applicable to gold and silver ores, and 
native metals—to dry and wet crushing—and is easily adapted 
to mills already running. The substance most needed in this 
process is represented as being abundant in the Territory and 
of easy procurement. We learn that à number of mill owners 
are in negotiation with the proprietor for the purchase of his 
plan, and that it promises to come into very general use. 

The Veatch Process, now in constant use at the large works 
of the Central Company, for more than a year, has given great 
satisfaction at that establishment, and been introduced else- 
where with like results, 

Among the advantages claimed for this process is the regain- 
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ing of the mercury that is lost by chemical change in all other 
processes where chlorine is used. It has been suggested that 
its application to the “washing up” of ores treated by the 
Patio, would effectually recover the enormous amount of quick- 
silver lost in the form of calomel by the latter treatment. 

The fixtures are inexpensive: a wooden tub with a cast iron 
bottom and a peculiar stirring apparatus, and a certain mode 
of introducing steam for both a mechanical and chemical effect, 
constitutes the entire amalgamating arrangement. The tubs 
are some three feet in diameter and as many in height; four 
such tubs are sufficient for ten or twelve tons per day. The 
process is the joint invention of Dr. John A. Veatch and his 
son A. A. Veatch, the latter of whom has charge of it at the 
Central Mill. This method is applicable to all kinds of argen- 
tiferous ores. 

The “Atmospheric Process” is erroneously called the 
“Veatch Process,” sometimes. It is a mode of treating ores 
without heating, and has been successfully tested at Stein’s Mill. 
It is understood the immense metallurgic establishment now 
being erected by the Gould & Curry Company will use the 
atmospheric method. The Empire Mill has contracted for its 
use. The fixtures are being put up in that mili under the 
supervision of Dr. Veatch. 

This mode of working ores is claimed to be one of exceed- 
ing cheapness, both in original outlay for fixtures as well as 
subsequent treatment. There are certain refractory ores, how- 
ever, that cannot be treated by this mode; buta large majority 
of the ores of the Territory are of a nature well adapted to the 
atmospheric process. The details of the treatment, as well as 
of the appliances, are not fully made public as yet. The pro- 
cess was gotten up jointly by Dr. Veatch and other parties. 

Another invention, called also occasionally by the name of 
the “ Veatch Process,” is a peculiar mode of treating auriferous 
ores, or ores where metallic gold is the principal valuable matter. 
It is particularly adapted to the ores of Gold Hill, and some of 
the ores of Esmeralda. It has been used successfully on a 
rather extensive scale at San Francisco, and is now being 
introduced at Gold Hill. 
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STEAL BOILER EXPLOSIONS and the FORMATION OF SCALE 


EFFECTUALLY PREVENTED BY 


PARRY'S INSULATED ELECTRIC ROD.

The 
danger from such a blow-out would be trifling in comparison 
to a bona fide explosion caused by the instantaneous develop- 
ment of a multiplied power within a boiler. 

In proving the utility and perfect safety of the Electric Rod, 
steam was generated in a large size boiler above the working 
pressure allowed for such a boiler—the fire was continued until 
nearly all the water had evaporated and escaped through the 
weighted safety-valve. The fire was then kept up until many 
parts of the boiler exposed to the flames of the furnace became 
ved hot. By all rules of steam-engineering, the boiler was in a 
condition to explode upon the admission of cold water; yet 
over thirty gallons of cold water were pumped into this red hot 
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boiler without producing other injury than leakage at the rivets 
and seams, caused by expansion and contraction. Many exper- 
iments of a similar nature have proved the Rod to be a complete 
preventive of explosions, either from cold water being pumped 
into a hot boiler, or by the presence of an excess of electricity, 
when the water is at its proper guage. 

This Rod will prevent the formation of Scale, as the following 
among many trials has proved: Two boilers were selected— 
in one was adjusted the Electric Rod, the other was plain— 
both were fed with the same water. In six month: tbe plain 
boiler was coated with scale one quarter of an inch thick, while 
the one with the Rod, after thirteen months’ constant use, had 
no sign of scale! Scale being a non-conductor of heat, the 
amount of fuel used to generate steam must Le tar greater than 
where no scale exists. Again: boilers that scale are soon burnt 
out by the intense heat necessary to create scam, as well as the 
iron permanently injured and weakened, own to the constant 
hammering necessary to remove the scale. 

Without entering into the philosophy of the action of this 
Electric Rod, it is sufficient to state that in ever: instance 
where it has been employed, it effectually peevenés svaz in every 
description of boiler, and that such subsizives ав would form 
scale are “blown out” with the water; which)" blew out” is 
only necessary when the water becomes surcharzed with min- 
eral matter. 

In bringing this invention into promiacnt notice, we deem 
that we are doing a service to Mill owners in Nevada Territory, 
whose intelligence will at once perceive the advantage to be 
gained by investigating the claims of this Iiectric Rod, which 
is presented to the public under the nære and sanction of many 
distinguished scientific and practical men.

ABSTRACT OF IMPORTANT LAWS. 


Tux Legislative Assembly of the Territory of Nevada, at its 
first session, passed an Act declaring that the Common Law of 
England, so far as it is not repugnant to or inconsistent with 
the Constitution or laws of the United States, or the laws of 
the Territory of Nevada, should be the rule of decision in all 
* the courts of the Territory. 

Under the Statutes of Nevada, homestead property to the 
amount of five thousand dollars, is exempt from forced sale, 
except in case of mechanics’, laborers’, or vendor's lien, or 
mortgage duly signed by the wife, she being a resident of the 
Territory. The laws are silent on the subject of slavery, 
consequently there is nothing excluding the institution. 

All persons performing work upon, or furnishing materials 
for the construction or repairing of any building, to the amount 
of twenty-five dollars, have a lien thereon, by filing in the 
office of the County Clerk, within sixty days from the com- 
pletion of the building, a true and just account of the demand 
due them, deducting all proper credits and offsets. This state- 
ment must be sworn to by the claimant, or some other person, 
and be accompanied by a correct description of the property to 
+з charged with the lien. If the lien is claimed by a sub-con- 
tractor, journeyman, or other person, except the contractor or 
person furnishing the material, the account must be filed within 
thirty days after the work was done, or the materials furnished ; 
and within five days from filing the account, a copy must be 
served on the owner of the building, or on his agent, if he 
reside out of the county, by delivering it to him personally, or 
leaving it at his residence. 

Every sub-contractor, journeyman, laborer, or person fur- 
nishing material, has a valid lien on the building, regardless of 
the claims of the contractor against the owner; but the latter 
may withhold from the contractor, on being served with notice 
as above mentioned, a sufficient sum from any money due him 
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to cover the amount of^the lien so claimed, until the validity 
of the same is inquired into, and if established, the amount is 
a valid offset in favor of the owner against the contractor. 
If the owner, aftér notice, fail to withhold the amount due 
laborers, ete., then: they may sue and recover the same. The 
land upon. which a building subject to such a lien is situated, 
and a cortveliient space about it, are also liable the same as the 
building itself, and are to be charged in the same manner; so 
азо ‘аге 1618 subject in like manner for the labor expended in 
filling up, grading, or improving the same, provided the con- 
tract for doing the work is in writing. The same law of lien 
applies in its general features to cord-wood cut, and also to 
_ -mines opened by means of shafts, cuts, tunnels, etc. 

Persons finding estray animals on their premises, are required 
to go before a Justice of the Peace of the Township, within 
ten days, and give a description of them under penalty of fine 
in the amount of the value of the stock. A like fine is im- 
posed for using any estray. Persons taking up estrays are to 
be paid for all their trouble and expenses by those claiming 
them. Мо person is permitted to drive any stock except his 
own from a common range, without the owner's permission, 
under penalty of not less than twenty dollars, nor over five 
hundred dollars. Where the owner in getting his own stock, 
also necessarily drives off those of others, he is required to 
separate them as soon as possible, and return the latter to the 
place whence they came. 

No person is allowed to catch fish within the limits of the 
Territory by means of any drag, net, basket, pot, weir, or any 
kind of deleterious substance; or at any time to kill any spar- 
row, blue bird, blue jay, martin, thrush, mocking bird, swal- 
low, red-breast, cat bird, quail, wren, or humming bird, or to 
disturb their eggs or nest, nor are any game birds to be killed 
between the first of April and the first of September, nor are 
their eggs or nest to be at any time disturbed. Deer, ante- 
lope, elk, and mountain sheep or goats, are not to be killed 
between the first of January and the first of July. Any vio- 
lation of these prohibitions subjects the offender to a fine of 
not less than five dollars, nor over two hundred dollars, with 
costs of suit, and imprisonment in case of failure to pay the fine.
